The Rout of the Democratic Party 
in the congressional elections last fail be- 
came apparent for the first time to the 
naked eye when the new house of repre- 
sentatives assembled today. 

No such revolution in the personnel of 
the members has occurred in recent years 
at least. Exactly 163 new faces appeared 
ina total of 856 members. Some of the 
oldest and most tried leaders among the 
Democrats were swept out by the tide 
which rolled up a Republican majority of 
140in the Fifty-fourth house. Of 94 dis- 
tricts north of Mason and Dixon’s line 
which were represented by Democrats in 
the last congress but 18 returned Dem- 
ocrats to the new house. 

In the house the Republicans control 31 
of the 44 state delegations, which insures 
them the next presidency should the elec- 
tion be thrown into the house. They have 
20 solid delegations, while the Democrats 
have but four. In the once “‘solid south” 
the Kentucky and Tennessee delegations 
are almost evenly divided. In North 
Carolina and Missouri the Republicans 
control. The West Virginia delegation is 
solidly Republican. Texas and Virginia 
each has a Republican, and South Caro- 
lina and Alabama send Populists. The 
number of Populists in the house is re- 
duced from 12 to 6. 

Among those whose long service or 
striking personalities make their absence 
in.the newly assembled house most notice- 
able are suvh grizzled old veterans as 
Judge Holman of Indiana, the ‘‘father of 
the house,” and “the watchdog of the 
treasury,’ General Dan Sickles of New 
York, “Silver Dick” Bland of Missouri, 
William M. Springer of Illinois, General 
Hooker of Mississippi and General Hatch 
of Missouri. Others there were whose 
term of service was shorter, but whose 
talent and ability made them exception- 
ably prominent, like William L. Wilson 
or Bourke Cockran of New York. Then 
there were such men as William J. Bryan, 
Tom Johnson, Champ Clark of Missouri, 
“Buok’’ Kilgore of Texas, Dan Lockwood 
of Buffalo, President Cleveland's old part- 
ner; Michael Harter of Ohio, Sibley of 
Pennsylvania, General Tracey of Albany, 
Outhwaite of Ohio, Enloe of Tennessee, 
Geary of California, Lafe Pence of Colo- 
rado, Dr. Everett of Massachusetts, Car- 
uth of Kentucky and W..C. BD.

Something Unusual. 

The presence of new blood is quite as 
noticeable in the usually slow changing 
senate asin the house. Among the most 
noticeable of the absenteces are Butler of 
South Carolina, Ransom of North Caro- 
lina, Coke of Texas, Dolph of Oregon, 
Manderson of Nebraska and McPherson 
of New Jersey. Of the 30 senators whose 
terms expired on March 4 last, only 18 
were re-elected. 

The new men are Ausustus O. Bacon of 
Georgia, who succeeds Patrick Walsh; 
Baker of Kansas, vice Martin; Butler of 
North Carolina, vice Ransom; Carter of 
Montana, vice Power; Chilton of Texas, 
vice Coke; Elkins of West Virginia, vice 
Oainden; Gear of Iowa, vice Wilson; Mc- 
Bride of Oregon, vice Dolph; Martin of 
Virginia, vice Hunter; Nelson of Minne- 
sota, vice Washburn; Sewell of New 
Jersey, vice McPherson; Thurston of Ne- 
braskh, vice Manderson; Tillman of South 
Carolina, vice Butler; Walthall of Miss- 
issippi, vice McLaurin; Warren of Wyo- 
ming, vice Carey; Wetmore of Rhode 
Island, vice Dixon. 

Of these Chilton, Sewell, Walthall and 
Warren have servedin the senate before, 
and Carter, Gear and Nelson in the house. 
Gear and Nelson haye also been governors 
of their states, as have also Tillman, 
Walthall and Warren. 

Messrs. Burrows, Clark, Mantle, Prit- 
chard and Wilson are also new men in the 
senate, as they had taken their seats to fill 
vacancies only a few days before the close 
of the last session. These five added to 
the 17 who assumed their duties today con- 
stitute just one-fourth of the senate, which 
is probably an unprecedented addition of 
fresh blood. 

The preponderance of seats on the Re- 
publican side was noticeable, three haying 
been transferred from the ~Democratic 
divison. In consequence of this change 
the extreme back row of the Republican 
side of the chamber, which is known as 
“‘Pike’s Peak,” because it was first filled 
by senators from newly admitted western 
states, has again taken on the proportions 
of the Fifty-first congress,

C. T. A. CONVENTION. 


A Resolution in Favor of No-License 
Offered but Withdrawn. 


The quarterly convention of the Catholic 
Total Abstinence Union of the Archdiocese 
of Boston was held Sunday afternoon at 
St. Mary’s hall, West Quincy. 

Vice President James H. Connelley of 
Charlestown presided, and Edward 
Mulready of Rockland was secretary. 
Thirty-seven societies were represented by 
93 delegates and the convention was also 
attended by many not afliliated with any 
of the societies. 

Mr. Connelley in nis opening remarks 
said the society bad been criticised by its 
Protestant friends for not being more active 
in the csuse of no-license, but the Union 
had not thought it wise to lay down any 
rule for the government of its members in 
this respect but had left the matter to the 
conscience of each individual. 

Reports of an encouraging nature were 
made by the different societies. ‘The com- 
mittee on the Fr. Matthew memorial con- 
cert held at the Boston Theatre in October 
also reported that the net receipts were 
$123. 

A resolution recommending and instruct- 
ing al] members to vote for no license was 
offered. 

This resolution resulted in a long discus- 
sion, which ended in the mover withdraw- 
ing it. 

A committee was appointed to suggest a 


plan of work for the Union for the next} 


three months. 


This committee recommended the hold- | 


ing of lectures, public meetings, entertain- 
ments and the interchange of meetings by 
the several societies. The report of the 
committee was adopted. 

Mrs. Leonora Blake Lake of St. Louis, 
addressed the convention, but contrary to 
expectations she did not refer to Mrs. 
Willard. 

The speaker firged the temperance 
workers to organize cadet societies for 
boys and girls and to instill into their 
minds while growing the great principle of 
temperance and the good that is desired 
thereform. Educate your boys to the cause 
of temperance and our coming clergymen 
wil! be with us. 

He applied to the men to vote against 
license and to purify the ballot box from 
the whiskey element. Men and women 
are buman, weak and frail in the time of 
temptation and the ballot in the hands of 
some women would be as dangerous as in 
the hands of some men. Yet, the speaker 
said, she realized if suffrage was granted 
to women it would be a great power 
against the saloon. She thought a woman 
has a greater power than the ballot: the 
power of home influence as it affects the 
purity, honesty and morality of our govern- 
ment, and the protection of her home and 
little ones. 

The Catholic women should be earnest 
workers in the cause of temperance, for 
they have béen the greatest sufferers from 
the result of strong drink.

A False Friend. 
To the Editor of the Ledger: 


In the LEDGER of last week it was 
stated that Mr. Hammond's candidacy ap- 
pealed with much force,to the workingmen. 
That statement seemed at the time peculiar 
and it was thought properto look up Mr 
Hammond on matters that affected in any 
way the laboring classes. Itis found that 
Mr. Hammond is not recorded as voting 
for any important measure advocated by 
the workingmen, and in voting for some 
measures ignored entirely the representa- 
tions made by them. His leaning toward 
corporations is best shown by act on the 
Bell Telephone bill and his subsequent 
ill-advised act in voting to pass this 
most objectionable measure over Governor 
Greenhalge’s veto, in which he scathingly 
rebuked the Legislature for its action. 

The measure allowing municipalities to 
manufacture gas and electricity did not 
meet with his favor as he voted against 
it, despite the fact that the most represent- 
ative labor organization in Boston—the 
Boston Central Labor Union—stood as one 
of its foremost sponsors, And when the 
same organization, together with thousands 
of the people of Boston, petitioned for 
transfer checks by the West End street 
railway, Mr, Hammond thought little 
enough of their voice to vote against the 
measure that would benefit them more 
than anybody else. 

And does Mr. Hammond think that by 
his refusal to allow the Subway bill to go 
before the people of Boston for final 
action, place him as a friend of labor, 
when he well knew that all interested in 
labor societies fought strenuously for the 
establishment of the principle of the refer- 
endum.

When a light was secured, 
Broughton was horrifled to find that the 
supposed burglar was his hired man, 
William Lanning.

Quincy Debating Club. 


The following letter from the Rev. Mr. 
Butler of the Unitarian church is the first 
of several letters that will be published in 
the next few days relative to the Quincy 
Debating Club, The young men of Quin- 
cy realize that the Debating Club has come 
to stay, and that the comparatively small 
amount of time required will be most 
amply compensated by the knowledge 
gained of parliamentary law, of the “‘ques- 
tions of the day,” local as well as national 
and above all, by the practice in debate. 
And yet, on the part of many, there seems 
to be a holding off, a desire to do nothing 
but wait and see what others will do. It is 
hoped that these letters from some of 
Quincy’s best known men, men who can 
speak with all the force that comes from 
practical experience, will do something to 
overcome this inertia. 


Editors of Daily Ledger: 


The writer of these lines passed the early 
years of his life in one of the interior 
districts of New York upon what was 
known as Christian hill. Ido not think, 
the namecharacterized the people especially, 
although they were a religious and law- 
abiding community. They were however 
notable through the country side. And 
this foran institution peculiar to the neigh- 
borhood which I shal! describe. 

It was a quiet place, wholly agricultural 
in its character, apart from the great 
centres ‘of life and routes of travel. But on 
the first Sunday of November for as many 
years as I can remember and the practice 
[doubt not is continued yet, notice was 
given from the pulpit of the Parish church 
the regular meetings of the Debating would 
be resumed. 

The subject was announced from week 
to week, “At early candle light’’ the 
people assembled not only our grave elders 
but the young men and boys, al) of them 
with the keenest interest fur the contest of 
the evening. They meant business. The 
meeting was conducted, in strict parlia- 
mentary order and the utmost decorum 
prevailed. The debaters were chosen for a 
month in advance. No one was omitted. 
If a boy was old enough to come there, he 
was supposed to have ideas upon questions 
of the day and it was held to be of the 
utmost importance that he should learn to 
express them in simple and _ forcible 
English, The matter was not left to his 
option, it was compulsory, as much so as 
attendance at church or the day school. 

The result was something remarkable. 
The reading and thinking of the commu- 
nity was carried on with an eye to its con- 
troversial use, and its effect upon the in- 
tellectual life of the place was much like 
that of Athens, where every citizen placed 
his own casein the Agora. When a young 
man had reached the age of twenty he had 
become a debater of no mean quality. His 
mind had been subjected to a course of 
training that enabled him to think clearly, 
logically and express himself with force 
and directness before any audience. The 
men of the neighborhood were in great de- 
mand as political speakers. In times of 
heated political canvass they went far and 
wide. 

The nearest place of any size was 
Cooperstown, a perfect hot bed of political 
ferment in those days and some of the 
ablest speakers of the country came there. 
It was a recognized fact that none but the 
ablest would be listened to, But if as 
frequently happened, the political man- 
agers were disappointed they started a 
messenger with a carriage post haste with 
the order ‘‘ you go to Christian hill and 
capture the first man you meet,’’ and the 
chances were that he would satisfactorily 
meet the requirements. 

There were more professional men of 
marked ability who came from that little 
town than any other of equa) population I 
have ever known. Men who in after life 
ran fast and far in the race for honor and 
success, Great lawyers, judges of the su- 
preme court, eminent divines. It was a 
common saying in that part of the country 
‘beware of the man from Christian Hill, 
he is dangerous.” So he was. But it was 
owing to the development of his powers 
acquired in thatold red schoolhouse, If 
he was master of himself, strong, shrewd, 
a hard hitter, quick to seize advantage, 
with a mental grip of a subject like an iron 
vise, it was nothing more than he had 
gained, it came from his nightly battlés 
with his fellows in the old Eddy school 
house on the wind swept summit of 
Christian hill. What a Debating society 
did for that place it will do for any 


other.

Schuyler Monument. 


By a decision of the court of appeals at 
Albany, N. Y., last week, Justice Peck- 
ham writing the opinion, it has been defi 
nitely determined that if any society wants 
to perpetuate the memory of a person who 
is dead by erecting a monument appropri- 
ately inscribed to him, it may be done, re- 
gardless of the wishes of the surviving 
relatives of the deceased person. This de- 
cision was made in a case that was, it is 
said, unique on the court calendars of the 
State. 

The statue over which the contest arose 
was one of Mrs. M. M. H. Schuyler, 
selected as the typical Philanthropist by 
the Women’s Memorial Fund Asso, The 
living relations of Mrs. Schuyler, seven in 
number, including Dr. A. M. Hamilton, 
after a consultation, sent a fermal request 
that the project be abandoned. In reply, 
the association declined to stop its work. 
The relatives brought suit to restrain the 
organization from proceeding. 

Justice Peekham handed down the de 
cision of the court of appeals ( Justice 
Gray dissenting,) in which he said that 
We cannot say that we are in the least 
impressed’ with the plaintiff's objections, 
The fact that the members of the society 
were not personal friends of the lady tu 
be honored is a matter of no consequence, 
‘Whatever right of privacy Mrs. Schuyler 
had, died with her. Death deprives us all 
of rights in the legal sense of that term.” 
Moreover, it was not proved by testimony 
that the erecting of a monument to per- 
petuate her memory would have been dis- 
tasteful to the lady. Further than that 
the family did not show that any right of 
their own had been violated.

LEADERSHIP OF HOUSE 


Considered Likely to Fall Into Hands 
of Payne of New York, 


Figuring on Positions For 
Men From Maine. 


First Day In Congress Characterized by Rou- 
tine Work Only. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.— The guessing 
season isatits height. The speaker will 
s00n begin to unfold those mysteries of 
committee leadership that from the start 
have been so deeply and so successfully 
veiled. 

Mr. Reed insists that he has as yet made 
no slate, and the silence concerning facts 
which abides besides the ocean of con- 
jecture and opinion tends to support his 
statement. 

The question of house leadership as de- 
termined by priority in the ways and 
means committee has led to Curious con- 
jectures. From the earliest discussion, 
Payne of New York has been generally re- 
garded as the coming man, with an oc- 
casional pointing toward Dingley or Dal- 
zell, 

From absolutely authentic inside 
sources it was known that Payne would 
be the man, and from information, the 
correctness of which could never be ques- 
tioned, it was certain that Dingley was 
the winner’s name. . 

In this choice is involved a much larger 
question than any personal preferences of 
personal judgment of the speaker. From 
every consideration of political expediency, 
Payne, as compared with Dingley, would 
clearly be the man; but from pure intel- 
lectual fitness and statesmanlike grasp of 
the questions involved, Dingley would be 
preferred. For the speaker to select him, 
however, would be to ride rough-shod over 
what the wise-heads call ‘political con- 
siderations.” 

Payne's selection would please New 
York state and its delegations in congress 
and in national convention. Platt has 
already said it should be so, while from 
poor little Maine, which will in any event 
give every atum of its support to its fay- 
orite son, there is nothing to be gained by 
the recognition of Dingley. Payne ex- 
pects the place and has come to Washing- 
ton prepared to assume its duties. 

It is usually recognized, on the other 
hand, that there are few, if any, keener 
and abler menin the house than Nelson 
Dingley, Jr. His health is poor and his 
voice weak, but his intellectual attain- 
ments and comprehensive knowledge of 
revenue problems are undoubtedly superior 
to any other possible selection, 

But how is it going to look for Maine’s 
four representatives to have the speaker- 
ship, the leadership of the floor, and the 
chairmanship of two other important com- 
mittees? That Boutelle and Milliken will 
be so remembered seems almost certain. 

To predict either Dingley or Payne as 
the coming ian means in one case that 
the speaker disregards the ordinary argu- 
ments of expediency and selects a man 
for his intrinsic worth solely, and in the 
other that he does rather the natural 
thing, and from certain points of view, 
the proper thing. Politics would say 
Payne. He would be, moreover, a good 
man for the »ost—strong, aggressive and 
of good presence, 

Judge Powers of Vermont is again at 
the Riggs House. He expects a new place 
on the committees and not a promotion 
in the one with which he has formerly 
served. The guessing still goes on, 

The Opening of Congress, 

The house of representatives passed yes- 
terday into the control of the Republi- 
cans, and Thomas Brackett Reed of Maine 
again triumphantly assumed the speaker’s 

zavel. 
F The opening session was, as is usual, an 
animated and brilliant occasion, set off 
with crowded gallerfes in holiday attire, 
intoxicating with the perfume of hundreds 
of floral tributes to popular members, and 
pervaded with a spirit of jubilation and 
good nature. Old familiar faces were 
absent, but there were plenty of new ones 
to take their places. 

Still, the proceedings themselves, as 
usual with the opening sessions, were of 
routine character and devoid of any sen- 
sational features. The house simply or- 
ganized, adopted the usual resolutions to 
notify the president and the senate that 
the house was ready for business, and 
wound up by indulging in the biennial 
lottery or seat-drawing contest. 

Speaker Reed was, beyond question, 
the star of the occasion. His appearance 
was the signal for a most flattering and 
enthusiastic demonstration. His in- 
augural was modest and full of good feel- 
ing, but non-committal as to policies. 
However, it was not expected that he 
would touch the questions to be dealt 
with in the house. 

Ex-Speaker Crisp assumed the leader- 
ship of the minority, and it was signifi- 
cant that Mr. Payne of New York made 
the motion which usually devolves upon 
the leader of the majority. This is taken 
to mean that heis to be chairman of the 
ways and means committee and the recog- 
nized leader of the Republicans on the 
floor. 

Representative Linton of Michigan has 
the distinction of having introduced the 
first bill in the house of the Fifty-fourth 
congress. Itisin the interest of the rail- 
way postal clerks, Another bill of the 
postal employes was introduced by Ald- 
rich of Illinois. Mr. Aldrich also intro- 
duced a bill making ineligible as receiver 
of a corporation engaged in interstate 
commerce any persons who have been 
officers or employes of said corporation at 
any time during the three years preceding. 

Nothing happened in the senate that 
bad not been anticipated. The body was 
called to order by Vice President Steven- 
sop. The new senators and those who had 
been re-elected were sworn in, A com- 


s 


mittee was appointed to notify the prési- 

dent, and the usual resolutions, incident 

to the beginning of a session, were intro- 

duced. The senate took a recess of an 

hour at 12:28 p. m.,and at 1:30 adjourned, 

after an absolutely uneventful session. 
The Republican Caucus, 

Mr. Sherman was elected chairman of 
the Republican cancus yesterday after- 
hoon and Mr. Dubois secretary, The dis. 
cussion was informal and centered around 
the question whether the Republican sena- 
tors, having a plurality but not a majority 
of the senate, should attempt a reorganiza- 
tion with Republican officers and Repub- 
lican chairman of committees. 

It was evident that the prevailing senti- 
ment favored Republican organization, 
and some strong speeches were made, 
notably by Mr. Davis of Minnesota and 
Aldrich of Rhode Island, urging that 
there should be no combination or com- 
promise with any element outside the Re- 
publican ranks, This appeared to voice 
the general view of senators, and no op- 
position speeches were made, 

The question rose, however, as to 
whether the test re? strength should be 
made on securing the committees or on 
the choice of a president pro tem. In or- 
der to present this issue, Mr. Hoar moved 
the appointment of a committee on com- 
mittees to have general charge of a move 
to secure commitcee reorganization on 
Republican lines. Mr. Hale offered an 
amendment for a test on the choice of 
president pro tempore. 

In the informal discussion following, 
Mr. Frye’s name was mentioned as the 
probable candidate for president pro tem- 
pore. Some senators: raised ‘the point, 
however, that the president pro tem could 
not be elected while the presiding officer 
was present and acting under the senate 
rules. 

It was finally decided that no vote should 
be taken at present, and Messrs. Hoar and 
Hale withdrew their motions. The under- 
standing was that a definite line of action 
would be agreed on at the meeting Wednes- 
day, following the session of that day. 

To Take What's Left. 

The Democrats of the house consumed 
more than three hours yesterday after- 
noon voting for nominees to fill the few 
house offices which the majority allots 
tothe minority. Colonel Isaac Hill of 
Ohio, who has held the position of deputy 
sergeant-at-arms in every Democratic 
house since the war and of Democratic 
whip in the two Republican houses since 
1875, was chosen caucus officer. His op- 
ponent was Henry Mohler of Lilinois, who 
was defeated by a vote of 51 to 43. 

There was a bitter wrangle over the two 
messengerships which fall to the Demo- 
crats, and the successful candidates were 
Thomas Coakley, a New York Tammany 
worker and a protege of Amos Cummings, 
and George L. Browning of Virginia, both 
of whom were attached to the last con- 
gress. Mr. Mohler was one of the unsuc- 
cessful candidates for this office. For 
page, James English of California was 
selected. 

Populists in the senate called a caucus 
of silver men yesterday before the session 
began, which was’ not fully attended. A 
regular silver caucus will have to be 
called by recognized leaders, such as 
Teller or Dubois, to mean business. The 
purpose of meeting was in relation to the 
reorganization of the senate. 

Millers’ Wants, 

The members of the Pennsylvania dele- 
gation in congress have received a circular 
letter from the Pennsylvania Millers’ 
State association, the outcome of resolu- 
tions adopted at the annual meeting of 
the association held in Philadelphia in 
September to make an appeal for legisla- 
tion that will broaden markets for Amer- 
ican flour. 

The letter saysthe flour mills of this 
country have ample capacity to grind into 
flour every bushel of wheat produced here, 
and that the statistics of our exports for 
the last fiscal year show that the equiva- 
lent of nearly 20,000,000 barrels of flour 
went out of this country in the shape of 
whole grain, to be ground in foreign mills, 
and most of the product sold in competi- 
tive markets against American flour, 

Itis pointed out that the milling in- 
dustry of this county is the greatest in the 
United States in point of capital invested 
andin value of product. The letter con- 
tinues: ‘We are confronted with the 
facts that Belgium, France and Germany 
levy duties which discriminate against 
our flour and in favor of the whole grain, 
and we believe that the millers of Pennsyl- 
vania should not submit passively to such 
a state of affairs while their mills are half 
the time idle. 

“We therefore appeal to you as repre- 
sentatives of a commonwealth which con- 
tains nearly as many mills as any other 
two states combined, and urge you to give 
your support to a measure which will be 
calculated to relieve the embargo against 
our productions.” 

Threatened With Starvation. 

New York, Dec. 8.—Rey. O. H. Dwight, 
missionary of the American board at Con- 
stautinople, yesterday cabled from Phil- 
ippopolis, Turkey, to The Christian Her- 
ald, New York: “Remit funds telegraph- 
ically. Harpoot missionaries telegraph 
starvation imminent.” This message 
from Dr. Dwight has 4 peculiar signifi- 
cance, as it discloses the fact that the mis- 
sionaries at Harpoot (whose mission 
buildings were totally destroyed during 
the recent massacre there) are themselves 
suffering the pangs of hunger and oold. 
The Christian Herald has agreed to for- 
ward tothe missionaries by cable, free of 
expense, all sums contributed for the re- 
lief of the sufferers in Armenia, 


College Cyclists to Combine. 

New YorE, Dec. 38.—Steps have been 
taken by the leading colleges to form an 
intercollegiate cycling association, abolish 
the two-mile bicycle race at the annual 
games of the Intercollegiate Athletic as- 
sociation, and instead hold a purely col- 
legiate bicycle meet each spring. The 
prime object of the movement is to do 
away with unfair and dangerous trials, 
and to arrange such @ program as will 
embrace all classes of riders among the 
college cyclists. 

Treasury Figures. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.— The monthly 
treasury statement of receipts and expen- 
ditures shows receipts for the month of 
November to have been $25,986,503; dis- 
bursements, $27,199,283, leaving a deficit 
for November of $1,212,780, and for the five 
montha of this fiscal year $15,869,827. The 
increase in the receipts for the last month, 
as compared with November, 1894, was 
$6,575,100, and of the last five months over 
1894, $3,755,796. 


LANGERMAN SET FREE, 


Had Been Convicted of Criminal 
Assault Upon Barbara Aub, 


The Girl Admits That She 
Committed Perjury. 


Startling Sequel to a Sensational Case Before 
a New York Court. 


New York, Dec. 3.—Miss Barbara Aub 
has confessed to having perjured herself 
in her testimony against Walter S. Lan- 
german, the lawclerk who on Tuesday 
last was convicted of having criminally 
assaulted her. Langerman was released 
yesterday, and Miss Aub further confessed 
that her relations with Langerman were 
voluntary and that his story of the al- 
leged assault was true. 

Langerman was to have been sentenced 
on Friday. He was brought into court, 
but, to the surprised of all concerned, he 
Was remanded until yesterday. The sur- 
mise was that Recorder Goff was anxious 
to learn more of the law clerk’s past, in 
order to gauge the sentence to be imposed 
upon him. 

It was 11 o’clock yesterday when the 
young man, haggard of face, was led 
across the Tombs to part II of general 
sessions in the Criminal Courts building 
to receive his sentence. Colonel Haire, 
Langerman’s counsel, moved for a new 
trial. District Attorney Fellows asked 
that the motion be denied. Denied it 
was, and then the recorder began, as 
everybody thought, to pass sentence upon 
Langerman, who stood trembling at the 
bar. 

The recorder, however, had not pro- 
ceeded far when it was evident that some- 
thing very sensational was about to be 
disclosed. The recorder began by giving 
Langerman a terrible excoriation, describ- 
ing him as & man of evil reputation. 
Suddenly the recorder said that after the 
verdict was found by the jury, he, himself, 
had made & personal investigation of the 
case, and then he made known the astound- 
ing fact that Barbara Aub had made a 
confession to him exonerating Langer- 
man and saying she had done him a great 
wrong. She admitted that her relations 
with him had been voluntary. 

Indictment Dismissed. 

The recorder made a very detailed ad- 
dress, occupying nearly an hour. He 
wound up by dismissing the indictment 
against Langerman, but committed him 
to the house of detention as a witness, 
presumably in any proceedings that may 
be taken against Miss Aub. 

Immediately after Langerman had been 
committed, Miss Aub was brought into 
court and arraigned before the recorder on 
acharge of perjury. The recorder told 
Miss Aub he was sorry for her, but that 
she had done more harm to justice in 
genera! than she had to Langerman per- 
sonally. 

“In days coming,” he said, “when men 
are convicted on apparently good evidence, 
lawyers will point to the Aub case as a 
precedent. The recorder then committed 
Miss Aub to the city prison,” 

Instead of being taken to the house of 
detention, Langerman was released, as 
friends appeared and qualified as his 
bondsmen. 

District Attorney Fellows refused posi- 
tively to allow Miss Aub’s confession to 
be seen. The recorder, in the afternoon, 
sent for the document and kept it in his 
own custody. It was stated that no one 
but the recorder, the district attorney afd 
one other man knew just what the con- 
fession contained, or what first prompted 
Barbara to make it. 

It is known that in one particular, at 
least, Barbara swore falsely during the 
trial. She testified while being cross-ex- 
amined by Attorney Hatre for the de- 
fense that she was not expelled from the 
convent at Flushing, L. I. Colonel Haire 
tried hard to get her to admit that she 
had been caught stealing from her school- 
mates, and had been expelled for that rea- 
son. She denied this, saying that she had 
been accused of stealing, but that she had 
been exonerated. 

No one in the district attorney’s office 
will talk of the case, but there is a belief 
that the extremely influential and wealthy 
friends and relatives of Langerman have 
exerted themselve to secure the confession 
made by Barbara, and that the recorder is 
having the whole matter most thoroughly 
investigated. 

Equivalent to Dismissal. 

BERLIN, Dec. 8.—Baron von Koeller, 
Prussian minister of the interior, has 
been granted an indefinite leave of ab- 
sence, and will undoubtedly be dismissed. 
Herr Trott Zusolz, councillor of state 
and framer of last year’s anti-revolution- 
ary bill, which failed to pass the reich- 
stag, in spite of strenuous efforts in its 
behalf by the government, is designated 
as his successor. Emperor William js said 
to have been displeased with Von Koeller’s 
recent maladroit prosecutions of Socialists 
for lese majeste This action toward 
Baron von Koeller gives confirmation to 
rumors of a cabinet crisis, which have

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Admiral Sel- 
fridge has notifled the navy department 
of the refusal of the porte to permit one 
ofthe United States cruisers to enter the 
Bosphorus. Such permits have been is- 
sued in rare instances in the past, when 
affairs in Turkey were quiet, but the 
powers party to the treaty of Berlin alone 
enjoy the right of entrance to these 
waters, and they are limited to one ship 
each.

A Bare Majority of the Gity 
Council So Decides. 


Into the Big Water System We Go 
on City Solicitor’s Opinion. 


The Water Commissioners Also Re- 
: port on Extensions. 


The most important meeting of the City 
Council of Quincy was held Monday even- 
ing, when it was voted by a bare majority 
(12 of the 23 members) to enter the Metro- 
politan Water system. It was decided on 
an unlooked for opinion of City Solicitor, 
overruling the President, to the effect that 
& majority rather than two- thirds was all 
that was necessary. The basis of the 
opinion is given in the report which 
follows. There were also other water 
matters and city business of interest. 

The only absentees were Councilman 
Lamb and Rinn. 

Water Extensions. 


By request the board of Water Com- 
missioners reported on the balance for ex- 
tension of mains, applications for water, 
ete. They said: 

“The amount of money on hand for the 
extension of water mains and erection of a 
stand pipe on Forbes’ hill, Wollaston, is 
$16,148.26. Pending the question of enter- 
ing the Metropolitan water supply system 
your board has deemed it unwise to erect 
a stand pipe on Forbes’ nill, for which, 
including the approaches, $20,000 of the 
appropriation was asked. Your board 
purchased about $3000 worth of pipe for 
approaches and other material necessary 
to lay the same, the balance of the appro- 
priation has been reserved for the erection 
of the stand pipe and laying the pipe for 
the approaches, when it becomes wise and 
expedient so to do.”’ 

Accompanying the report was a summary 
of extensions asked with number of feet 
and size necessary, the cost, and the esti- 
mated income.

Minor Matters. 

The election officers appointed to fill 
vacancies were confirmed. 

One application for a license was received. 

A petition from Squantum for a light 
was referred the executive department. 

One application for State aid was granted. 

The Committee on Police reported ref- 
erence to the executive department with 
their endorsement, the petition from 
Squantum for night police. Accepted. 

Voted that when the Council adjourn 
it be to Tuesday evening, Dec. 10. 

The committee on elections was instructed 
to meet Tuesday evening, Dec. 4, to re- 
ceive the election returns. 

Councilman Johnson asked for the re- 
port of the Committee on Public Grounds 
onthe petition for a public landing in 
Ward Two. The committee had done 
nothing. They were requested to report 
at the next meeting. 

The several orders in the calendar for 
transfers of appropriations were advanced 
a stage. 

Brook Street Hearing. 

A8 o'clock a public hearing was held on 
the extension of Brook street at Wollaston 
under the railroad. 

George F. Pinkbam appeared in favor of 
the order. He explained the situatioa of 
the street and said that the extension under 
tbe tracks would avoid the Beale street bill, 
and make it easier for heavy teaming. 
There was now only one passage from 
Adaws street to Squantum street and this

extension would make another, As the 
railroad was making some changes near the 
depot, now was the time to extend this 
street, 

The hearing then closed and the order 
was recommitted to the Committee on 
Streets, 

An Amendment. 

Councilman Sprague moved to refer 
back to orders and then offered an order 
changing the ordinance relating to the pay 
of district engineers so as to read $100 
each per year. To joint Committee of 
Finance and Ordinances, 

President Overruled. 


Councilman Bryant asked if the City 
Solicitor had prepared his opinion on the 
question as to whether a majority or two- 
thirds vote was necessary to pass the water 
resolution. 

City Solicitor Blackmur said he had his 
opinion ready but it was not all in writing, 
he would give it if requested but wanted 
aD Opportunity to rewrite it before it was 
placed on file. 

It was the request of the Council that 
the opinion be given, and it was in sab- 
stance as follows: 

In the act providing for the Metropolitan 
Water Supply he found no direct provisions 
as to how cities and towns should avail 
themselves of that privilege except as pro- 
vided for in section 23. It is contended as 
the resolution entails an expenditure of 
money a two-thirds’ yote was necessary. 
He then quoted at length from the statutes 
and Metropolitan Water Act. He had 
conferred with City Solicitor Bailey and 
others of Boston upon the questions which 
he summed up as follows: 

The steps which the acts require is an 
application by thecity. The fixing by the 
board of the sum which the city must 
pay, and then the payment. Ifthe money 
is paid out of the receipts of water sold or 
the deficit raised by taxation and put in 
the annual budget, it would require only 
a majority under the rule laid down in 
Smith against Dedham. But later if the 
assessment is paid by borrowing the 
money, that method of payment must be 
by a two-thirds’ vote of the Council. ° 

Councilman Rice moved to take the reso- 
lution from the table. Voted. 

Councilman Geary did not feel like going 
on record on that resolution at this meeting 
and thought it shoul! go back to a joint 
committee. 

Councilman Phillips said if there was 
ever a question that ought to be referred to 
the people, this was the question. 

Councilman Pinkham thought Council 
should not be afraid to pass the order after 
the opinion of the City Solicitor. 

Councilman Geary moved the resolutions 
be referred to the joint Committee of 
Finance and Water Supply. 

Councilman Rice hoped motion would 
not prevail as nothing would be gained. 

The motion was lost by a vote of 14 to 7. 

Councilman Bigelow was ready to vote 
against the resolution with both hands, It 
was establishing a precedent which Council 
would rue before they got through with it. 

Councilman Johnson was ready to vote. 
If a majority could pass an order entailing 
an expenditure of money, the Council was 
placing itself in a dangerous place. 

The chair said under the opinion of the 
City Solicitor he should rule a majority 
yote only was necessary, to pass the order. 

The order was then passed to be ordained 
by the following vote:

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STONE INDUSTRY 


Valuable Information Compiled 
By the Government. 


The Use of Granite fir Building 
Purposes and Street Work, 


A Short Extract Today But a 


Longer One Tomorrow. 


The LEDGER continues today the report 
of the government on “Stone Industry.” 
It is valuable information which should be 
in the possession of Quincy manufacturers 
and granite workers: 

Granite for Building I urposes. 


By reference to the table giving the out- 
put of granite according to purposes, it will 
be seen that more stone was used for buila- 
ing than for any other purpose. A great 
amount of labor by the stonecutter is nec- 
essary to fit it for its destined place, but 
much of this work consisis in merely squar- 
ing up or subdividing the large blocks as 
hauled from the quarry opening. Much 
more work is needed on the stone to be 
used for fronts, trimmings, and certain por- 
tions-of superstructures, while for special 
parts, such as polished columns and ornate 
keystones and capitals, the greatest skill 
and longest timeare required. The general 
process of finer finish will, however, be 
mentioned further on in connection with 
cemetery, monumental, and decorative 
purposes, although all stone designed for 
superstructures, whether rough or fitely 
wrought, has been tabulated under the 
heading ‘* Building purposes.”’ 

Granite for Street Work. 

Experience has demonstrated that the 
best and most enduring streets for heavy 
traffic in large cities are those paved with 
stone blocks of proper material and size 
laid upon a specially prepared bed. The 
very hard and tough rocks frequently used, 
though capable of withstanding a maxi- 
mum amount of wear, soon become smooth 
and glazed under traffic, and are therefore 
inferior to a stone which, wearing roughly, 
affords a better foothold for horses. Many 
of the granite rocks possess the right de- 
gree of hardness and brittleness, and are 
‘argely used for this purpose. This in- 
dustry bas increased largely since 1880, the 
number of granite blocks made in 1889 in 
the various States aggregating nearly 
62,000,000.

A NEW SOUTH CITY. 


PEOPLE AND ENTERPRISES OF MOD- 
ERN CHATTANOOGA. 


Scientific Faith of General John T. Wilder, 
Vast Material For Romance—Veterans 
of the Blue and the Gray—Scenery and 
Climate. 


{Special Correspondence. } 

Cuatranooca, Noy. 25.—Of all the 
many red blooded enthusiasts who bank- 
ed on this place at the close of the war 
and by the eye of scientific faith saw in 
the Oumberland plateau the future 
‘black country’’ of North America, the 
most enthusiastic probably and the most 
optimistic certainly was and is General 
John T. Wilder. He was long known 
as the father of modern Chattanooga, 
but the city now claims to have had 
several fathers, In Indiana they honor 
him as the first colonel and organizer of 
their gallant Seventeenth infantry, and 
to the nation at large he is known as 
the commander of the famous Wilder 
brigade of mounted infantry, and in 
that capacity he first took his stand be- 
fore this city one Sunday in August, 
1863. Thecitizens point out with a sort 
of pride the hill on the north side of the 


GENERAL JOHN T. WILDER. 
Tennessee where he planted a cannon 
and directed the aiming of the first Fed- 


eral shot at Chattanooga. He has since 
told me that at the first sight of this 
mountain walled plateau he felt it in 
his bones that here was to bea great 
manufacturing city. Here he located as 
soon as the war closed, and here he has 
made and lost I know not how many 
fortunes. 
Business Enterprises, 

He has always been too much of an 
optimist to realize on his remarkably 
good foresight and business capacity. 
In the army he was always feeling that 
‘“‘we are on the eve of some great vic- 
tories,’’ and when iron is up it is al- 
most impossible to convince him that it 
is liable to soon go down. One year he 
cleared $187,000. He promptly extend- 
ed his business to correspond, and oth- 
ers reaped the benefit of his labors. He 
established the first coke furnace in the 
south. He has explored all the hills, 
valleys and plateaus of east Tennessee 
and gotten up some of the best geologic- 
al and orographical maps I ever saw. 
He has founded towns, promoted rail- 
roads, opened mines and built hotels, 
but other men now own most of them. 
He built the big hotel on top of Roane 
mountain, N. C., the highest hotel, J 
think, east of the Rocky mountains. He 
founded Chickamauga, a town at the 
extreme south end of the battlefield at 
Coffee Springs, and then built exten 
sively at CUarnegie, but after all has 
been compeiled to start anew, and some 
folks say at bedrock, at Johnson City, 
northeast of Knoxville. He engineered 
the railway up Lookout mountain and 
opened the great coal mine there, and 
his latest project is for the erection of 
an altogether unique monument, 150 
feet in height, to commemorate the part 
his brigade took in the battle of Chicka- 
manga. 

I celebrate him at this length not as 
& man, but as a typeof the brilliant 
band which located here in 1865, deter- 
mined to make a greatcity. It was'then, 
except that it had not been burned like 
Atlanta, pretty near the worst looking 
place in the south, with perhaps 8,000 
fixed inhabitants. It now has 60,000, 
including those suburbs which are con- 
tinuous with the city proper. The lat- 
ter covers but four square miles. Fora 
few years it was singularly unhealthful 
in spite of its high location. The army 
left the streets in quagmires; water 
stood in stagnant ponds in many places, 
and hundreds of tons of waste matter 
lay and rotted where the war leftit. The 
death rate, it is now claimed, is the 
least of any city in the country. It has 
gradually become a place of fashionable 
resort. Missionary ridge is dotted with | 
handsome suburban residences, several | 
of them occupied by men who took part 
in the battle there. One can ride to the 
top of Lookout mountain with as little 
inconvenience as across Washington city 
and almost as cheaply, and thousands 
of visitors to the exposition at Atlanta 
have taken this trip.

A Veteran Editor, 
A jolly veteran indeed among the en- 
thusiasts is Colonel J. E. Macowan, 
chief editorial writer on the Chattanoo- 
ga Times, who, in his own language, 
“came into the valley with Burnside 
and bas never been able to get away.”’ 
He began his military career as captain 
in the One Hundred and Eleventh Ohio 
infantry, and there seemed to be luck 
in that very odd number, as he came 
out a brevet brigadier, is fairly prosper- 
ous, &@ leader of thought and lives in 
great comfort on Missionary ridge. The 
Times is independent Democratic and 
almost fanatically devoted to the gold 
standard, but politics as between editors 
is not so hot and polemical here as far- 
ther north.

In 1864 the regiment in 
which I served a short time “‘held the 
fort’’ on the big red hill rising from the 
Tennessee at Bridgeport, a few miles 
west of here, and a dismally barren 
place we thought it. Now most of the 
ground is owned by a Federal veteran, 
and from that hill one can see the 
smoke of several iron furnaces. In fact, 
the Tennessee valley all the way across 
Alabama is, I am told, completely trans- 
formed in population since the war. 
All who followed, by reading the pa- 
pers, the movements of the Army of the 
Cumberland remember what a treacher- 
ous and disappointing river the Tennes- 
see was. Our fellows swept southward 
from Paducah to Corinth and then east- 
ward to Huntsville, and just when the 
public expected them to move on Chat- 
tanooga the river fell, and they made a 
race with Bragg overland for Lonuis- 
ville. The Muscle shoals were in the 
way, and every Federal] who studied the 
situation deplored the neglect of the 
needed improvement by the govern-

ment. It has since expended over $3,- 

000,000 on the great canal, and now 

navigation is secure from Chattanooga 

to the Ohio. Above the city are 500 

miles of river and tributaries navigable | 
only io the winter and spring for ordi- | 
nary boats. So Chattanooga complacent- 

ly considers herself ‘‘as good asa ae 
port.’’ Of course the geological forma- 

tion pays no attention to the course of 

the river. The great axes maintain} 
their uniform southwest course while | 
the stream wriggles its way through | 
them at the weakest points, the result | 
being some inspiring scenery and many 
of the grandest rock exposures in the 
world. 

It was at Bridgeport that I first felt 
the enthusiasm of the amateur geologist. 
Near there I could stand on acommand- 
ing point, and looking across the Ten- 
nessee could see on the south side a vast 
titanic arch of that Niagara limestone 
which maintains a nearly continuous | 
upheaval from the Ohio far into Alaba- 
ma. It was as if a mountain consisting | 
of one great and regular fold like an in- | 
verted U had been split to the base and 
the northern part removed to give the 
student a complete view of nature’s 
methods. The arch seen at that distance 
seems almost ag regular as masonry, 
and I could gaze upon it for hours with 
a pleasure allthe greater for my igno- 
rance at that time. 

The annual floods of I know not how 
many million years have covered all| 
the lower part of the great valley with 
alluvion. There are no stones to speak | 
of on the surface, and one arriving at 
the edge of the valley finds the steep | 
and rocky mountain rising abruptly from | 
a level field of almost inexhaustible fer- 
tility. There is no gradual change from 
low valley to mountain pasture as in | 
New York, and the corn row often ter- | 
minates at a wall of rock. The residents | 
claim that this formation gives them | 
complete immunity from tornadoes, sud- | 
den changes of temperature, severe 
storms and several other ills, and while 
the site of Chattanooga is not quite 700 | 
feet above sea level they claim for it the | 
equable average of a mountain valein a | 


latitude of warmth. They alzo have} 


much to say about the run of mountains 
and vaUeys bringing everything down | 
hill and to a center at this place, but of | 
all this I know nothing by experience.

FEARS OF SLAUGHTER, 


Missionaries In Shenshi Province Un- 
heard From Since August, 


Massacres at the Capital by 
Chinese Rebels. 


it May Mean a General Onslaught Upon Chris- 
tians In China. 


Boston, Dec. 8.—A dispatch from Lon- 
don states that great excitement is felt for 
the safety of the Baptist missionaries in 
the province of Shenshi, China. 

No news of them has been received since 
August. The latest report from them 
stated that the Mohammedan rebels had 
captured the city of Si-Ngan, the capital 
of the province, and murdered large num- 
bers of men, women and children. 

The city of Sig-Ngan is the capital of the 
northwest of China, and is next to Pekin 
in size, population and importance. It 
surpasses that city in historical interest, 
and records, and in the long centuries of 
its existence has upheld its earlier name 
of Chang-an or “‘Continuous Peace.” 

The population presents a heterogeneous 
sprinkling of Thibetans, Mongols and Tar- 
tars, of whom many thousand Moslems 
still are spared because they were loyal. 
Si-Ngan has been taken and retaken, re- 
built and destroyed since its establish- 
ment inthe 12th century, B. C., but posi- 
tion has always assured for it the control 
of trade between the central ani western 
provinces and central Asia, 

The principal record of the Nestorian 
mission work in China, the famous tablet 
of A. D. 71, still remains in the yard of 
a temple. Some miles to the northwest 
is the temple Tafu-sz’, containing a nota- 
ble colossus of Buddha, the largest in 
China, said to have been cut by one of 
ofthe emperors of the Tang dynasty. in 
the ninth century. 

This statue isin a cave hewn out of the 
sandstone rock, being cut out of the same 
material and left in the construction of 
the grotto. Its height is 56 feet; the pro- 
portions of limbs and body of the sitting 
figure are, on the whole, good, the Buddha 
being represented with right hand up- 
raised in blessing, and the figure, as well 
as garments, richly covered with color and 
gilt. 

Before the god stand two smaller colossi 
of the Schang-hoa, Buddha's favorite dis- 
ciples; their inferior art and workman- 
ship, however, testify to a later origin. 

The cave is lighted from above, after 
the manner of the Pantheon, by a single 
round opening in the vaulting. Sixty feet 
over the rock temple rises a tile roofing, 
and upon the hillside without the cavern 
area number of minor temples and stat- 
ues. = 
A Possible Uprising. 

The reported massacre at Si-Ngan, 
China, has caused eonsiderable excitement 
in missionary circles in Boston, from the 
standpoint of a general uprising of the 
Mohammedans against the Christians. 

A letter was received yesterday by Rev. 
Dr. Judson Smith, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Board of Foreign Missions, from one 
of their leading missionaries in China, in 
which he refers to the Shensi district with 
almost prophetic fear. 

After recalling the massacre of a few 
years back, Dr. Smith’s correspondent 
calls attention to the large Mohammedan 
population and the possibility of an up- 
rising against the Christians. 

Shensi has an area of 67,000 square miles 
and a population of 10,000,000, divided into 
seven prefectures. 


Manicipal Elections. 

Woonsocket, R. I., Des. 8.—George W. 
Greene (Dem.) was elected mayor of the 
city by a majority of seven votes over 
George Batchelder (Rep.). He received 
1484 yotes to Batchelder’s 1427. Last year 
Pothier was elected by 290 plurality. This 
turn-over is attributed to the dividing of 
the French yote, which last year was 
nearly solid for Pothier. Four of the five 
wards in the city council are Republican. 
The official count may change the result. 

WILLIMANTIC, Conn., Dec. 8.—Herbert 
B. Chappel ep.) was elected mayor, de- 
feating John L. Hunter (Dem.) by 26 
votes. The Republicans elected a coun- 
cilman-at-large, clerk, treasurer and one 
alderman. The Democrats elected the 
sheriff and an alderman. 

PuTNaAM, Conn., Dec. 8.—L. E. Smith, 
D., was elected mayor of this city by 23 
majority, overturning a Republican ma- 
jority of 175 in other offices. Mr. Smith 
is the first mayor of Putnam, 


The $150,000 Not Handed In. 


Boston, Dec, 3,—If the Massachusetts 

hip Canal corporation fails to deposit 
$150,000 with the treasurer of the common- 
wealth by tomorrow night, the act passed 
by the last general court incorporating 
that company and giving authority for 
the construction of a canal across Cape 
Cod will be null and void. There are no 
signs of that $150,000 around the treasur- 
er’s department, and there is no very great 
expectation that it will be deposited with 
the treasurer. Already there are five pe- 
titions in the office of the secretary of. 
state, addressed to the next general court, 
for legislation giving petitioners authority 
to construct a canal across Cape Cod. 


Confessed His Guilt. 

Boston, Dec. 8.—Henry J. Files, a letter 
carries at the Back Bay postal station, 
was arrested yesterday on the charge of 
stealing letters while in transit through 
the mails. Files has been connected with 
the Brookline office for many years, and 
with the Back Bay station for the last 
three years. When searched, immediately 
after his arrest, one of two test letters 
was found in his pocket. These letters 
had been placed in the early morning 
mail for the purpose of testing his honesty. 
Since his arrest he has broken down and 
confessed higguilt. 


A. P. A.’s Out In Force. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Dec. 8.—The A. P. 
A. element took possession of this city last 
night and finished the Republican cam- 
paign with a parade and patriotic meeting 
in city hall. Fully 500 members were in 
line, headed by a band and the American 
flag. In the procession were a number of 
“Little Red Schoolhouses,” and each per- 
son had a miniature American flag in his 
buttonhole. The paraders were guarded 
by a heavy detail of police, who were 
strung along each side of the line, but at 
no time did the 7000 spectators make any 
disturbance. 


Monument Proposed. 

Boston, Dec. 8.—The colored people of 
this city held a meeting in memory of 
John Brown last night. A crayon por- 
trait of the hero of Harper's Ferry was 
unveiled, after which remarks were made 


by George T. Downing, Edward B. Brown, 
Rev. W. H. Scott and others. The cere- 
mony of unveiling the picture consisted 
of prayer and singing by s crowd of 
colored girls and boys. The colored 
people of Boston will co-operate with 
their Providence brethren in taking steps 
toward erecting a monument to wo. 


Failed to Work. 

Boston, Dec. 8.—Under the guise of as- 
sisting the Carney hospital, an attempt 
was made in the board of aldermen yes- 
terday to put the members on record as 
granting a license for a sparring match. 
Several of the members said they were 
willing to subscribe their share of the 
amount that might be raised by sueh an 
exhibition, providing the other members 
would do likewise, but they refused to 
vote for a permit. When the vote was 
taken it stood 6 to 6, and was conse- 
quently defeated. 

Which Town Gets It? 

AMESBURY, Mass., Dec. 8.—A dispatch 
from Paris announces the death of Mrs. 
William Hilton. Mr. Hilton died in 1884, 
bequeathing $60,000, or the interest on 
$600,000, to the poor of Salisbury, now part 
of Amesbury, upon the death of his wife. 
A knotty law point has now arisen as to 
which town shall receive the money— 
Amesbury, which now includes old Salis- 
bury, or the present town of Salisbury, 
formerly known as East Salisbury. 


To Be Watched. 

Boston, Dec. 8.—It is reported that 
Rey. Frank H. Smith, who is now await- 
ing the arrival of papers committing 
him to the Asylum for the Insane at 
Washington, is growing worse instead of 
better, and that his health is failing. He 
is now in such a condition that he has to 
be watched constantly, and he imagines 
that direful things are about to happen. 


Charged With Manslaughter 
Boston, Dec. 8.—Jeremiah J. Reardon 
of this city, 28 years old, was arrested yes- 
terday afternoon, charged with being a 
fugitive from justice, being wanted at 
Portland, Me., so it is alleged, on a war- 
rant charging him with manslaughter. 
Reardon is alleged to have killed John H. 
Doyle in a barroom fight in that city. The 

affair took place on Sept. 17 last. 


Harsh Words. 

BosTon, Dec. 3.—John G. Woolley spoke 
in Wesleyan hall yesterday to an audience 
of about 300 persons, and he told them 
that this country is “a drunkard.” Then 
he went on to say that the United States 
can never be saved until the liquor curse 
has been taken care of. 


Diphtheria In Providence, 

PROVIDENCE, Dec. 8.—Twenty cases of 
diphtheria have been discovered in this 
city, and fhe board of health has started 
an investigation to determine why these 
cases had not been reported. It is feared 
that there are more cases of the infection 
than anticipated. 


Many Unfortunates. 

Boston, Dec. 3.—The annual report of 
the Massachusetts School for the Feeble 
Minded for the first year shows that there 
are now 423 inmates. The current ex- 
penses amounted to $70,012.87, or $3.15 for 
each person. 

Against Lynching. 

Newport, R. 1, Dec. 8.—Lengthy reso- 
lutions denouncing lynching in the south 
were adopted at & mass meeting held in 
this city last night under the suspices of 
the colored people of Rhode Island, 


Six More Cases. 
JouHNsTON, R. L, Dec. 8—Six more 
cases of diphtheria were added to yester- 
day’s report on the epidemic. 


The Latest From Cuba. 

HABANA, Noy. 25.—The report which 
was cabled to the United States, to the 
effect that the insurgent leader Rego had 
surrendered with 250 followers at Cifu- 
entes has been proved false by subsequent 
events. Since Noy. 8 ithas been known 
that Rego had made a proposal of surren- 
der, which had been submitted to Captain 
General Campos through two intermedi- 
aries, who had accepted the offer. This 
information came through an employe in 
the foreign office, with permission to wire 
the information as being already an ac- 
complished fact. 


Virginia Library Opened. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—Today witnegsed the 
opening of the ‘Virginia library” of the 
McCormick Theological seminary, There 
was an address of presentation of Mrs. 
Nettie F. McCormick, the giver, by C. H. 
McCormick; the address of acceptance by 
Judge Dent for the board of directors, and 
short addresses by distinguished men of 
the Presbyterian denomination.

The note is much smaller in every way 
than the genuine,

RUSSIA WITHDRAWS. 


Will Not Press Claim For Second Guardship in 
Dardanelles. 

LonDoN, Dec. 8. — The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Daily News says that the 
German ironclad Hagen has been ordered 
to Turkish waters, 

The Chronicle says that the British con- 
sul at Moosh reports to the foreign office 
that the relief work at Sassoun is ata 
standstill; that the country is in a dis- 
turbed condition, and that caravans are 
not able to leave Moosh for Sassoun. 

The Times@rints 8 dispatch from Con- 
stantinople which says that in response to 
the sultan’s personal appeal the czar has 
waived Russia's claim for the passage of 
a@ second guardship through the Dar- 
danelles. 


Tit For Tat 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 8.—It is apprehended 
here that the withdrawal by the Canadian 
authorities of the right exercised by 
American fishermen for seven years past 
of buying bait and supplies in Canadian 
waters may lead to reprisals at. the hands 
of congress, for it has been contended all 
along that the privilege enjoyed by Cana- 
dian railroads of carrying goods in bond 
through the United States was more than 
a sufficient off-set to the favors extended 
to American fishermen by Canada. The 
action of the Canadian government just 
taken has not yet been officially reported 
to the state department, but it is regarded 
here as an indication of the Canadians’ 
purpose to emphasize the necessity for re- 
newal of negotiations looking to a new 
fisheries treaty. 


Beat Schedule Time. 


New YORK, Dec. 8.—The first military 
bicycle expedition conducted exclusively 
by military riders was successfully con- 
cluded yesterday. There were 10 relays of 
two men each, and the last two riders dis- 
mounted at the barge office at 4:48 a, m., 
12 minutes ahead of their scheduled time. 
Lieutenant Libbey was the bearer of a 
special message from General Nelson A. 
Miles, at Washington, to General Thomas 
H. Ruger, on Governor's island. Lieuten- 
ant Libbey and Private Pitkin rode all 
the way from Washington, starting earlier 
than the others, and arrived at New 
Brunswick in time to rest before starting 
on the last relay. 


Cramps Are Left Out. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.— While the 
Cramps, with their offer to build three 
battleships within the government's allow- 
ance for two, furnished an element of 
novelty at the opening of the bids on the 
Kearsarge and her mate, little doubt is 
felt that the Newport News company will 
take one contract. The other may go to 
the Union iron works of San Francisco, 
which underbid the Philadelphia firm on 
the navy department’s plans. Thus the 
famous builders of many vessels of our 
new navy are for the first time left be- 
hind in the competition for building war- 
ships of upward of 7000 tons displacement, 


Reichstag Opens. 

BERLIN, Dec. 3.—The reichstag convened 
today. One of the most important meas- 
ures to be discussed by the new reichstag 
is the new civil code, which the kaiser 
wishes to see passed at an early date. The 
general concensus of opinion is that the 
session will be quiet and uneventful. The 
budget, revision of the workingmen’s in- 
surance laws, a bourse reform bill anda 
revision of the commercial laws constitute 
the part of the program of the ministers 
which is known to the public. 


About Settled. 


New York, Dec. 8.—The housesmiths’ 
strike is practically settled at last. Some 
details yet remain to be decided on, but 
the men and their employers have found a 
common basis on which an agreement is 
possible. This was accomplished at the 
conference between President Cornell and 
acommittee of the Housesmiths’ union 
yesterday afternoon. The delegates re- 
fused, at Mr. Cornell’s request, to go into 
details until everything is definitely 
agreed upon. 

Might Have Been Half Way Out. 

San FRANCISCO, Dec. 8. — John W. 
Flood, defaulting cashier of the Donahue- 
Keller bank, has given up the fight and 
will serve his sentence of seven years in 
prison. His appeal for a new trial has 
been withdrawn from the supreme court. 
Flood misappropriated $160,000 of the 
funds of the bank. He has been fighting 
for his freedom for four years, 


Professor Smith’s Sad Mishap. 

CLEVELAND, Dec. 8.—Professor T. M. 
Smith of the Case school of applied 
science was fatally injured while con- 
ducting one of his chemistry classes 
through the River blast furnace. He was

STONE INDUSTRY 


Valuable Information Compiled 
By the Government. 


The Use of Granite fir Building 
Purposes and Street Work, 


Paving Blocks and Slabs and the 
Tools Used, 


The LEDGER continues today the report 
of the government on ‘“‘Stone Industry.” 
[t is valuable information which should be 
in the possession of Quincy manufacturers 
and granite workers: 

Streets paved with the large-sized block 
used at first were found to be more difficult 
to keep in repair, worse for horses, and 
rougher on vehicles than pavements made 
of the smaller blocks now in general use. 
There is no uniform standard of size, as 
specifications of the various cities call for 
different sizes, but the variations are not 
great and blocks 34 to 43 inches wide, 6 to 
7 inches deep, and 8 to 12 inches long are 
generally preferred. In New York City 
Brooklyn, and Philadelphia blocks a trifle 
longer are more commonly used, while in 
many of the western and southern cities 
the length does not exceed 10 inches. New 
Orleans, owing to the peculiar nature of its 
streets, takes blocks much larger. 

The manufacture of paving blocks, 
though an important adjunct of the granite 
business, varies nevertheless for obvious 
reasons in many of its details from the or- 
dinary methods of granite cutting. The 
high skill and fine workmanship of the 
stone mason are not needed, but a quick- 
ness in seeing and taking advantage of the 
directions of cleavage, as well as a deftness 
in handling the necessary tools, is requisite. 

Specifications call for blocks so quarried 
or dressed as to present substantially rectan- 
gular faces with practically straight edges. 
The corresponding dimensions of opposite 
faces must not vary more than onc-half 
inch, and the surface must be free from 
bunches, depressiops, and inequalities ex- 
ceeding one-half inch.

When the block maker quarries 
his Own stock it is called ‘motion work,” 
and the same process is used asin quarry- 
ing stone for other purposes, except that, 
as large blocks are not required, most of 
it can be done with plug and feather, 
Slabs, having been split out in the usual 
manner to sizes that may be easily turned 
over and handled by one man, are subdi- 
vided into pieces corresponding approxi- 
mately to the dimensions of the required 
blocks. This is done by striking repeated 
blows upon the rock along the line of the 
desired break with heavy knapping and 
opening hammers. When a break is to be 
made crosswise the grain, it is frequently 
necessary to chisel a light groove across 
one face, and commonly across the adjacent 
sides, to guide the fracture produced by 
striking on the opposite surface with the 
opening hammer, Good splits can, how- 
ever, be made along either the rift or grain 
by the skillful use of the opening hammer 
alone. Blocks broken out in the manner 
described are trimmed and finished with 
the reel, which isa hand hammer having 
along, flat, steel head attached toa short 
handle, Block breakers become very ex- 
pert in the use of this instrument, and, 
without making any measurements, turn 
out in a surprisingly short time a large 
number of blocks. In Maine, which is far 
ahead of any other State in the number of 
blocks made, the entire prodact of many 
quarries is used for this exclusive purpose.

SUPPORT OF CONGRESS 


Will Be Given the President In Deal- 
ing With Turkish Affairs, 


Reed Going Slow on Com- 
mittee Appointments. 


Congressional Sentiment on Financial Issues 
Raised by the President. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 5. — The senate 
worked yesterday while the house enjoyed 
& recess, but most of the 
acted was of a routine character. 

Mr. Hoar showed the disposition toward 
co-operation with the president in dealing 
with the Turkish question by offering a 
resolution denouncing the atrocities in 
Turkey, and assuring the executive branch 
of the cordial endorsement by congress of 
a@ vigorous course for the protection of 
American citizens in Turkey and the sup- 
pression of the barbarities against Chris- 
tianity. 

Mr. Hoar did not ask immediate action 
on the resolution, but he secured the 
adoption of another resolution requesting 
the president to submit to the senate all 
correspondence relating to Turkey. The 
resolution makes specific inquiry as to 
what American consuls are absent from 
their posts by reason of the disorder pre- 
vailing. 

The first formal speech of the session 
was made by Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) on 
Cuba and the Monroe doctrine. It was 
read from manuscript and was lacking in 
the spirit expected in the treatment of 
these questions. Mr. Allen urged the 
recognition of the Cuban insurgents, the 
annexati@n of Cuba and a strong foreign 
policy. 

The influx of bills continued, several 
hundred being added to those already in- 
troduced.

Charles C. Jackson, a Boston banker, 
has been in Washington studying con- 
gressional sentiment upon the 
raised in the president’s message.

The LEDGER continues today the report 
of the goverument on “Stone Industry.”

Blocks are counted as they are thrown 
into the cart, which is usually needed to 
haul them to the shipping puint.

COLONELCOCKERILL VISITS THE MON- 
ARCH OF THE HERMIT KINGDOM. 


A Pitiable Ruler of Men— Pigeontoed, 
Thin, Bloodless, Clinging to General Dye, 
an American, For Support—General Choy, 

' Minister of War. 


This afternoon I went with Dr. Allen 
and the Russian minister, Mr. Waeber, 
to have audience with the distressed king 
of Korea, All was quiet enough about 
the palace. Korean troops were posted 
at all the gates and about the inclosures. 
Taken in hand by the gelatinous and 
ponderous minister of the household, 
we were led to the small and rather in- 
different pavilion now occupied by the 
king of Korea. Mounting a few steps and 
crossing a veranda, we entered a small 
room, and, turning to the left, we saw 
in the doorway of a still smaller apart- 
ment, decorated in simple Korean style, 
the poor king, standing, pigeontoed and 
pavidly, beside his flabby son, still 
known as the crown prince. 

The king is small in stature, thin and 
bloodless looking. The events of the last 
few days had added to his waxiness, 
and his nervousness was painful to be-

hold. .He clasped his hands agonizingly, 


and his smile was piteous as he received | 


us one by one. Turning to the Rev. H. 
G. Jones, who acted as interpreter, he 
inquired if he might not shake hands 
with us. One by one he shook each of 
us by the hand with considerable fervor 
and then placed the hand of each visitor 
into that of his grinning, imbecile son 
by his side. 

It should be noted that since this 
emente the new cabinet has been trying 
to get General Dye, the American who 
is organizing the Korean army, out of 
the palace. The king has clung to him, 
and though urged to remove or dismiss 
the general he has refused to do so. 
While we were standing before the king 
the new minister of war, General Choy, 
Was announced on urgent business. He 
was admitted. 

This cutthroat is understood to have 
been the chief conspirator in this mur- 
derous revolution. He is the man who 
falsely led the Korean troops to the pal- 
ace on the morning of the butchery. 
His face is brutal and his mien ignoble 
in the highest degree. He informed the 
king that he had come to request that 
General Dye-be directed to leave the 
palace and come to the war department, 
where he could be consulted. 

Dr. Allen at this point said that Gen- 
eral Dye had come to Korea under the 
auspices of the United States minister; 
that his appointment to the army as or- 
ganizer and instructor had been made 
by the king, and his contract with that 
personage attached him to the royal 
household. He would not permit him 
to quit the palace until he had commn- 
nicated with the authorities in Wash- 
ington. The stolidlike gunner wished to 
discuss the matter. He said that all he 
wanted was to employ General Dye at 
the war department, and that he was 
willing to increase his rank and emolu- 
ments, but Mr. Allen informed him 
that his answer was definite, and the 
question was not debatable, 

At this juncture General Dye, vener- 
able, white bearded, but soldierly in 
every aspect, 
stepped to the 
front and said 
that he was here 
to serve the king 
of Korea. He 
cared nothing for 
rank. As he now 
held the place of = 
vice minister of 
war there could 
be no elevation 
for him save the 
ministership, and 
that he did not 
covet. He would not quit the palace un- 
less the king chose to violate his con- 
tract and personally order him from the 
royal inclosure. General Dye spoke 
firmly and bravely. 

The fact is, General Dye is a terrible 
witness against the assassins and con- 
spirators who are now dominating the

government. The old usurper is anxious 


to be rid of him. If the general could 
be induced to give up his contract and 
retire from the country, he could have 
a large sum of money. If he can be 
taken outside the palace, he will proba- 
bly be made way with. He sleeps with 
his guards in a little room at the end of 
the royal library building, the finest 


piece of Korean architecture in the | 


country, and there he proposes to stick, 
loyal to the king and faithful to the 


end. The spectacle which this sturdy, 
grizzled soldier presents is somewhat 
sublime.—John A. Cockerill in New

THE PEOPLE’S PARTY. 


Secretary McParlin Thinks It Will Elect 
the Next President, 

Lawrence J. McParlin, secretary of 
the national executive committee of the 
People’s Party, said recently that the 
reports to the effect that the People’s 
Party national committee was going to 


resign are too silly and dishonest for any | 


reputable paper to print. ‘‘This fall,’’ 
he said, ‘‘we have increased our vote in 
every state except one, doubled it in one 
state and trebled it in another, and we 
are the only national party that has 
gained in all the states. We will go into 
the presidential contest united, and with 
us will be the silver men of the south 
and west, who have not heretofore acted 
with us. There will be a split in both 
the old party national conventions on 
the financial question. We will gain 
those in favor of silver. This will result 
in our party going to the people in favor 
of free coinage of silver at 16 to 1, while 
the gold monometallists will be divided 
into two parties, Democratic and Re- 
publican. The result will be the election 
of a president by the People’s Party or 
by the house of representatives. In ei- 
ther event the next president will be a 
silver man. The only thing necessary to 
unite all the silver forces is for the Peo- 
ple’s Party to drop the subtreasury plan 
for the Omaha platform. The party will 
demand that all the other planks re- 
main.”’ 


Ambherst’s Coming Expedition. 

The Amherst college eclipse expedi- 
tion to Japan in 1896 is now assured, 
and Professor David P. Todd, who will 
be at the head of the expedition, has 
been busy for some weeks perfecting the 
arrangements. This is the first scientific 
expedition to go ont distinctly under the 
j}name of Ambherst, although Professor 
Todd has previously directed five expe- 
ditions for astronomical research. 

The expedition will sail from San 
Francisco next spring on the schooner 
yacht Coronet, which will be in com- 
mand of Captain Arthtr C. James, New 
York Yacht club, a member of the class 
of 89. The yacht is now at New York, 
but will start early next month for its 
long trip round Cape Horn. Mrs. James 
and Mrs. Todd will accompany the expe- 
dition. Owing to the difficulties and 
dangers of sailing in the Arctic ocean, 
Professor Todd has decided to fix his 
post of observation on the island of 
Yesso, one of the largest northern is- 
lands of the Japanese empire.—New 
York Sun.

DEEPLY LAID PLOTS. 


Hayward Stopped at Nothing After 
Murdering Catharine Ging. 


Wanted a Detective to Kidnap 
His Brother Adry. 


Proposed to Dispose of Witness Stewart by 
Means of Murder. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 6.— The book of 
“missing links,” which has been prepared 
by Michael Quinlan, the detective em- 
ployed by the Haywards, was given to the 
printers yesterday afternoon. It is of re- 
markable interest, inasmuch as it repre- 
sents the closing act in the drama of Harry 
Hay ward's life. 

The whole book is virtually a confession 
of Hayward’s guilt. Quinlan, himself, 
evidently believes in it most thoroughly. 
Two chapters are devoted to a running ac- 
count of the crime and trial. The remain- 
ing chapters are devoted to the ‘‘links,” 
and are so designated. The most im- 
portant is that on which the confession is 
based, which appears in link five. In that 
chapter a visit to Hayward at the jail is 
detailed by the detective. Harry had been 
discussing with his detective a preposter- 
ous plan for getting Adry out of the way. 
The plan was an exceedingly ingenious 
and daring one. Quinlan said: 

“Well, Harry, your scheme is a great 
one, and well put up, but you must re- 
member that you only look at one side of 
it. You know there are two sides to 
everything. You remember how well 
your plot was laidin you last job onthe 
murder of Miss Ging, and you see how 
poorly you put up that job. You look 
only at one side of it.” , 

“Well,” replied Hayward, petulantly, 
‘“Wwhoin heaven's name would think that 
his own brother would go back on him? 
Had Adry stayed with me, I would never 
have cared what Blixt or Stewart would 
have said. They did not disprove my loan 
to Kit (Miss Ging) on the trial, and that 
alone would have carried out my theory.” 

“That,” says Quinlan, ‘‘was Hayward’s 
conversation.” 

On another occasion Hayward sald to 
Quinlan: “If Adry only told all the truth 
and the facts as they are, he would not 
help me any, but he would get hanged, 
just as I expect to be. We both deserve 
hanging for the crimes we have committed 
before this.” 

A third confession is narrated just at 


the close of tiie book, in a bit of unwrit- | 


ten history. It simply states at one time, 
while Adry was on the stand, Harry an- 
nounced to some of his friends that he 
was going to throw up the sponge and 
confess the whole thing. He was only de- 
terred from this by the earnest solicita- 
tion’ of those interested in the case, the 
appeal being placed solely 
“For His Mother's Sake.” 

Quinlan claims to have secured the first 
knowledge of the attempt to break jail 
through a question from Dr. Thadd i3 
Hayward, who came to his office aid 
wanted to know what he would charge to 
go away with a man and keep him under 
cover for one year. 

The detective describes the effrontery ex- 
hibited by Harry in requesting Quinlan to 
send to Chicago or St. Louis for a real live 
cutthroat, who knew his business and be 
ready for a consideration to enter Elder 
Stewart's house, blow chloroform through 
a quill into the elder’s bedroom, and when 
he was gone “‘off’’ to enter tne room, “re- 
move” him with @ rope around his neck, 
and then clean out the place. Harry was 
to put the thug “on’”’ so he could makea 
rich haul, and people would think the 
elder had been murdered for his money. 

The plan of kidnapping Adry had been 
already explained. Harry congratulated 
himself that with Adry and the elder 
“removed,” Assistant County Attorney 
Hall “could get no more lies out of them.” 

Two of the most important bits of evi- 


dence, the “T”’ rail and the soldered can | 


are touched upon, each being given a 
chapter. The connection of the former 


with Harry Hayward’s first plan to kill 
Miss Ging with it is shown in chapter 8— 
how Harry had planned it out by the 
lonely road and expected to do the job 


with it, but failed through his “coward | 


heart.” 

A good deal of space is devoted to Adry 
Hayward’s connection with the case. He 
says Adry 
burning the mill at Hamill, and partici- 
patedin the profits from the insurance. 
He also accused Adry of being the robber 
who held up Harry, Miss Ging and a com- 
panion one evening a year ago last sum- 
mer at Lake Calhoun. Harry, according 
to Quinlan, was in the scheme and held 
the head of the horse while his brother 


was trying to snatch diamonds from the | 


occupants of the carriage. 

The book exfses a good many of the 
double purposes of the actors in the drama, 
and shows clearly how deceived and 
mystified were Harry’s attorneys by their 
client’s actions.

ALL PREARRANGED. 
Another Story of the Massacres and Pillage 
at Kharpoot 


Lonpoy, Dec. 5.—The Daily News this 
morning prints a long account of the 
Kharpoot disorders. 

Itsays: There was a slight attack on 
Sunday, Noy. 10. On Monday the Kurds 
and Turks attacked Husenik and slaugh- 
tered many Christians. Soldiers from 
Kharpoot went out to meet them, and 
parleyed with the Turks before the attacks 
began. It was plain that everything was 
planned, for the soldiers, in pretended de- 
fense of the Armenians, only fired over 
the heads of the Kurds. 

The Christians were shot down every- 
where. The American missionaries have 
written to their friends in Constantinople 
that Dr. Barnum applied to the military 
commander for protection. Some soldiers 
were sent, but They left directly, except 
two, who demanded backsheesh for re- 
maining. 

“We entered the school building,” says 
the message from the American mission- 
ary, “and the Turkish officers summoned us 
out. We declined to come, and told them 
that we had no more confidence in them; 
that they could protect us there if their 
professions were sincere, otherwise we 
would die there. At last a Circassian 
named Mehmet Bey called the soldiers and 
helped us quench the fire. 

“We were stripped of everything except 
the clothes we wore. On Tuesday Mehmet 
told us that he could no longer protect us 
in the college building, but Dr. Barnum 
still declined to leave. The attack was re- 
newed, but in a milder form, and an order 
came from the government to stop the at- 
tack. 

“All the Christian villages in the Khar- 
poot district have been burned except 
Garmuni, and 400, persons are stillin re- 
fuge with the American missionaries.”

DIDN'T DO HIS DUTY, 


Letter Carrier Rawson Claims That 
He Was Pressed For Time, 


Nearly Twelve Bushels of 
Mail Matter Hidden. 


Sealed Envelopes, Newspapers and Circulars 
Kicked About Promiscuously. 


FALL River, Mass., Dec. 6.—James A. 
Rawson, a substitute letter carrier, was 
arrested yesterday afternoon on a charge 
of detaining United States mails. Raw- 
son’s offense was a strange one, and indi- 
cates one of two things: He was lazy, else 
he was crazy. Since last July he has, in- 
stead of delivering mail matter of the 
second and third class, been hiding it in a 
room used for a workshop, situated in the 
central engine house and directly over 
company M's drill hall, 

The room is used by the employes of 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm Cummings 
as a repair shop and storeroon.. The fire- 
men and others employed in the vicinity 
have, from time to time, noticed Rawson, 
with a mail bag slung over his shoulder, 
g° up stairs, but never for a moment sus- 
pected that there was anything criminal 
in his visits to the building. 

Wednesday afternoon, however, one of 
the workmen had occasion to look fora 
cross arm, and in stooping down to get 
at it 

Fished Out an Unsealed Envelope. 

As he pulled at the arm he fished out 
packages of ‘circulars, also in unsealed 
envelopes, and on looking further found 
@ package of delineators. 

He reported his discovery to Fireman 
Tabor, who notified Postmaster Sullivan. 
Assistant Postmaster Hoar and cne or 
two others went over to the workshop, 
which is up three long flights of stairs, in 
the fourth story, and picked up nearly 12 
bushels of mail matter. 

It consisted mostly of Canadian news- 
papers and ;: vertising circulars, some 
packages of pamphlets issued monthly, 
educational tracts and fashion books. 
There were about 10 sealed letters, nearly 
all from Canada. 

It was found that the addresses showed 
@ number of different routes, and suspicion 
fell on Rawson, the substitute, and the 
postmester called him into his office and 
questioned him. Rawson finally admit- 
ted his guilt, and 

Made a Full Confession. 

He said that he had not the time to 
cover his route, and was afraid if he was 
lage or unable todo his work within the 
time limit that he would be discharged. 
That was his explanation for his very 
strange conduct. He couldn’t deliver his 
matterineight hours. He said that no 
carrier was implicated with him. 

Postmaster Sullivan immediately sus- 
pended Hawson, and conferred with In- 
spector Boynton in Boston. A warrant 
was sworn out by Commissioner Fiske, 
and last evening Rawson was arrested. 

The culprit said he did not open any 
mail matter; neither did he destroy or 
steal any. He is about 23 years of age, 
and has been substituting since last 
April. 

Two postoffice inspectors have been in 
the city for a few weeks looking after the 
sarriers on the matter of overtime, loiter- 
ing, etc., but these men had ne connec- 
tion with the Rawson case. 

Women had been kicking about old 
and unsealed envelopes in the room men- 
tioned since last July, at which time Raw- 
son began to hide the mail matter. 

Much of the stuff is such that people to 
whom it was addressed would never 
think of asking for it, and this explains 
why the case has gone so long undetected. 

Detaining the United States mail is a 
criminal offense under the postal laws, 
punishable by a fine of $500 or one year's 
imprisonment. 


Amesbury Women Terrified. 

AMESBURY, Mass., Deo. 6.—Miss Annie 
Boothroyd, who was knocked down and in- 
jured by an unknown man on Powow 
street, Wednesday night, is in a critical 
condition. The affair has caused intense 
indignation here, as it is the fourth case 
of the kind that has occurred within a 
month. The object of the assauls was 
robbery, as the man attempted to snatch 
the young woman’s pocketbook. The 
women of Amesbury refuse to venture out 
alone after dark.

AT SULTAN’S COMMAND 


Moslems Would Gladly Inaugurate 
War Involving All Christendom, 


What May Happen if Humil- 
iated by the Powers. 


Latest News From Turkey of a Decidedly 
Disquieting Nature. 


Lonpon, Dec. 6.—The Sultan of Turkey 
is the recognized head of the Moslem 
world, except the Persians and the people 
of Morocco, who are dissenters and follow- 
ers of Ali, the son-in-law of Mohammed. 


— 


ABDUL HAMID If. 


High officials are the authority for the 
statement that Sultan Abdul Hamid has 
appealed to Queen Victoria, Emperor 
William, the Czar of Russia and other 
European sovereigns to spare him the 
mortification of having gunboats sent 
through the Dardanelles against his pro- 
test, and predicting that such an occur- 
rence would be followed not only by serious 
riots in Constantinople, but by a general 
uprising of Mohammedans all over the 
earth, who will revenge the insult tothe 
head of their religion by attacking Chris- 
tians wherever they find them. 

There is a wide difference of opinion as 
to the number of believers in Mohammed. 
Estimates vary all the way from 175,000,- 
000 to 400,000,000, There are 85,000,000 in 
China who are now in rebellion against 
the emperor, and are overrunpning the 
western provinces. In India there is a 
Mohammedan population exceeding 40,- 
000,000 more than in Turkey, where the 
total is 2z,000,000. There are 380,000,000 in 
the Malay peninsula, 15,000,000 in Central 
Asia, 18,000,000 in northern Africa, 11,000,- 
000 in Central Africa, 5,000,000 in Egypt, 
11,000,000 in Arabia and 8,000,000 or 4,000,- 
000 in Afghanistan. In southern Russia, 
in the Balkan peninsula and in Bulgaria 
the believers in this faith are very numer- 
ous, and there are Jarge colonies in south- 
eastern Austria. At least 60,000,000 Mo- 
hammedans are foind in British colonies 
alone. 

The sultan is recognized by all these 
people as a sacred person, the successor o 
Mohammed, just as the pope is recog- 
nized as the successor of St. Peter. They 
do not deny Christ, but consider hima 
Mohammedan prophet, aud give his pedi- 
gree in the Koran. The Moslem will 
swear by Christ or by Mohammed with 
equal readiness, but Mohammed is last 
and the greater of their prophets and the 
founder of their religion. 

In one of the mosques at Constantinople 
the-green mantle of the prophet is pre- 
served. Ifthatis taken out and a holy 
war proclaimed, the whole Islam popula- 
tion of the entire world, except Persiaand 
Morocco, would promptly respond, and 
the sultan is the only man who can issue 
such a proclamation. 

Decisive Action Imminent. 

The Times today prints a dispatch from 
Constantinople which says that the em- 
bassies have received instructions from 
their respective governments that the 
guardships question must be pushed 
home, and that it is impossible for the 
powers to retire from the positions which 
they have assumed. 

A Berlin dispatch to The Daily News 
affirms that Germany has been much more 
active in endeavoring to settle the Ar- 
menian difficulty and to maintain the 
unity of the powers than is generally be- 
lieved. ‘It was upon Germany’s advice,” 
gays the dispatch, “thatthe porte opened 


negotiations for the submission of i.e 
Zeitoun insurgents, which, however, 


proved fruitless.” 


Information comes from Naples that a 
squadron of five Italian men-of-war is 
anchored at Gaeta, and is under orders to 
be in readiness to proceed to Turkish 
waters. 

Mail advices from Jiddah, the seaport 
town of Mecca, dated Nov. 25, say that the 
Turkish authorities there have made sey- 
eral arrests among the chiefs of the Bed- 
ouins, witha view to force the tribes .o 
surrender those persons who made an as- 
sault upon the British consul and vice 
consul, the Russian acting consul andt a 
French consular secretary there on May 
8U last. The Bedouins, as a reprisal, are 
trying to capture several Europeans to 
hold as hostages. Itis feared that unless 
@ settlement is arrived at, the caravans, 
during the coming pilgrimage season to 
Mecca, will be attacked by the Bedouins, 
and there will be much bloodshed. The 
whole country is now unsafe. 

The Daily News has a dispatch from 
Constantinople to the effect that thee i 
bassies have unofficially informed the sul- 
tan that if the firmans for the extra guard- 
ships are refused, the Dardanelles will be 
forced by the powers. The same corre- 
spondent says: The venal press here con- 
gratulates the sultan upon the success of 
his reforms and of his repressive meus- 
ures, but if the massacres diminish it is 
merely because victims are scarce. To- 
day's news is that 200 Armenians were 
killed in Kaisariyeh (Cassarea). A massa- 
cre has occurred at Hassan Kahleh, in the 
villayette of Erzroom, about 20 miles east 
of the city of Erzroom, where the Arme- 
nian monastery was sacked and burned, 
and the bishop, the vicar and other inmates 
were killed. A feeling of alarm still pre- 
vails. 

The Daily Telegraph has a dispatch 
from Vienna which says that 63 Arme- 
nians were butchered at Zileh and 57 at 
Hassan Kaleh, with every accompaniment 
of ingenious cruelty. This correspondent 
affirms that even in Constantinople the 
aspect of affairs is far from reassuring.

QUINCY DEBATING CLUB. 


Good Arguments For and Against 
Woman Suffrage. 


The inclement weather somewhat inter- 
fered with the attendance at the meeting 
of the Quincy Debating club Thursday 
evening, subject—‘* Resolved, That Massa- 
chusetts should grant ful! suffrage rights to 
women.” 

Alex. Craig opened the debate for the 
affirmative. He contended that no act was 
passed by the Legislature that did not 
effect both men and women alike. This 
being 0, is it justice that the men should 
reserve the right to make laws? With the 
march of time woman is more clearly 
demonstrating her ability, and the advance 
she has made in art and literature shows 
her to be able to help make laws. The 
steps woman has taken have made her 
better able to protect the home and fight 
the battle of life. They are denied a voice 
in the spending of money, but the tax 
collector takes her money. Why should 
those who desire to vote be debarred from 
the right. There are questions in political 
life that involve the happiness and comfort 
of women, and they should be given the 
right to help make the laws. 

Robert S. Atkins then opened the nega- 
tive side of the question. He was heartily 
in sympathy with anything that would 
lesson woman’s burden and add to her 
happiness, There can be no doubt that 
the majority of women do not want suf- 
frage. We have not taken any right from 
women because she never had it. It wasa 
dangerous experiment totry. If the ma- 
jority of women are so indifferent would 
they not be easily influenced? 

It would admit all classes of women and 
that would be dangerous. Women cannot 
be just like men. They may wear bloom- 
ers, a collar and a high hat, yet they can- 
not physically compete with men. The tax 
is paid for the protection it gives, and 
women may rely upon their husbands and 
brothers to protect their rights. It was 
not expedient or necessary for the public 
good to grant full franchise rights to 
women, 

W. W. Parry, for the affirmative, said it 
was a fact that in the majority of our 
municipal elections the question of ability 
is not looked upon, but women if given the 
right to vote would look at the ability. Is 
it expedient that half of the people of this 
country should be denied equal suffrage ? 
Women are more law abiding than men. 
Women are a majority of our school 
teachers and alsoin many manufacturing 
places. We do not go to the gambling 
places and saloons to fiad women, and they 
are equally capable to vote and use the 
ballot rightly. It was a notable fact that 
in the recent election the smallest vote in 
the affirmative was inthe worst wards of 
Boston, and the largest affirmative vote in 
the best wards. 

C. T. Tucker, replying for the negative, 
said the question should be stated ‘* Should 
Massachusetts inflict full suffrage right on 
women.” The prosperity of our country 
depends on our homes. It is made up of 
homes, pot of individuals. Nature has 
rendered woman capable of doing many 
things men cannot. Man has been made 
physically stronger than woman, and he 
was given strength to do the harder part 
of the work, and woman was given the 
finer qualities that she might do the better 
part of the work of the home. Intellec- 
tually, she is the equal, if not the superior, 
of men, and he did not see any reason for 
men voting, except for the protection of 
their homes and families. 

The contestants were then given five 
minutes each for rebuttal, after which a 
vote was taken as to the merits of the de- 
bate, which resulted 5 to4 in favor of the 
affirmative, : 

The debate was then thrown open for 
anyone who desired to take part, and re- 
marks in the negative were made by 
Delcevare King, E. S. Litchfield, O. C. 
Colton and by F. W. Crane, and J. M. 
Nowland in the affirma ‘ve. 


MILTON. 


The death of L. C. Barnes last Friday 
evening came like a shock to the people of 
East Milton. Mr. Barnes bought out the 
grocery and provision business of T. L. 
Pearce, and came from Wilton, N. H., 
Sept. 16. Shortly after he moved his 
family here, and the future looked bright 
for him. He was much pleased with the 
people of East Milton and those who came 
in contact with him were favorably im- 
pressed, and take it all in all he was the 
right man in the right place. Some twelve 
days ago he was stricken with typhoid 
fever from which he died, Prayers were 
said at his East Milton residence Saturday, 
after which the body was taken to Wilton, 
N. H., where funeral services were held 
from the Congregational church on Mon- 
day. He was 32 years of age and leaves a 
widow and a young son.

Valuable Information Compiled 
By the Government,

and Decorative Purposes, 


The Polishing of Granite—How It 
Is Prepared. 


of the government on “Stone Industry.” 
[t is valuable information which should be 
in the possession of Quincy manufacturers 
and granite workers: 

Cemetery, Monumentaland Decorative. 

A considerable portion of the stone for 
these uses, especially for small-sized monu- 
ments, tombstones, and grave markers, is 
shipped from the quarries in rough blocks, 
which are suitably shaped and finished by 
masons working in town shops or stone 
yards. Large monuments and large pol- 
ished blocks for buildings, columns, pilas- 
ters, and statuary are generally worked at 
quarry sheds, polishing mills, or shops not 
far distant. 

There has been a decided increase in the 
use of polished granite for cemetery pur- 
poses since the introduction of machinery 
for its polishing, which has greatly de- 
creased the price for this kfAd of finish. 
For these, as well as for all purposes where 
& polished surface is desired, as bottom 
courses in buildings, columns, pilasters, 
wainscoting, etc., the red, pink, dark-gray, 
and black varieties are in high favor, since 
they have a richer look and present a much 
greater contrast between a hammered or 
chiseled surface and a polished one; but 
for granite statuary and ornately carved 
building blocks, and for all purposes where 
it is desirable to present fine detail, it is 
necessary that the granite be of a light 
color, fine grained, and easily worked to 
secure the best results, 

Polished Granite. 


The varieties of granite susceptible of 
the highest and most enduring polish are 
those containing the largest percentages of 
the hard minerals, quartz and feldspar, 
quartz being especially important. Horn- 
blende, however, takes a fairly good polish, 
aud contributes largely to the coloring of 
most dark granites. Much mica, especially 
in large plates, is objectionable, as it will 
not polish, but remains dull and lusterless 
except where the direction of its cleavage 
planes happen to coincide with the face of 
the stone. 

After being prepared by bush hammer- 
ing, the block is transported to the shop or 
mill to receive further smoothing and its 
final finish. The surface to be worked 
upon is brought to a horizontal position 
and ground smooth with an abrasive ma- 
terial mixed with water and moved about 
by a revolving iron or steel disk perforated 
with holes or made of concentric rings, 
This disk, which is 12 or l4inches across, 
is revolved by an upright shaft, to the 
bottom of which it is fastened, and the 
power is communicated through a main 
shaft running overhead. Jvints in the up- 
right or counter shaft and its peculiar at- 
tachment to the main shaft allow its lower 
end to be swung over a considerable area, 
thus permitting the workman who guides 
it to move it over a surface of stone many 
times larger than the disk itself.

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BIG WAVE OF CRIME. 


NEW YORK UNDERGOING ALMOST A 
REIGN OF TERROR, 


One Thousand Felonies In a Month—Po- 
lice Force Totally Inadequate—Possible 
Return to Byrnes’ Famous Plan of Em- 
ploying Steol Pigeons, 


The records of the New York police 
department show that crimes of violence 
or felonies increase and decrease within 
certain periods without any apparent 
cause. Orimes have been increasing so 
rapidly of late in some quarters of that 
city that people are panic stricken and 
are afraid to leave their homes after 
dark. The wave of crime appears to be 
at its full height, and the energetio 
efforts of nearly 4,000 policemen have 
not had any perceptible effect in pre- 
venting its commission. Arrests are be- 
ing made for felonies at the rate of 
about 500 a month, but the ranks of 
crooks seem to fill up so rapidly that 
these arrests have not had any effect. 

It bas been the policy of the police 
for years to prevent publicity in all 
cases of felony in which the alleged 
offender is not arrested. If the records 
of all complaints entered in station 
house blotters are compared with the 
record of arrésts which are kept in po- 
lice headquarters, it will show that in 
considerably less than 50 per cent of the 
cases are the complaints followed by 
arrests. 

The police claim, with a considerable 
show of pride, that robberies involving 

| large sums of money by thieves in the 

first rank haye been held in check, but 
it cannot be denied that small or forci- 
ble robberies are on the increase. 

The felonies committed will average 
about 1,000 a month, and many of the 
offenders escape because under the pres- 
ent system of communicating between 
station houses and police headquarters 
there is always more or less delay in no- 
tifying the detective burean of the com- 
mission of a crime. Criminals, even 
murderers, frequently get four or five 
hours’ start, as appears from the record 
in the Krauer murder case, before com- 
petent detectives are detailed to work 
on the case, 

The thieves in New York hailed with 
delight the announcement made by Act- 
ing Captain O’Brien, when he took 
charge of the detective bureau, to the 
effect that the detective force would be 
operated without the aid of stool pi- 
geons. When ex-Chief Byrnes was in 
charge of the detective bureau, he estab- 
lished a stool pigeon corps which was 
so powerful and well organized that 
thieves, big and little, were afraid to 
talk about or make plans for an impor- 
tant robbery of any kind. No thief could 
be sure that he was not talking to one 
of Byrnes’ spies, and this kept robbery 
in check. The effect of the practical 
abolition of the stool pigeon system was 
to encourage thievery, and it is the be- 
lief of policemen who have had long ex- 
perience that the present activity in 
criminal circles is largely dus to the ab- 
sence of the stool pigeon and his daily 
reports to the station house or his favor- 
ite detective. 

It is a record of the detective bureau, 
though not one open for public inspec- 
tion, that in the 12 years ex-Chief 
Byrnes was in charge of the bureau at 
least 75 percent of the arrests made 
were due to the work of the stool pi- 
geon. The percentage of arrests at pres- 
ent, in comparison with the number of 
complaints made of crimes committed, 
is much less than it was when the stool 
pigeon was the premier detective in the 
department, although he did not get 
credit for his work publicly.—New 
York Recorder. 


Cold Air on Tap. 

A company has been incorporated in 
New York city for the purpose of sup- 
plying cold air for refrigerating pur- 
poses to hotels, restaurants, meatshops 
and households through a pipe service 
Similar to that employed in the distribu- 
tion of steam. The cold air is to be 
manufactured by the anhydrous am- 
monia process at a central plant, is piped 
into mains which are laid beneath the 
streets, and the house connections are 
made by service pipes, which are car- 
ried into the refrigerator or cold storage 
compartments. 

The degree of refrigeration is under 
perfect control, and any number of 
varying temperatures may be secured in 
adjoining compartments, For isolated 
customers in districts removed from the 
pipe service the refrigerating material 
is delivered in a steel cylinder similar 
to those in which soda water is deliver- 
ed to drug stores. —New York World

HARRIS IS SELECTED 


As Choice of Democrats For President 
Pro Tem of Senate, 


Chandler Submits a Plan For 
Free Coinage. 


—_—-- 


Speaker Reed Has Begun Definite Outlining of 
His Committees. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The Democratic 
senatorial caucus yesterday decided upon 
the nomination of Senator Harris for 
president pro tempore, in case the Repub- 
licans should decide to attempt to select 
one of their number to this office. 


SENATOR HARRIS, 


The caucus also authorized the chairman, 
Senator Gorman, to appoint a steering 
committee, six of whom shall be old mem- 
bers, three to fill vacancies of those who 
were not re-elected. This committee is to 
confer with the Republican committee on 
committees for the purpose of reaching an 
agreement as to senate committees. 

There were several speeches on the policy 
of organization of the committees, and all 
were favorable to permitting the Republi- 
cans to take them incase they should de- 
cide that they wish to do so. No opposi- 
tion was developed to these plans, The 
six members of the old committee who 
are to constitute a part of the new com- 
mittee are Senators Gorman, Cockrell, 
Harris, Blackburn, Brice and Jones of 
Arkansas. 

Chandler’s Proposal, 

The session of the senate was brief again 
yesterday. Its only feature, beyond the in- 
troduction of a bill by Senator Chandler 
of New Hampshire for the free coinage of 
silver, was a short speech by Senator Call 
of Florida in favor of the recognition of 
the Cuban revolutionists as belligerents. 

There are good reasons to believe that 
Mr. Chandler will keep his idea conspicu- 
ously before the senate this session, by 
way, as he would express it, of an antidote 
to the president’s gold standard situation. 
He resorted to the plan pursued in cases 
where especial attention is to be directed 
to asubject, having the whole bill read to 
the senate, instead of confining it to a re- 
port of its title. Section 1 provides that 

Any person may deposit in any United 
States mint gold or silver bullion not less in 
value than $50, and the same shall be coined 


free of charge (if the metal be sufficiently pure | 


to need no refining), the gold into the coins 
provided for by existing laws, and the sil- 
ver into dollars 9-10ths fine, the weight of the 
pure silver in each dollar to be 1554 times the 
28 22-100ths grains being the weight of the 
pure gold in the gold dollar; that is to say, 
859 91-100ths grains, which with 89 99-100ths 
grains of alloy will make the total weight of 
each silver dollar 8099-l0ths grains instead 
of 4123¢ grains as now by law provided. 

Bect. 2. Puyment shall be made to said 
depositor for such bullion in coins similar to 
those into which the metal is to be coined, or 
the secretary of the treasury, at his option, 
may pay the depositor in treasury notes of 
convenient denominations, promising to pay 
an equivalent number of dollars, which notes 
shall be redeemable in gold or silver at the op- 
tion of the secretary of the treasury. The sil- 
ver dollars coined in accordance with this law, 
as well as the gold coins of the United States, 
and the treasury notes herein provided for, 
shall be a full legal tender for all debts, public 
and private. The existing silver dollars shall 
be retired and recoined according to the new 
ratio, the profit accruing therefrom to be ap- 
plied to the expenses of maintaining the mints. 

Sect. 8. This law shall take effect and be- 
come operative when similar laws shall have 
been adopted by the governments of England, 
France and Germany ; which laws shall in sub- 
stance provide for the purchase of gold and 
silver bullion without limit and shall make 
legal tender of the gold and the principal sil- 
ver coins and any certificate representing 


them, the ratio between the gold and silver to | 


be the same provided for in this act; and when 
such laws have been passed by the govern- 
ments aforesaid, the president shall make 
proclamation accordingly, and this law shall 
then take effect and be in force. 


Fixing His Slate, 


Speaker Reed has begun for the first | 


time to definitely outline his list of com- 
mittees on paper. He gave more inter- 
views to members yesterday and listened 
to the presentation of their claims. 

No information has leaked from the 
speaker's room except remarks made by 
Mr. Reed to the friends of a member who 
asked for the chairmanship of the com- 
mittee on labor, which seemed to indicate 
that he has decided to give that place to 
Mr. Phillips of Pennsylvania, whose 
name has been presented by the labor or- 
ganizations. 

The labor unions are taking an interest 
in the committee on immigration, as well 


as the labor committee, and are endeayor- | 


ing to bring about the selection of com- 
mitteemen who will favor Senator Lodge's 
bill, which, among other things, would 
bar illiterate foreigners from entry. It 
is estimated that not less than 20 per cent 
of the foreigners entered under existing 
laws would be excluded by a system re- 
quiring the ability to read and write their 


own language, and this is what the labor | 


organizations wish to secure. 

Probably the strongest pressure being 
brought to bear upon the speaker comes 
from various candidates for the commit- 
tee on ways and means@The Republicans 
will be entitled to 11 places on this body, 
if the party proportion of the last congress 
is maintained, and 7 of the 11 will be new 
men. The influence of business of every 
class and section has been invoked, and 
many letters and petitions are pouring in. 

Next to the ways and means in their de- 
sirability from the standpoint of the 
members are the committees on appropri-

The pride of every housekeeper’s heart 
is her linen closet, and pretty fancies 
for the dinner table are an ever wel- 
come addition to it. A centerpiece for 
the table is of linen damask 24 inches 
square. The design is composed of large 
grape leaves, seven inches in diameter. 
These are worked in white linen floss 
or rope silk, or in the wash filoselle of 
the new electric shades—terra cotta, 
pomegranate, pale and old gold, old 
pink and dark red, pale and gendarme 
blue and apple green and olive—make 
an artistic assortment of tones. The 
stitch is long and short buttonhole, the 
longest three-eighths of an inch deep.

DEATH OF MRS. MORAN 


Was Due to Suffocation, According to 
the Medical “Examiner, 


Husband and His Mother Stick 
to Old Stories, 


Former Held For the Grand Jury on Charge 
of Murder. 


CLINTON, Mass., Dec. 7.—John H. Mo- 
ran, who is charged with murdering his 
wife, was given a hearing in the second 
Worcester district court yesterday before 
Judge Stone. 

Some of the neighbors learned on Sun- 
day afternoon, Nov. J, that Mrs. Moran 
was dead. Her husband said that she 
died about 4 0’clock that afternoon. The 
defendant and his mother claimed then, 
and subsequently when questioned by 
the police and by- Medical Examiner 
O'Connor, that death was cansed by an 
accident which took place the evening be- 
ore. A horse which the women were 
driving, they said, became frightened at a 
passing train, and the old lady was thrown 
out, while the younger woman jumped. 

When seen by the neighbors and officers 
the face of the old lady bore out the state- 
ment that something unusual had hap- 
pened, for it was badly bruised, as was 
that of the alleged murdered woman. 

Moran claimed to Mr. and Mrs. Austin 
O’ Malley that Mrs. Moran had not taken 
any food since the accident Saturday 
night, and that alittle water was all she 
had been given. 

The evidence of the medical examiner, 
who reached the house about 6 o’clock 
Sunday night, two hours after Mrs. Mo- 
ran died, according to the husband’s state- 
ment, was that there were bruises and 
abrasions upon the face and 

Discolorations Upon the Throat. 
That the stomach showed food which had 
been eaten about two or three hours be- 
fore death; that the body was cold when 
he arrived, and that rigor mortis had set 
in, all of which indicated that she had 
been dead some time—much longer than 
it was claimed by those who clung 
tenaciously to the story that death was 
caused by an accident. 

Medical Examiner O'Connor also testi- 
fied to finding the clothing of the bed 
upon which the dead woman lay in a 
greatly disturbed condition. The lungs 
and bazge of the brain Jreve suffused with 
blood, which indicated that death was 
caused by suffocation. He testified that 
death was not caused by a fail or concus- 
sion, in his opinion. 

The defendant’s mother was not intro- 
duced. Her testimony is regarded as very 
important. 

Judge Stone held Moran for the grand 
jury, and the prisoner was taken to 
Worcester jail. 


Politicians In Debate. 

Boston, Dec. 7.—Five thousand people 
crowded into Music hall last night to lis- 
ten to a debate between Timothy W. 
Coakley, the leader of the independent 
Democracy, and John B. Moran, ex-inde- 
pendent leader, and now a follower of the 
regular Democratic party, on the merits 
of the two mayoralty candidates, Curtis 
and Quincy. Several thousand people 
were unable to obtain admission. Coak- 
ley attacked the Democratic machine and 
Josiah Quincy’s record as assistant secre- 
tary of state, and his attitnde in the print- 
ing controversy, which necessitated an in- 
vestigation. Moran attacked Mayor Cur- 
tis and his heads of departments, and de- 
clared his administration was not one that 
recommended itself to the people. 


Freights In Collision. 

WAKEFIELD, Mass., Dec. 7.—T wo freight 
trains met in oollision at the Wakefield 
Junction station on the Boston and Maine 
road last night. Both engines came to- 
gether withs crash. Firemen and engi- 
neers on both trains jumped and escaped 
with slight injuries. Four cars of grain 
of a Portland freight were overturned, 
blocking both inward and outward lines. 
It does not appear that the trainmen were 
to blame for the collision, although it re- 
mains to be determined what was the di- 
rect cause. 


A Lottery Question. 


PROVIDENCE, Dec. 7.—An agent of the 
Watch and Ward society of Boston has 
begun a campaign against the druggists 
of this city who have been giving prizes 
away with purchases, in violation of the 
anti-lottery laws. The druggists declare 
they give full value for the money, and 
that all prizesare given away. Purchasers 
can take them or leave them, just as they 
please. The druggists will fight any at- 
tempt made to abolish the system. 


Depositors Will Get Half. 
WILLIMANTIC, Conn., Dec. 7.—Receivers 
Halland Stiles of the Dime Savings bank 
have completed their inventory of the 
bank's assets and liabilities, excepting the 
amount due depositors, which cannot be 
determined until the depositors’ books are 
allin. The grand total of assets is re- 
ported at $420,926, At these figures de- 
positors are expected to receive a dividend 

of 50 per cent, and perhaps more.

Pathetically Outlined In a Petition 
For Our Congress to Consider, 


In It Lies Their Hope For 
Peace and Liberty. 


European Powers Refuse to Move Because 
Blinded by Jealousy. 


Bloody Revenge. 

MANCHESTER, N. H., Dec. 7.—There was 
a lively stabbing fracas last night between 
three Italians to settle an olddispute. Two 
brothers waited upon the victin: at his quar- 
ters here with a gang that are working on 
the Manchester waterworks. After some 
words the two attacked the man with 
razors, making four terrible gashes on his 
face and throat. The two made their 
escape. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Rev. M. V. De- 
roonian, D.D., who is the representative 
ofthe Armenian patriarch at Constanti- 
nople, has come to Washington as the 


bearer of a petition to congress, prepared 
ata mass meeting of the Armetians of 
New England, held at Worcester, Mass., 
on Thanksgiving day. The petition which 
was presented yesterday is as follows: 

To the House of Representatives and Senate: 

Recognizing the fact that the influence of 
your honorable and. august body, when ex- 
erted on behalf of humanity, has been power- 
fulin securing justice for the oppressed, far- 
reaching in effect and lasting in results, we, 
the representatives duly accredited by the 
mass meeting of the Armenian colony of 
Worcester, Mass., held on Thanksgiving day, 
humbly petition that vigorous measures be 
recommended by you to his excellency, the 
President of the United States, for putting a 
stop to the most horrible orime of the 
century—the indiscriminate slaughter and 
annihilation of Christians at the hands of the 
Turkish government. 

In times past, the strong, eloquent words of 
American statesmen uttered on the floors of 
the house and senate have contributed largely 
to the peace and liberty of wronged nations be- 
yond the seas. 

Though the sultan has given his tardy and 
reluctant consent to the reforms demanded by 
Europe, no hope of benefit can be entertained, 
as the whole machinery of government is cen- 
tralized in the palace, and the provincial gov- 
ernors are creatures subservient tothe sul- 
tan, either personally, or else fanatical Mos- 
lems, who, instead of stopping disorders and 
murder, show inclination to lead the mob and 
lend the soldiery aid in the slaughter of life 
and the destruction of property. 

Based, as Turkish law is, upon the Koran, 
the sultan is recognized as the shadow of God 
on earth, and the impossibility of getting jus- 
tice for Christians in Moslem courts is self-evi- 
dent. Disarmed,as we are, resistance on our 
part is useless, and help must come from with- 
out. The sword of Islam is unsheathed, and 
unless Europe and America step between 
fanaticism and its helpless enemies, Armenia, 
once @ vineyard, must inevitably become a 
desert and a tomb. 

Within a year there have been murdered at 
least 50,000 of our people, while hundreds of 
thousands have been reduced to starvation. 
Yet the massacres still go on, while the war- 
ships of the earth's favored nations swing at 
anchor in Turkish waters. Blinded by mutual 
jealousy, the powers of Europe refuse to move. 

Therefore, turning our eyes to the United 
States, we look to congress for words of en- 
couragement and the warning note that will 
stay the bloody arm of our oppressors. We 
appeal to you, not as aliens, but in the name 
of 10,000 industrious and law-abiding Arme- 
nians, now resident in the United States and 
who are rapidly giving it their allegiance.

When the priest asks if the child for- 
sakes the devil and his works the god- 
parents turn their backs to the font to 
show their horror and aversion to the 
question and answer ‘‘Yes.’’ They 
again face the font, and the priest takes 
the child, which is quite naked, and 
holding it by the head so his thumb 
and finger stop the ears, dips it three 
times in the water, pronouncing the 
words, ‘‘I baptize thee in the name of 
the Father and of the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost.’’ 

The cross, which has been given by 
the godfather, the child is under obliga- 
tions to wear all its life. If this cross 
be not found upon the child at death, 
the priest says to the godparents, the 
child may not have Christian burial, 
even though he be the son of a hundred 
kings. A particular saint is also assign- 
ed to the child, whose image he is 
charged to cherish with special devotion. 

Holy oil, or chrism, which is used at 
royal baptisms, coronations and conse- 
cration of churches, is prepared with 
elaborate ceremony. There is a copper 
vase, overlaid with pear! and called ala- 
baster, in which is kept the original oil 
sent from Constantinople when Chris- 
tianity was introduced into Russia. A 
few drops are taken to prepare the 
chrism and are replaced with other oil, 
so the quantity never decreases. Wine, 
roses, lavender, balsams and spices are 
mixed with the oil. 

Forty days after the birth of the child 
its mother, the empress, is ‘‘churched,’’ 
and the infant is received visibly into 
Christ’s church by the giving of its first 
sacrament. When the royal gates are 
opened during mass, the deacon appears 
with the chalice. The baby is carried 
to the steps, and the priest, coming for- 
ward, puts a drop of wine intoits mouth 
with a spoon, saying, ‘‘The servant of 
Ged communicates in the name of the 
Father, the Sou and the Holy Ghost.’’ 

There is no ceremony corresponding 
to confirmation in the Russian church, 
but the child continues to receive the 
sacrament from its baptism twice a 
year, at Easter and on its saint’s day, 
until it is 7 years old, when it is brought 
to the confession on Good Friday. 

The social functions attendant upona 
birth in the royal family are very elab- 
orate.

The Mexican Revolutionist Now a Cuban 
Insurgent Leader. 

Advices were received from Palo 
Blanco, Nueces county, Tex., that Mrs. 
Catarino Garza, the wife of the Mexican 
revolutionary leader, who created such 
8 disturbance on the lower Rio Grande 
border a few years ago and who was re- 
ported to have been killed in Colombia, 
South America, several months ago 
while engaged im a political insurreo- 
tion, has just received a letter from her 
husband. 

According to the information contain- 
ed in this letter, Garza is very much 
alive and is taking a leading part in

Mrs. Garza lives on the ranch of her 
father, Don Alejandro Gonzales, near 
Palo Blanco. She has claimed all along 
that her husband was not known in Co- 
lombia, and that she would hear from 
him soon. The full contents of the let- 
ter are not known, but itis believed 
that Garza will obtain an important en- 
gagement with the Cubun government 
if the insurgents are successful.—New 
York Recorder.

STABAT MATER. 


Father Michael—the choir boys had 
dubbed him Old Hunchback—was or- 
ganistin Muhlhausen, Every man, wom- 
an and child in the parish knew him.

Perhaps now they 
found a certain satisfaction in giving 
relief to their bitterness by tormenting 
Old Hunchback—him who did not weep 
with them, but only played on his or- 
gan—the old good for nothing.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Dec. 8. 
Comment by Rev. 8S. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—God's triumphs in the mission field. 

—Ps. ixvii, 1-7. 

Christian missions are at a critical 
| period in their history. The outrages 
that have been omitted in foreign mis- 
sion fields in the past year have brought 
the subject prominently before the 
world, aud the comments by the secular 
press have not been flattering to say the 
least. Ridicule, false caricature and vio- 
lent criticism have mostly prevailed. 
This perhaps is not to be wondered at. 
It may be explained in many ways. Yet 
the fact still 1vmains that it may have 
an injurious effect npon missions. The 
public press wields a powerful influence. 
It is to be deplored that it is not the 
champion of the cause of missions rather 
than its severest critic. 

Yet criticism is often very beneficial. 
It should be in this case. It should 
arouse all who are interested in mis- 
sions to a deeper study of the subject, so 
that they may be able to show more 
clearly and forcibly just what mission 
work is doing for the world. The secular 
world and the secular press look at this 
as all other subjects from a practical 
standpoint. If wecan prove that it pays 
to risk life and even that which is dearer 
than life, that it pays tospend thousands 
of dollars annually in this cause, then 
we may expect to receive the approval 
of the secular world and press, and not 
until then. The time has therefore ar- 
rived when we must dwell not so much 
upon the sacrifices that missionaries 
make in leaving home and native lands 
upon their work as upon what they are 
doing. 

Much, too, is being done. God is tri- 
umphing on mission fields. If the world 
knew how much was being done, it 
would sing the praises of missionaries 
instead of criticising thier labors. Spe- 
cial lines of study that might be en- 
gaged in to show this to be true are: 

1. Medical missions. In all heathen 
lands the practice of medicine is marked 
by the densest superstition and charac- 
terized by the most extreme cruelties, 
Christianity is benefiting the world by 
giving its darkest places the advan- 
tages of the most improved medical skill 
and practice. 

2. Educational missions. Christianity 
is educating the world. Its schools and 
colleges stand in the darkest places in 
heathendom as bright and shining 
| lights, leading the mind from the gross- 
| est superstitions and densest ignorance 
| to astandard of knowledge that is not 
| excelled even in civilized nations. 

3. Scientific missions. I mean by that 
What missions have done for science in 
giving the scientific world a knowledge 
of the geography, the flora and fauna, 
the language, the animal kingdom, the 
habits and customs of the people of un- 
known parts of the world that had never 
been obtained in any other way. Many 
of our greatest explorers have been mis- 
fionaries, and science owes a debt to 
| Christian missions that can never be 
} paid. 
| 4. Moral and spiritual missions. The 
' best work of all from. the Christian’s 
|} standpoint is the moral and spiritual 
| elevation accomplished in mission fields. 
| If that which gives the world the best 
medical science, if that which raises 
| the standard of the world’s education, 
| it that which brings to science an ac- 
| curate knowledge of many parts of the 
| world, before unknown, if that which 
| means the moral and spiritual elevation 
|; of mankind does not pay, then what 
does pay?

Valuable Information Compiled 
By the Government. 


Granite for Cemetery Monumental 
and Decorative Purposes, 


The Polishing of Granite—How It 
Is Prepared. 


The LepGer continues today the report 
of the government on “Stone Industry.” 
[t is valuable information which should be 
in the possession of Quincy manufacturers 
and granite workers: 

The abrasive material now almost ex- 
clusively used for grinding granite is either 
chilled-iron globules, steel emory, or 
crushed steel. A coarse grade is used at 
first, then a finer kind, and for the last 
grinding fine emery is often used. Polish- 
ing is done in much the same way as grind- 
ing, except that a felt-covered disk is used 
in place of an iron one, and putty powder 
mixed with alittle water, instead of coarser 
grinding materials, Before the final polish, 
however, the surface is usually given a 
dull gloss or “skin coat’? by the disk and 
water alone. A polish is sometimes pro- 
duced by the use of oxalic acid instead of 
putty powder, but the polish thus made is 
less durable. Moldings are ground and 
polished by means of blocks fitting the 
grooves dragged back and forth either by 
power or hand. 

Granite for columns, balusters, round 
posts, and urns is now worked chiefly 
in lathes, which, for the heaviest work, 
are made large enough to handle blocks 25 
feet long and 5 feet in diameter. Instead 
of being turned to the desired size by sharp 
cutting instruments, as in ordinary ma- 
chines for turning wood and metal, granite 
is turned or ground away by the wedge-like 
action or rather thick steel disks, rotated 
by the pressare of the stone as it slowly 
turns in the Jathe. The disks, which are 
6to8 inches in diameter, are set at quite 
an angle to the stone, and move with an 
automatic carriage along the lathe bed. 
Large lathes have four disks, two on each 
side, and a column may be reduced some 2 
inches in diameter the whole length of the 
stone by one lateral movement of the 
carriages along the bed. The first lathes 
for turning granite cut only cylindrical or 
conical columns, but an improved form is 
so made that templets or patterns may be 
inserted to guide the carriages, and columns 
having any desired swell may be as readily 
turned. For fine grinding and polishing 
the granite is transferred to another lathe, 
where the only machinery used is to pro- 
duce a simple turning or revolution of the 
stone against iron blocks carrying the 
necessary grinding or polishing materials, 

Blocks are prepared for the lathe work 
by being roughed out with a point, and 
by having holes chiseled in their squared 
ends for the reception of the lathe dog and 
centres. This principal of cutting granite 
by means of disks revolved by contact with 
the stone has been also applied to the 
dressing of plain surfaces, the stone worked 
upon being mounted upon a traveling 
carriage and made to pass under a series 
of disks mounted in a stationary upright 
frame. 

Tracery and lettering for polished granite 
are usually first drawn upon paper which 
is firmly pasted to the surface and the de- 
sign chisled through to the requisite depth 
in the rock.

The Debating Club. 


To the Editor of the Ledger: 

Upon official request, I willingly join the 
Contributors’ club of the Quincy Debating 
club, and with every assurance of my 
belief in the Society’s prospective helpfal- 
ness to its members and to the city, send in 
my quota of reminiscences and reflections, 

My personal experience has been largely 
confined to the debating feature of college 
literary societies, I have a pleasant recol- 
lection of arguing for the affirmative of the 
Total Abstinence question when in pre- 
paratory school, and again of leading for 
the affiirmative on a resolution in favor of 
Constitutional Prohibition while a student 
in the university of my adopted State. 

There is no excuse for a man’s suffering 
defeat when he is on the right side of a 
question, but I fear that I did not mod- 
estly attribute the victory won to the merits 
of the case. “A haughty spirit goeth be- 
fore a fall.” Vacation time coming around, 
I went home for a visit. Now, in our 
county almost every cross-reads’ school- 
house had its winter debating society; and 
from a farm nigh to one of these a young 
man had graduated to a merchant’s life in 
town. He had organized a literary society, 
which met in a hall over one of the stores, 
He was also pressing the affirmative of a 
perennial! question with my younger sister. 
This young man hesitatingly invited me to 
take the other side of a subject he was go- 
ing to debate at the next meeting of the 
society; and—well, the way he defeated 
me was one of his strongest arguments on 
the other question, if I mistake not. 

Never rashly measure words with a man 
who has been trained in a cross-roads’ 
schoolhouse debating club, 

From the report in Friday’s LEDGER it 
would seem that the affirmative had the 
better of the argument on the Woman 
Suffrage question last Thursday evening, 
aud worthily won the decision given. This 
isasit should be. When the men who 
cannot read the constitution of the United 
States or write their own names, the men 
who understand it but do not accept it, the 
men who have never foresworn allegiance 
to all other temporal powers, the bribe- 
givers and bribe-takers and all other 
criminals, the vagrants and the tramps; 
when all these are disfranchised and the 
intelligent, pure-minded, patriotic women 
are enfranchised, we shall have a better 
country. 

But this sentiment is not given as an 
echo of the debate, for a debating society is 
nota school of the prophets, and ‘‘an 
ounce of fact is worth a ton of theory.”

In proportion as this latter class is 
streng*hened and the other diminished, 
will the Quincy Debating Society be a 
strong educative factor in our life. 

One otber consideration marks such a 
society a necessity; it is the only place 
where debating is admissible. To debate 
is to try to defeat the other side by stress 
of argument and quick wit. It is an exer- 
cise which belongs to the arena. In priv- 
ate conversation people ought rather to 
discuss—to seek to learn each from the 
other, RoBERT WESTLY PEACH.

While it is true that the administration 
is aware that Lord Salisbury’s reply to 
Secretary Olney’s note of July last, touch- 
ing the Venezuelan boundary dispute, is 
adverse to the proposition to arbitrate the 
title tothe lands lying westward of the 
Schomburgk line, speedy action by our 
government in this matter is not consid- 
ered likely. 

Pauncefote may occupy himself several 
days, at least, in its careful consideration, 
in order that ho may make sure that he is 
transmitting to Becretary Olney the views 
of his government, so far as it is proper 
for them to be communicated to the 
United States government, without at 
the same time imparting any portion of 
the note that may be framed for hts pri- 
vate guidance. Then the absence of the 
president from this city will obviate fur- 
ther to delay proceedings, for Secretary 
Olney would not feel justified in making 
a forward movement at this stage of the 
case without advising fully with the 
president. 

As the latter has promised congress to 
communicate in a special message the 
nature of Lord Salisbury’s reply, further 
delay may be caused by the preparation 
of this message, so on the whole it is im- 
possible that the next step can be taken 
before the latter part of the present month, 
if so early. 

Sized Up In the House. 

There isa pretty general discussion of 
Venezuelan affairs among members of the 
house. 

The general opinion among those who 
will have the conduct of foreign affairs in 
charge in the house is that Lord Salis- 
bury’s reply will be a diplomatic evasion 
of the main issues and will be couched 
in friendly terms, and while expressing 
a willingness to arbitrate as to a portion 
of the disputed territory, will deny the 
right of the United States to ask Great 
Britain to arbitrate as to territory the 
ownership of which Great Britain claims 
is hers beyond dispute. In other words, 
itis believed that Great Britain’s reply 
will temporize with the subject and 
simply open the way for further corre- 
spondence. 

“A glance at the correspondence,” says 
& prominent Republican member, “will 
show that this has been England’s post- 
tion and policy for 50 years. She will 
seem to yield something, but she will 
stake off a line beyond which she will not 
go in this matter of arbitration. That 
was Lord Granville’s policy. It will be 
Salisbury’s. Though Salisbury is im- 
perious by inclination, he will be exceed- 
ingly cautious. The considerations in- 
volyed in an open breach with England, 
or anything approaching an open breach, 
are gigantic. Credits would be imme- 
diately shaken. The question of the 
tariff is infinitely of more importance 
to Great Britain than the ownership of a 
few gold mines in Venezuela.” 

Of Interest to New Englanders. 

The house was in session but halfan 
hour, when it adjourned until Monday. 
Mr. Baker of New Hampshire, who has 
proclaimed war upon Secretary of Agri- 
culture Morton, because of the latter’s re- 
fusal toexpend an appropriation for the 
purchase of seeds for distribution among 
congressional constituents, attempted to 
put through a resolution calling upon the 
secretary for information on the subject, 
but Mr. McMillan of Tennessee objected. 
Later, Mr. Walker of Massachusetts, in 
whose district reside 9-10ths of the natu- 
ralized Armenians in this country, asked 
for the printing in the record of their 
resolution reciting the outrages com- 
mitted upon their relatives in Turkey, 
and pledging the support of congress to 
any steps that might be taken by the ex- 
ecutive for their protection, but to this 
Mr. Turner of Georgia interposed an ob- 
jection. 2 

Public bills of interest to New England 
were introduced in the house as follows: 
For public buildings at Westerly, Woon- 
socket and various river and harbor im- 
provements in Rhode Island; for a public 
building at Plymouth, Mass.; for public 
buildings at Nashua and at Keene, N.H., 
and for the adjudication and payment of 
the claims of New Hampshire for reim- 
bursement of national bounties advanced 
by the state upon authority of the sec- 
retary of war; for public buildings at 
Stamford, Conn.; for an addition to the 
public building at Hartford. 

Representative Miller of Kansas intro- 
duced a bill and a resolution calling upon 
the president, ifin his judgment not in- 
compatible with public interests, for all 
information received by the government 
in regard to the arrest and trial of ex-Con- 
sul John IL. Waller. 


A Bimetallic Congress. 

Paris, Dec. 7.—The French Bimetallic 
league has convened an international con- 
ference which is to meet on Dec. 10 to 
agree upon the terms of an appeal to the 
respective governments to renew negotia- 
tions for an international agreement for 
the use of both gold and silver as money 
metals. Representatives of England, 
Belgium and Germany will attend. 


Died on the Gallows. 

LITTLE Rook, Dec. 7.—Jesse Jones was 
hanged at Osark yesterday for murdering 
two stockmen named Charles and Jesse 
Hibdon of Logan county. He was about 
21 years old. He strongly protested his 
innocence in a speech on the gallows. 


in the Interest of Labor. 

NeEw YorE, Dec. 7.—Rev. W. D. P. Bliss 
of Boston began a series of lectures upon 
the labor movement last night in All 
Soyls’ church. The lecture was largely 
historical and preliminary to the general 
course.

the London sales, but the average of quo- 
tations by Coates Bros. is only 1-10th of 1 
per cent higher. Sales continue large, 
6,463,100 pounds for the week, of which 60 
per cent was foreign. Manufacturers have 
much machinery idle at present, and orders 
thus far are notencouraging. Dress goods 
are in less demand, and Atlantic all-wool 
cashmeres were reduced 10 per cent. 

Cotton has been weak again, declining 
% cent for the week and the January 
option 27 points. 

Wheat has advanced about 1 cent for the 
week, though western receipts have been 
7,014,911 bushels, against 38,727,758 last 
year, and Atlantic exports, flour in- 
cluded, again exceed last year’s—2,326,093, 
against 1,887,737 bushels. The best west- 
ern estimates of the crop have been raised 
again. 

Corn moves from farms less freely than 
ayear ago, the low price hinderimg, but 
exports were 1,203,774 bushels, against 
178,813 last year. 

Boot and shoe shipments for the week 
are larger than last year, and manufac- 
facturers are getting increased orders 
with general reductions in prices, but 
leather has declined 2 cents for union 
backs and for oil grain, and 4 cent for 
buff. Hides are about 34 cent lower 
throughout. 

Failures in the United States for the 
week have been 32 gainst 385 last year. 


On Redskins’ Trail. 

PHenix, A. T., Dec. 7.—Latest reports 
from the vicinity of the San Carlos 
agency indicate that the outbreak of the 
Apaches is of more importance than was 
at first supposed, The bodies of four 
white men were found Thursday in the 
lower Gila valley, close to Fort Thomas, 
which was recently abandoned by the 
United States troops. This is 45 miles 
from Ash Springs, where the Merrills were 
killed, so it must have been done by a dif- 
ferent party of Indians, and undoubtedly 
by a larger band. Settlers in that section 
are under arms and troops are scouring 
the country. The Ash Springs murderers 
have been trailed to Steins Peak range, a 
favorite locality for Apaches when they 
have been doing mischief. 


Shipping Suffered Badly. 

HALIFAX, Dec. 7.—The heaviest wind- 
storm for many years occurred yesterday, 
and extended all along the coast to Cape 
Breton. Great damage has been done to 
shipping interests, although, so far as yet 
known, no lives were lost. Altogether 
about 20 schvoners were wrecked or 
stranded, mostly coasters. Upper Pros- 
pect, a fishing settlement near this city, 
suffered badly, the fishermen losing all 
their gear, boats and fish sheds. The govy- 
ernment pier at Souris, P. E. L., was dam- 
aged, and the signal light there destroyed. 
Several days will elapse before the full ex- 
tent of the damage either on land or sea 
will be known. 


On a Lively Chase. 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 7.—Z. T. Lewis of 
Urbana, who deceived numbers of people 
by selling municipal bonds, is being hotly 
pursued over the world by Ralph Craw- 
ford, a Cincinnati detective. Crawford 
has unlimited means in cash and letters- of 
credit to enable him to travel around the 
globe if necessary, and this money is 
furnished by the banks. It is said that 
the Cincinnati banks kept perfectly quiet 
about a loss that {s given anywhere from 
$150,000 to $250,000. 


Insurgents Lost a Battle, 

HABANA, Dec. 7.—A correspondent in 
Porte Principe confirms the report of the 
engagement near La Riforma,in which 
General Suarez Valdez diverted the ad- 
vance of Antonio Maceo on Santa Clara. 
The insurgents were repulsed, their loss 
in killed and wounded and prisoners be- 
ing repo..ed at 800. The insurgent leader, 
Camilo Ruiz, has been sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life. 


Fortunes In Copper. 

HALIFAX, Dec. 7.—D. M. Geldert, prin- 
cipal owner of undeveloped copper mines 
at River John and Carribou, who has just 
returned from the United States, states 
that he has interested a syndicate of New 
Yorkand Boston capitalists in the prop- 
erties, and they will send experts to Nova 
Scotia to examine and report upon the 
copper deposits preparatory to bonding 
them for purchase, 


Treasury In Good Condition. 

VIENNA, Dee. 7.—The budget which 
was presented yesterday for 1894 shows a 
surplus for that year of 20,000,000 florins. 
This was brought about in spite of the 
withdrawal of 24,000,000 of florins for the 
currency reform. The funds in the treas- 
ury atthe end of 1894 amounted to 211,- 
400,000 florins.

TALKING OF HYPNOTISM 


In Connection With Irregularities In 
Merchants’ National Bank, 


Cashier Lane Made Nothing 
by the Transactions. 


Dr. Moore Claims That Certain Stories “Are 
Largely Misrepresentations.” 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Dec. 9.—The pub- 
lication of the financial difficulties of D. 
W. Lane, which resulted in his resigna- 
tion as cashier of the Merchants’ National 
bank, and the connection therewith of 
Dr. J. C. Moore, created a tremendous 
sensation in this city. 

The method by which Mr. Lane became 
thus involved was in carrying the pro- 
tested drafts of Dr. Moore, placing them 
one side in a drawer as they came back 
from Boston and crediting them as cash 
on the bank’s accounts. When they had 
mounted up to over $44,000 Mr. Lane ac- 
quainted the bank with the fact, and 
when the officials made a demand on him 
to make good the amount, Mr. Lane 
turned over all of his property in trust to 
the bank, his bondsmen making good the 
balance, about $1500. Mr. Lane tendered 
his resignation us cashier, but has since 
been retained as clerk in the bank. 

The bank officials state that the action 
of the late cashier is inexplicable. ‘The 
only way Ican explain the matter,” said 
President Hunt of the Merchants’ bank, 
“is on the theory that Mr. Lane was 
hypnotized by Dr. Moore. He was abso- 
lutely 

Under No Obligations 
to the doctor, and did not profit 1 cent by 
the transaction. The bank has not lost a 
dollar by the transaction.” 

Mr. Lane declines to discuss the matter 
other than to state that he alone is re- 
sponsible for the affair, and that the bank 
has treated him with the utmost consider- 
ation and kindness. He is greatly broken 
down by the disclosures, and has the sym- 
pathy of all the citizens. 

The feeling against Dr. Moore is in- 
tense, especially among those who sut- 
fered through the wreck of the Common- 
wealth and Derryfleld banks and the Peo- 
ple’s Fire Insurance companies, of which 
institutions he was president when they 
collapsed two years ago. 

It is understood that Dr. Moore claims 
that the drafts will yet be paid and that 
Mr. Lane will lose nothing. 

Dr. Moore's Side, 

The following statement, signed by Dr. 
Moore, was telegraphed here last night 
from Lakeport, where the doctor now is: 

“The stories published in relation to the 
Merchants’ bank matter have some foun- 
dation in fact, but are largely misrepresen- 
tations and nearly all misconceived, Be- 
sides, whatever there was to it, was ar- 
ranged weeks ago between the parties in- 
terested, and neither the bank nor Mr. 
Lane are complainants and neither will 
lose anything. 

“As to statements regarding the Union 
Publishing company, there is hardly a 
semblance of truth in them, whether re- 
ferring to indebtedness or anything else. 
All changes which have been made have 
been made at my suggestion, with every- 
thing amicable. This, too, might prop- 
erly be left to the parties in interest, 
and certainly ordinary courtesy would 
suggest the propriety of leaving the affairs 
of my ward to be adjusted in the proper 
place. 

‘My affairs are, and have been, compli- 
cated, but sensationai newspaper misrepre- 
sentations can hardly be considered fair, 
r as helpful in bringing about an im- 
provement.” 


HATCHET AND RAZOR 


Brought into Use by Young Hurd to Take His 
Father’s Life. 


BIDDEFORD, Me., Deo. 9.—Alfred J. 
Hurd, who was arrested Saturday on sus- 
picion of having murdered his father, 
James M. Hurd, at his home on Oak 
street, Saturday morning, has made a full 
confession to Marshal Harmon. 

He said that he had been annoyed re- 
peatedly by his father’s attitude toward 
him and that in a moment of unconscious- 
ness he took his father’s life. Hurd’s 
father wanted him to seek employment, 
He asked his son to leave town if it was 
necessary and goto work. That was one 
of the ways in which Hurd said he was an- 
noyed. He did not care to work, and be- 
came enraged at constant reiteration of 
his father’s demands. 

Hurd further said the razor which was 
found was not the one he cut his father’s 
throat with, but the actual weapon would 
be found under the piazza, where he threw 
it. The razor was found under the piazza, 
all covered with blood. 

Hurd then told how he had killed his 
father. H3 entered the chamber where 
the old man was sleeping and struck him 
an awful blow with the hatchet. He then 
cut the throat of the unconscious man 
from ear to ear with the razor in order to 
make sure of the job. He told the officers 
that he fully realized what he had done 
and expected to suffer the consequences. 

When asked if he was not sorry that he 
had killed his father, the prisoner said 
he did not know as he was. He further 
stated that things had come to such a 
pitch that the murder had to be com- 
mitted. He was very cool when he made 
his confession, and told everything in con- 
nection with the murder, even to most 
minute details. That he was temporarily 
insane when he did the deed is the opin- 
ion of the officers. Young Hurd is a tele- 
graph operator and is 24 years old.

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THE LABOR QUESTION 


Will Receive Due Consideration at the Hands 
of Federation Delegates. 


New YorE, Dec. 9.—The convention of 
the American Federation of Labor opened 
this morning at Madison Square Garden. 
Labor leaders from all over the country, 
Canada and Great Britain are present to 
lend their prestige to the importance of 
the meeting as an assembly of the leading 
representatives of the organizations of the 
working classes of the United States. 
There are present about 120 delegates, 
who will represent a membership of up- 
wards of 600,000 wageworkers. Although 
this figure does not show any increase in 
numerical strength, the Federation is not 
considered to be diminishing in influence.

An interview with Supt. Sanborn 
CNY, NH &H. BR. 


Quincy to Have a New Depot But 
Not Right Away. 


Gates on the Cars to be Practically 
Abolished. 


The Consolidated Road has in contem- 
plation several improvements which will 
add not only to the efficiency of the service 
but to the great convenience of the 
travelling public in this city. 

In conversation a few days ago with our 
Wollaston correspondent, Supt. Sanborn 
said that the greatest improvement con- 
templated will go into effect in a few 
days, and that is the allowing of the 
ingress and egress of passenger trains from 
either side of the cars, in other words the 
use of the gates upon the cars will be 
practically discontinued. 

This means that passengers arriving at 
Quincy from Boston can alight from the 
cars directly on the inward track,—all of 
the space opposite the depot being planked. 
This will be a greater convenience to the 
Quincy patrons than to those of Wollaston. 
At present the Quincy passengers who do 
not care to slide under the gates are com- 
pelled to alight upon the right hand or off 
side and wait for the train to pull out of 
the station before they can cross. This is 
a great inconvenience to the travelling 
public. To obviate the difficulty Supt. 
Sanborn has formulated this plan. 

In conjunction with the gate rule it may 
be well to add that Mr. Sanborn emphatic- 
ally stated that the rule forbidding a train 
to pass another train waiting at a station 
will be rigidly enforced. Any engineer 
violating it will be suspended. This rule 
has been on the books for years but so 
many accidents have occurred from people 
climbing under or over the gates when 
trains were in motion, that it has been de- 
cided to strictly enforce it and abolish the 
gates. 

As to the improvements about the Wol- 
laston station, Mr. Sanborn was especially 
enthusiastic. The present work to be un- 
dertaken there in the rebuilding of the 
Beale street bridge. This unsightly struc- 
ture is to be removed at an early date, 
possibly in the spring or before, the plans 
having been prepared, and a substantial 
bridge put in its place. The new bridge 
will be much wider than the present struc- 
ture and will be of long enough span to 
go over four tracks. From the bridge on 
the easterly side leading down to the in- 
ward track a broad staircase will be built. 
This is more especially for the convenience 
of the residents of the First and Second 
Hillis. By going to the station this way 
the hill patrons will avoid crossing the four 
tracks, 

Regarding a waiting shed upon the west- 
erly side of the tracks, Mr. Sanborn stated 
that it was now the custom to do away 
with them, the Boston and Albany having 
discontinued building them some time ago, 
At Wollaston a waiting shed would detract 
greatly from the appearance of the ap- 
proaches to the station and would be of no 
practical use, since passengers could alight 
or board a train on either side, consequent- 
ly a waiting shed will not be built. 

Although Mr. Sanborn would not state 
definitely when the two extra tracks would 
be laid, it was understood from what he 
said that the time is not far distant, and 
when this is done further improvements 
will be made about the Wollaston station. 

Regarding the Brook street extension 
and the report that the road had offered 
to assume a portion of the expense, he 
said that no such offer had been made, as 
the apportionment of the cost would be 
made by the commissioners, As to the 
story that the road had contemplated the 
constrvction of a foot way under the tracks 
opposite Brook street he also stated that 
the road had no such plan in view. 

The question of a new depot for Quincy 
was touched upon, but Mr. Sanborn,’ al- 
though admitting that a new one wou!d be 
built declined to discuss the subject. 

It will be seen from the foregoing inter- 
view that the road will spend thousands of 
dollars in improvements inthis city. It 
shows a progressive management, and one 
that will be undoubtedly appreciated by 
our citizens. When the Consolidated road 
first absorbed the Old Colony there was a 
bitter feeling along the line towards the 
new management, but as time has gone on 
and the new officials have gradually im 
proved the system, at first with con- 
siderable opposition from the patrons, the 
rough edges have been worn off and now 
there are nO warmer supporters of the 
present management that some of the 
former opponents. 

In outlining this brief plan of improve- 
ment to the citizens of Quincy, Supt. San- 
born shows that he has the prosperity of 
the city at heart and believes in its future 
development. The moving of the Wollas- 
ton depot at an expense of something like 
$2,000, and the consequent improving of 
the approaches to it, as well as to the ad- 
jacent property, was the first practical step 
in this direction. The others which are to 
follow are the four tracking of the road, 
the equipping of the two suburban tracks 
with electric motive power, and the build- 
ing of the European freight terminals at 
Squantum, will all be productive of sub- 
stantial results and add to the cily’s pros- 
perity.

PLACE FOR EACH MAN, 


Senate Chairmanships May All Be 
Filled by Republican Members. 


More Important Ones Already 
Mapped Out. 


Congress Not Likely to Selle Down Until After Lad ies | 


the Holidays. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The Republican 
caucus committee of the senate will hold 
its first formal meeting today after the 
adjournment of the senate for the purpose 
of considering the question of filling the 
committee vacancies and selecting chair- 
men of the various committees. While 
nothing has been finally agreed upon, it 
looks now as if the chairmanships of the 
more important committees would be as- 
signed as follows: 

Agriculture, Proctor; appropriations, 
Allison; coast defense, Squire; census, 
Chandler; commerce, Frye; District of 
Columbia, McMillan; finance, Morrill; 
fisheries, Perkins; foreign relations, Sher- 
man; immigration, Lodge; Indian affairs, 
Pettigrew; interstate commerce, Cullom; 
judiciary, Hoar; military affairs, Hawley; 
naval, Cameron; postoffices and post 
roads, Wolcott; printing, Hale; privileges 
and elections, Mitchell of Oregon; public 
buildings and grounds, Quay; relations 
with Canada, Carter; rules, Aldrich; terri- 
tories, Davis. 

A majority of these assignments go to 
the senators whose names are mentioned 
by virtue of seniority, but there are some 
exceptions, made necessary by the proba- 
bility of senior members receiving other 
assignments. 

Among the important chairmanships 
concerning which there is no certainty as 
yet are those of contingent expenses, 


claims, education -and labor, errolled 
bills, library, Pacific railroads, patents, 
pensions, railroads and revision of the 
laws. 


Senator Shoup is the senior Republican 
on pensions, but the probabilities are that 
he will surrender the chairmanship to 
Senator GalMinger and accept another as- 
signmenj. Senator Jones of Nevada will, 
in all probability, be returned to his old 
position on contingent expenses, notwith- 
standing his independent proclivities. 
Senator Mitchell is the only Republican 
on the committees of claims, and as he 
will probably resign his membership, it 
wili be necessary to reconstruct the com- 
mittee entirely. Senator Hansbrough 
could have the chairmanship of this com- 
mittee, but itis understood that he has 
virtually declined it. 

Further Speculation. 

There are committees on which member- 
ships are as eagerly sought as are the chair- 
manships of others. ‘These are appropria- 
tions, judiciary, finance, foreign relations 
and commerce. There has been some talk 
of increasing the last committee from 9 
members to 11, but the probabilities are 
against this. If it is not increased, and if 
the Republicans organize, Senator Brice 
will be retired from the committee and 
his place will be filled by a Republican. 
The aspirants are Senators Quay, Petti- 
grew and Perkins. 

It appears probable that the finance 
committee will be enlarged from 11 to 13 
members. In that event the Republicans 
will name Senators Cameron and Platt 
for the two places at their disposal, and 
the Democrats would probably select Sen- 
ator Daniels as their additional representa- 
tive. 

Senators Wolcott and Lodge are slated 
for foreign felations. 

The membership of the judiciary com- 
mittee has been considerably discussed. 
There are two vacancies there, and it is pos- 
sible they may be given to Senators Davis 
and Thurston, or to Thurston or some 
other new man. 

There are four places to be filled on the 
committee on commerce, but nothing is 
certain about the filling of these, 

Senator Mitchell, as chairman of the 
caucus committee, has been devoting him- 
self to procuring data for the guidance of 
the committee’s deliberations. He finds 
that there are 40 standing and 14select 
committees—the Republicans 9 and the 
Populists 6. There are 15 new Republi- 
can senators who have no coinmittee as- 
signments. In theevent of the Republi- 
cans being allowed to organize, they will 
have a chairmanship for each Republican 
senator, with one to spare, even after the 
Utah senators will have taken their seats. 

This Week In Congress, 

The probabilities are that the work in 
the senate this week will be given up 
largely to caucusing by all parties, and 
that the senate daily sessions will be brief, 
with little effort at legislation. The in- 
troduction of bills will be continued, 
though no work of consequence can be 
done until the committees are filled. 

There is nothing on the calendar except 
two speeches, one by Senator Morgan on 
the Behring sea question, and the other 
by Senator Cullom on his Monroe doc- 
trine resolution. It is understood that 
Senator Morgan will pay his respects to 
Ambassador Pauncefote and Lord Salis- 
bury. 

The house program this week is a dreary 
waste. Until the committees are ap- 
pointed, the machinery of the house is 
blocked, and nothing can be done, save by 
unanimous consent. Speaker Reed ex- 
pects to announce the committees by the 
and of the week. The indications are that 
practically nothing can be done in the 
way of the consideration of actual legisla- 
tion until after the holidays. However, 
the congressional hoppers are filling up, 
preparatory to the grinding that will fol- 
low later. Last week several hundred 
bills were introduced, and it 48 probable 
that fully as many will -be started on their 
journey to the statute books this week. 

As the president is absent on his hunt- 
ing trip, there is no probability that the 
reply of Lord Salisbury to Secretary 
Olney’s note regarding the Venezuelan 
boundary dispute, in which congress is so 
deeply interested, will be sent to the 
house this week. There may be an at- 
tempt through a resolution to procure 
from Secretary Olney the letter sent by 
him to the English premier last July, and 
Lord Salisbury’s reply received Saturday, 

The adoption of such a resolution would 
require unanimous consent, and there is 
no doubt that some friend of the admin- 
istration will object to it as lacking in 
deference to. the president in his absence, 
and the fact that Mr. Cleveland in his 
message advised copgress that he would 


send the reply to congress with a special 
message would doubtless be taken as an 
additional reason why it would not be good 
taste to make a demand on the executive 


department of the government until it 
manifested at least a disposition to send to 
congress the correspondence,

The situation here on the question of 
the extra guardships of the powers re- 
mains unchanged and continues to offera 
tribute to the powers of delay and eya- 
sion of Oriental diplomacy as practiced by 
the Turkish government.

BANK LOSES NOTHING, 


Ex-Cashier Lane Must Pay the Pen- 
alty For His Foolishness, 


He Depended Upon Promises 
Which Were Broken. 


Appears to Have Had the Greatest Faith In 
Moore’s Integrity. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Dec, 10.—Judge 
Nathan P. Hunt, the president of the 
Merchants’ National bank, has made the 
following statement: 

“Last summer, soon after I was elected 
president of the Merchants’ National 
bank, I discovered that Dr. Joseph C. 
Moore was “kiting” checks through the 
institution, and at once notified him and 
the cashier that it must be stopped. Later 
on we received from him for credit to his 
account many checks which were pro- 
tested, and on Sept. 23 voted to close Dr. 
Moore’s account and have no more busi- 
ness with him, of which action he was in- 
formed in writing, and Mr. Lane, the 
cashier, was told orally, 

“We supposed this ended our business 
transactions with him, and congratulated 
ourselves that we had closed it without 
loss. On Novy. 5, when Mr, Heard, the 
National bank examiner, appeared to 
make the usual examination, Mr. Lane 
called me aside and told me that instead 
of having about $44,000 to our credit in the 
National Bank of Redemption in Boston, 
as our books showed, and as we supposed, 
our account there was slightly overdrawn. 

“He then said he had used the money in 
cashing Dr. Moore’s paper, and explained 
that the doctor came to him with a check 
for $1000, which he paid and sent to Bos- 
ton to be credited to our account there. 
This check was protested, and of course 
charged against us and then sent back to 
us. When Mr. Lane received it, instead 
of entering it upon our books against our 
Boston deposit, he laid it in a drawer, and 
upon Dr. Moore’s assurance that he would 
take care of it in a few days, left it there. 

“A few days later Moore appeared with 
& much larger check which he assured 
Lane would be paid, and exchanged it for 
the first one, receiving the balance in 
cash. This, too, came back protested, 
and went into the cashier’s private 
drawer. Beginning in this way, Lane 
continued to cash Moore’s checks at the 
expense of the Boston funds, and to con- 
ceal it by neglecting to enter the transac- 
tion on our books, until thé arrival of Ex- 
aminer Heard, whom he knew would go 
to Boston to verify the Redemption bank 
account, when the 

Deficiency Amounued to $44,000, 

“This has been paid on Dr. Moore s re- 
peated promises, and Mr. Lane’s own hope 
and expectation that the full amount 
would be repaid and he could make good 
the shortage. Since that time something 
over $2000 has been paid on the protested 
checks, and Mr, Lane’s loss reduced that 
amount. 

‘He at once resigned his position as 
cashier and transferred to the bank all his 
property, which was sufficient to make 
good the bank’s loss, and the institution 
has not suffered a penny by his terrible 
mistake. Mr. Lane had the entire confi- 
dence of our board, as he had of the whole 
community, and we shall have perfect 
faith in his honesty, which has been 
proved by a long life of integrity; but, of 
course, he could not retain his position as 
cashier after what has happened. 

“We know he did not, could not, ex- 
pect to profit a dollar by what he did, and 
he has our sympathy in the condition in 
which he has placed himself to accom- 
modate another. It is understood that he 
is now penniless, and how much, if any- 
thing, he will be able to recover from the 
wreck of his fortune through Moore's 
ability and willingness to discharge his 
obligation is of course a matter of con- 
jecture.” 

It is probable that Lane may be prose- 
cuted by United States District Attorney 
Branch for presenting two false returns 
to the comptroller of currency relative to 
the Merchants’ National bank. The comp- 
troller notified Bank Examiner Heard to 
begin an investigation, and Dr. Moore's 
checks will figure in the alleged false re- 
turns. It is natural, then, that Lane will 
be prosecuted, although he will probably 
be lightly dealt with on account of his re- 
imbursement to the bank. 

Moore In Custody. 

The announcement that Dr. Moore has 
been delivered into the custody of the 
sheriff created a decided sensation in this 
city. 

Moore was taken into custody at the in- 
stance of his bondsmen, Roger G. Sallivan 
and Hiram D. Upton. They are his bonds- 
men to the extent of $10,000 on the two 
indictments in the cases growing out of 
the smash of the People’s Fire Insurance 
company and the Derryfield Savings bank. 
The circumstances attending the down- 
fall of the financial institution with which 
he was connected are still fresh in the 
minds of the people, and a crisis in his 
career was not unexpected by many. His 
alleged dealings with Cashier Lane, 
whereby the latter was compelled to make 
good over $40,000 worth of Moore's paper, 
which was deposited with the Merchants’ 
National bank, have been the subject of 
widespread comment. 


Result of Brockton Investigation. 

BROCKTON, Mass., Dec. 10.—The mem- 
bers of the board of aldermen appointed a 
committee of the whole to investigate the 
police department of this city reported 
last night that they found no evidence to 
show that any person or persons had re- 
ceived money for allowing illegal liquor 
selling. The report stated that the evi- 
dence showed that the law had not been 


prosecuted without warning. The com- 
mittee recommended that the department 
be reorganized and a new set of rules 
adopted. It was also found that members 
of the department had testified falsely 
during the investigation. 


Shrouded In Mystery. 

PoRTLAND, Me., Dec. 10.—Mrs. Ellen 
Dolly and her son Warren, who live in 
Windham, have been arrested as wit- 
nessesin the case of Rose Dolly, who is 
suspected of having murdered her child 
in Leighton’s woods at Prides Corner.

Rose is in hiding with the infant, and 
that the sheriff has been led astray by 
other persons who are more implicated in 
the mystery of Prides Corner than she is. 


Gilbert’s Doom. 

Boston, Dec. 10.—The full bench of the 
supreme judicial court of the common- 
wealth yesterday handed down a decision 
dismissing the application for a new trial 
of Angus D. Gilbert, the murderer of 
Alice Sterling. Gilbert was convicted last 
summer of murder in the first degree. 
The murder was committed last spring. 
The victim, a girl 10 years old, was killed 
with an ax and her body buried in a 
manure heap under a stable at Savin Hill, 
Dorchester. Gilbert was at once arrested 
two days after, and a complete web was 
woven about him. As he is a British sub- 
ject, he will probably ask the English 
government to interfere. 


Typhoid Still Raging. 

PROVIDENCE, Dec. 10.—Five new cases 
of typhoid fever were reported here yes- 
terday. Milkman Arnold, in whose milk 
the germs were found, is seriously sick 
with the disease. It has been discovered, 
it is said, that the milk sold by him was 
diluted with water, and an analysis of the 
water will be made at once. Thus far 36 
cases and 5 deaths have resulted from 
fever since its discovery. 


Heroic Action. 

LYNN, Mass., Dec. 10.—Rev. J. O. 
Kuowles was painfully burned about the 
head and hands yesterday while rescuing 
Mrs. Noah Lord, a helpless invalid, from 
a fire in her house. Mr. Knowles was 
passing Mrs. Lord's house, when his at- 
tention was attracted to the flames. He 
found the helpless woman nearly suffo- 
cated, but by heroic efforts saved her life. 


For Social Purity. 

Boston, Dec. 10.—The American Purity 
alliance conference opened in this city last 
night. Rey. Mr. Sabine read a paper on 
“Social Vice and National Decay.” Other 
papers were read by Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe, on ‘Moral Equality Between the 
Sexes,’ and William L. Garrison of this 
city, on “The Relation of Poverty and 
Purity.”

Warm weather and 
the dullness in trade are said to have been 
the cause of the trouble.

Soon after we commenced printing this 
edition yeaterday afternoon, the engine 
which runs our presses gave out, and «most 
of the papers were not printed until eauly 
Wednesday morning. 


THERE ARE many candidates for the 
Presidency of the Council, at least many 
names that are mentioned as candidates. 
These include Messrs. Bryant, Claflin, An- 
dersop, Pinkham, Rice and Holt, and per- 
haps others. With so many aspirants it 
would not be surprising if there was a dead- 
lock Jan. 6, for twelve votes or a majority 
of all the Council will be necessary fora 
choice. The new Council will be composed 
of seventeen Republicans and six Demo- 
crats, but as in the mun.cipal election, 
politics will not count, unless a caucus is 
held and a dozen Republicans agree to 
abide by~the result. It does not appear 
now that any candidate commands twelve 
Republican votes ; in fact some Repabli- 
cans are in favor of Mr. Claflin or Mr. Rice 
as against Mr. Bryant, Anderson or Pink- 
ham. Against a caucus nominee it is said 
the six Democrats might vote for another 
Republican, unless they saw that they had 
the balance of power and might later elect 
one of their number. In recent organiza- 
tions of the Council, the Democrats al- 
though in the minority have dictated the 
choice of President and that of 1896 may 
be no exception. 


By THE report of the Water Commis- 
sioners to the Council at the last meeting 
it was shown that the extensions asked 
would yield but a small per cept. on the 
outlay.

Components, 


The Variation of Accessory Ingredi- 
t nts is Great and Determine Character.

The LEDGER continues today the report 
of the government on “Stone Industry.” 
[t is valuable information which should be 
in the possession of Quincy manufacturers 
and granite workers: 

Components of Granite. 

The essential components of the true 
granite are guartzand feldspar. Quite a 
number of other minerals are, however, to 
be found in the granites, and these have 
been classified by Mr. G. P. Merrill, in the 
Tenth Census report on stone, as follows: 

Essential, — Quartz, Feldspar (Orthc- 
clase, Microcline, Albite, Oligoclase, Lab- 
radorite.) 

Characterizing Accessories,—Mica (Mus- 
covite, Biotite, Phlogopite, Lepidolite, ) 
Hornblende, Pyroxene, Epidote, Chlorite, 
Tourmaline, Acmite. 

Microscopic acceszories,--Sphene, Z rcon, 
Garnet, Danalite, Rutile, Apatite, Pyrite, 
Pyrrhotite, Magnetite, Hematite, Titanic 
iron. 

Decomposition products,— Chlorite, Epi- 
dote, Uralite, Kaolin, Iron oxides, Calcite, 
Muscovite, 

Inclosures in cavilies,—Water, Carbon 
dioxide, Sodium chloride, Potassium cbl- 
ride. 

The following statements relative to the 
minerals to be found in granites isa con- 
densed abstract of matter contained in the 
Tenth Census repoit on stone, referred to 
above: 

Of tbe two essential minerals, quartz and 
feldspar, the former is invariable in compo- 
sition; but in the form of particles and in 
appearauce it is quite variable. As is 
evident from the enumeration of the var- 
ious kinds of feldspar already given, there 
is much latitude for differences in gravites, 
due to the feldspathic constituent. Ac- 
cording to the kinds of feldspar present, 
the granite shows a number of variations 
in color, which may be due to the color of 
the feldspar itself or to its transparent or 
semitransparent character, and its conse- 
quent effect upon light. Red and pink 
granites owe their color to the feldspars 
contained in them; dark effects in granite 
are sometimes caused by the absorption of 
light effected by transparent crystals of 
feldspar. 
always much the same, that of the feld- 
spars is subject to considerable variation in 
its resistance to the stonecutter’s tools. 

The variation in the amounts and the 
kinds of accessory ingredients is great, 
and these determine very largely the clar- 
acter of the stone as to its resistence to dis- 
integrating agencies, its strength, its color, 
and its hscrp ibility to ornamentation or 


polish. Of these accessories mica is the} 
White muscovite gives a} £°** 


most common. 
light effect to the stone, butif it appears 
in the form of black biotite the granite is 
dark in general tone. Much iaterest 
attaches to mica as a granitic constituent, 
for, while its color effect may be very at- 
tractive, it does not polish so well as the 
other constituents, nor does it retain polish 
so well, frequently becoming dull on ex- 
posure. In stone for polishing the manner 
of occurence of the mica particles is of im- 
portance as well as their amount. Numer- 


ous fine particles are less objectionable, if | Who 


scattered promiscuonsly, than are occa- 
sionally occurring larger crystals. 

Mica is frequently replaced wholly or in 
part by the minerals hornblende and 
pyroxene. Both minerals are fequently 
present in the same rock. Hornblende is 
more desirable than mica asa constituent 
of granite, having cleavage ia two planes 
instead of one, as in mica, and polishing 
much more easily. Pyroxene is more brittle 
than hornblende, and is therefore liable to 
break out in polishing, leaving little pi's 
which mar the surface. The presence of 
pyroxene in granite is sometimes a scurce 
of much vexation to the quarryman and 
stonecutter. Of the three minerals, mica, 
hornblende, and pyroxene, the second is, 
all things considered, the most desirable as 
a constituent of granite.

A Legend of the Mistictoe, 

A myth of the middle ages says that 
before the crucifixion of Christ the mis- 
tletoe was a forest tree; but, owing to 
its supplying the wood for the cross, it 
fell into disgrace and became a mere 
parasite as a lasting memorial of its 
ignominions use. 

If from folklore and myth we turn to 
philology, we find another point of in- 
terest in this associate of the Christmas 
feast. Its name consistsof two words, 
‘‘mistle’’? and ‘‘toe.’’ The former of 
these comes from ‘‘mist,’’ an Anglo-

In ‘‘toe’’ a final n is dropped, and the 
syllable represents the Anglo-Saxon 
‘‘tan,”’? a twig, so that the whole word 
is equivalent to bird lime twig and is so 
called from the viscid matter which sur- 
rounds the seed witbin the berry.

You may omit the hol- 
ly, even the mistletoe, but the Christ- 
mas tree is as essential an attribute to 
a ‘‘real live’’ Yuletide as the turkey or 
plum pudding.

CHRISTMAS HOLLY. 


HISTORY OF THE PRESIDING PLANT 
OF A JOYFUL SEASON. 


Its Use Im Decoration of Great Antiquity. 
Sprigs Used In Churches Supposed to 
Bring Good Luck — Mistletoe of the 
Druids—Why Holly Berries Are Red. 


Holly belongs to that evergreen flora 
which antedates the glacial period in 
this northern hemisphere. It is a plant 
which vigor enough to stand 
by its ancestral habits, rather than con- 
form to the deciduous customs of a new- 
er generation which owes its prosperity 
to its time serving propensity. It is one 
of the genus ilex, some of which, like 
members of the ‘‘ancient regime’’ of 
France, have adopted plebeian habits 
and have begun to shed their leaves an- 
pually. No less than 150 species make 
up the genus, and only a minority now 
inhabit what is at present called the 
temperate zone. The majority are found 
in, the tropical regions of Asia and 
America. Europe possesses one sole sur- 
vivor of that miocene flora which re- 
sembled the forms now met with in 
Asiatic and South American forests. 
This is the well known European holly. 
The United States of America has at 
least ten representatives, six of which 
have conformed to the deciduons habits 
of recent times. Only one of these, how- 
ever, concerns us now, and that one is 
called the American holly. The Enu- 
ropean holly is Ilex aquifolium; the 
American holly is Ilex opaca. Donubt- 
less it was the former of these which 
was invested with the right to preside 
over the decorations of the Christmas 
feast, but that honor hasrightfully been 
transferred on this side of the Atlantic 
to the latter form, although the leaves 
of opaca are not so glossy, nor its ber- 
ties so brilliantly scarlet, as those of its 
sister plant. 

The use of holly in Christmas decora- 
tion is of great antiquity, and probably 
is merely a continnation of the Roman 
customs of pre-Christmas times, for it 
was held by Rome in such esteem that 
wreaths of holly were used as symbols 
of congratulation at weddings. The an- 
cient Teutons also hung up branches of 
evergreens—of which holly was the com- 
monest—in their houses, as places of 
shelter for the sylvan spirits during the 
cold weather. It was natural, therefore, 
that when Christians began to decorate 
home and chyrch for their religious fes- 
tivals they should use the plants they 
had been accustomed to in other days. 
It was in this way doubtless that certain 
plants became associated with certain 
seasons. Holly and ivy apparently were 
accepted without reservation, and their 
use became universal, and now a cele- 
bration of Christmas without one or 
both of these would be an anomaly. 

Some plants do not seem to have been 
accepted with equal favor. There is the 
‘*baleful’’ mistletoe, provocative of the 
dangerous habit of kissing, which the 
doctors are trying to break up by disclos- 
ing what terrible microbes are com- 
municable in the operation. To quote 
the historian of Christmas at Brace- 
bridge Hall: ‘‘On reaching the church 
porch we found the parson rebuking the 
gray headed sexton for having used mis- 
tletoe among the greens with which the 
church was decorated. It was, he ob- 
served, an unholy plant, profane by 
haying been used by the Drnids in their 
mystic ceremonies, and though it might 
be innocently employed in the festive 
ornamenting of halls and kitchens, yet 
it had been deemed by the fathers of the 
church as unhballowed and totally unfit 
for sacred purposes. So tenacious was 
he on this point that the poor sexton 
was obliged to strip down a great part 
of the humble trophies of his taste be- 
fore the parson would consent to enter 
upon the service of the day.’’ So the 
mistletoe, sacred among the Druids, is 
rejected, but ivy, sacred to Bacchus, is 
accepted. 

Holly which has been used for the 
decoration of churches is highly valued 
in Worcestershire and Herefordshire, and 
a@ small piece with its scarlet berries is 
treasured because it issupposed to bring 
good luck for the ensuing year. In Rut- 
land, another English county, they say 
itis unlucky to bring any holly at all 
into the house before Christmas eve. 
Some varieties of European holly are 
much more prickly than others. The 
amooth are called ‘‘she holly’’ and the 
prickly ‘‘he holly.’’ According as one or 
other predominated in the decoratian, 
gay the wise in such matters, so the 
wife or husband will rule the house 


during the year. A careful selection by | "==

NOT WISE OR PROPER. 


What Senator Morgan Thinks of the 


“Lump Sum” Agreement, 


Further Figuring on the Sena- 
torial Committees. 


Populists Have No Objections to Republicans 
Assuming Control. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The house held 
another short session yesterday, and de- 
voted most of its time to discussing the 
appolntment of house officers. 

Resolutions were presented by the Re- 
publicans calling for the correspondence 
in the Waller case; for lists of pensioners 
who have been stricken from the rolls 
since March 4, 1893, or reduced, and for 
Secretary Smith’s reasons for an order 
affecting the action of the land offices in 
connection with the perfecting of titles 
to Pacific railroad grant lands in Utah 
and Nebraska—but all were objected to 
by Democrats. An effort to have printed 
in The Record the memorial of the Na- 
tional Wool Growers’ association for 
higher rates met the same fate. 

A large number of bills were introduced, 
the most important of which were: By 
Senator Berry, to provide a territorial 
form of government for Indian Territory, 
with the usual staff of territorial officers, 
the territory to take the name of Indianola; 
by Senator Palmer, giving a uniform pen- 
sion of $50 a month to all who lost a hand 
or footin the late war and $60 to those 
who lost an entire limb; by Senator Allen, 
disfranchising any citizen of the United 
States who shall solicit or accept a title, 
patent of nobility or degree of honor from 
a foreign nation, and punishing this act 
as acrime by both fine and imprisonment. 

In a letter sent to the house, congress 
was asked to appropriate $50,000 in con- 
nection with the survey of the boundary 
lite between Alaska and British Colum- 
bia. This amount is asked in view of the 
possible nec. ssity of running definite 
lines of demarcation on the Upper Yukon, 
and providing “or the contingency of sur- 
veys which may be required along the 
boundary in unforeseen localities, 

Morgan and Behring Sea. 

The feature of the senate was a speech 
by Senator Morgan of Alabama, chair- 
man of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, and a member of the Bebring sea 
tribunal, upon a resolution offered by him 
last week instructing the foreign rela- 
tiors committee to investigate the ques- 
tion of the liability of the United States 
for seizures of British ships in Behring 
sea in 1800. Mr. Morgan took the position 
in the last congress that the settlement of 
the claims by the payment of a lump sum 
of $425,000, as recommended by the presi- 
dent, was not either wise or proper. 


SENATOR JOHN T. MORGAN, 


His remarks on that occasion were the 
subject of some sarcastic comment from 
the British ambassador here in the latter’s 
official correspondence with Lord Kim- 
berly. The correspondence was printed 
recently fromthe British Blue Book, and 
most of Mr. Morgan’s speech was devoted 
to paying his respects to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote. His resolution, which was as 
follows, was unanimously adopted at the 
closing of his speech: 

Resolved, That the message of the president 
received by the senate on Feb. 13, 1895, and his 
message read in the senate today (meaning 
Dec. 3), relating to the payment by the United 
States of the claims of Great Britain arising 
out of the Behring sea controversy, be referred 
tothe committee on foreign relations, with in- 
structions that said committee examine into 
the question of such liability on the part of 
Great Britain or Canada arising out of said 
controversy, and that said committee shall 
have authority to report by bill or otherwise. 

Committee Guesses. 


The Republican caucus’ committee of 
the senate was in session for three hours 
yesterday, but adjourned without com- 
pleting its assignment of committee mem- 
bership. The work accomplished is only 
tentative, but so far as it has progressed it 
has confirmed the forecast of chairman- 
ship assignments previously sent out, 

In addition to these places, it is now 
practically decided that Senator Teller 
will become chairman of the committee 
on claims, Senator Hansbrough on library, 
Senator Gallinger on pensions and Sen- 
ator Shoup on patents. There has been 
an exchange of places by which Senator 
Cameron takes &@ membership place on 
foreign relations and Senator Wolcott the 
place on finance, which was conceded to 
Mr. Cameron before he announced his in- 
tention not to stand for re-electiun to the 
senate. There is a probability that this 
committee will be increased by the addi- 
tion of only one member. This increase 
isto be made to give the Republicans an 
opportunity to put a silver man and an 
anti-silver man on the committee. Sen- 
ator Jones of Nevada is to be allowed to 
retain his place, but as a Populist and not 
as a Republican, as heretofore. 

This arrangement will give the Repub- 
licans 6 members, the Democrats 5 and the 
Populists i. On financial questions the 
committee will stand 7 to 5 in favor of 
silver. It is about settled that the appro- 
priations committee will also be increased 
from 9to 11 members. This will enable 
Senator Brice to retain his place on the 
committee, and will give the Republicuns 
two appointments there. Senator Petti- 
grew will receive one of these, and the 
other will go either to Senator Quay or to 
a Pacific coast man. 

The six members of the Democratic 
senatorial caucus committee also held a 
meeting for the consideration of the sit- 
uation, but decided not to attempt to out- 
line any definite plan of action until the 
committee should be filled. 

The Populists probably will retain their 
present chairmanships so far as they have 
them, Stewart remaining at the head of 
mines and mining, Allen of forest reserva- 
tionsand Pelfer of the comuittee to ex-

A One-Sided Report. 

RoE, Dec. 10.—News was received here 
yesterday from General Baratiteri, the 
commander of the Italian troops in Abys- 
sinia, announcing what appears to be a 
serious disaster to the Italian forces oper- 
ating against King Menelik. He cabled 
that the king’s army, numbering about 
20,000 men, surprised and surrounded on 
Sunday five companies of Italian troops, 
under Major Toselli, at Ambalagi. An- 
other body of Italian troops, under the 
command of General Arimondi, advanced 
to the support of Major Toselli, but they 
were stopped by the enemy. A severe 
battle was subsequently fought, and the 
result was not made known here. The 
official dispatches say that the losses of 
the Abyssinians were heavy, but no news 
was furnished concerning the fate of 
Major Toselli’s command, and nothing 
was said about the losses of the Italians, 


Voting In Massachusetts Cities. 

Boston, Dec. 10.—The municipal cam- 
paign in 10 Massachusetts cities closed 
last night and today the voters are declar- 
ing their choice for mayor, aldermen, 
councilmen, members of the school com- 
mittee and minor officers. The question 
of license or no license will also be de- 
cided upon. The campaign in this city 
has been the most stubbornly contested 
one conducted for many years. Additional 
importance is added to today’s election in 
this city by the fact that the mayor and 
city government will be elected for two 
years, the first time that the two-year 
term has been adopted in this city. Both 
sides claim to be sure of success, 


Today Settles it 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The national 
Republican committee met today at the 
Arlington hotel to select the time and 
place for holding the national convention 
next year. Each rival city has taken head- 
quarters at the hotel and is being boomed 
with great diligence. Each offers to pay 
off the debts of the national committee, 
and besides offers a separate and superior 
set of qualifications and advantages, both 
sentimental, material and geographical. 
The question of candidates does not ap- 
pear to enter into the question of the 
choice of the convention city. It looks 
now as though St. Louis would be se- 
lected. 

A Second Confession. 

BIDDEFORD, Me., Dec. 10.—Alfred J. 
Hurd made a second confession yesterday, 
saying that he struck his father on the 
head twice with an ax instead of once. 
He heard the old man groan, and think- 
ing he was not dead, got a razor and 
slashed his throat from ear to ear. He 
emphatically stated that he was fully 
dressed when he committed the deed, but 
only a drop of blood was found on his 
clothing, and that was on his undercloth- 
ing. 

Will Be Appreciated. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The postoffice 
department will soon make a change in 
the postal service between New York and 
Boston that will give each city materially 
earlier service. The New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad has sub- 
mitted a proposition to forward the mails 
on trains leaving each city at 11 o’clock at 
night and arriving at destination at 5:30 
a.m. This plan will be put into opera- 
tion at once. 


Considered Cieveland’s Message. 

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—In the relchstag yes- 
terday the minister of foreign — affairs 
made a statement on President Cleve- 
land’s message to congress. He denied 
that there was any differential treatment 
in Germany of American cattle and in- 
surance companies, and urged the house 
not to be intimidated by threats of re- 
prisals, 


Financiers on Trial. 

PHILADELPHIA, Deo. 10.—Charles W. 
Raymond, ex-president; Edward M. Ray- 
mond, ex-cashier, and Joseph Raymond, 
formerly adirector of the defunct Mid- 
dletown National bank, were placed on 
trial yesterday on the charge of misappro- 
priating funds of the bank. The money 
involved amounts to nearly $200,000. 


Losing No Time. 

St. Louis, Dec. 10.—Manager Lewis of 
the Southern hotel received telegrams 
from Thomas B. Reed and William Ms- 
Kinley, yesterday, asking that rooms be re- 
served for their respective delegations 
should St. Louis be decided upon as the 
place to hold the next Republican na- 
tional convention. 


Unevenly Distributed. 
MILWAUKEE, Dec. 10.—The will of Peter 
MoGeoch, filed yesterday, disposes of an 
estate of from $550,000 to $1,000,000 to his 
two daughters and gon. His widow gets 
the sum of $25,000 in fulfillment of an 
ante-nuptial agreement with her. 


Severe Damage by Storm. 

BERLIN, Des. 10.—The gale is causing 
immense damage in this vicinity. ‘Trees 
have been uprooted, hayracks destroyed 
and houses unroofed and ruined. The 
damage will amount to hundreds of 
thousands of marks. 


Peace Prevails. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Venezuelan 
minister here has received a cablegram 
from Caracas stating that the revolution 
has been quelled, and that perfect peace 
prevails throughout the republic of Vene- 
zuela.

under the auspices of the Amerisan Fed- 
eration of Labor, Samuel Gompers pre- 
siding. 

Mr. Gompers made a short address, in 
which he said that the objects of the con- 
vention of the American Federation of 
Labor were to bring unity of action be- 
tween trades unions of the country and 
to decide what would be the best in the 
interest of the toilers of the country. The 
workers of the land might feel discouraged 
at times at the seeming slow progress 
made, but if a look back were taken it 
would be seen that progress had been 
made from the days of serfdom, till now 
the men and women who would be en- 
tirely free could at last swing their ban- 
ners to the breeze and bid deflance to the 
enemies of organized labor. The most 
lasting progress made is that established 
by the trades unions of the world: 

The chairman then introduced John 
McBride, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, who said: ‘The trade 
union movement will force recognition by 
its earnestness and energy. ‘The work 
of the unions has been a wonderful and 
successful one, and today receives more 
recognition from the public and press 
than ever before. Conditions are chang- 
ing, and the labor union will change as 
often as the conditions warrant and the 
will of the people demand. While we 
may disagree as to the methods, we all 
agree to the ends or objects of the unions. 
We all agree that there are too many 
palaces, and if not too many palaces, at 
least too many hovels; if not too much 
wealth, too much poverty; if not toomany 
schools, still too much illiteracy; if not 
too many luxurious homes, at least too 
many alleys and tenements. 

“The system that the few are enriched 
at the expense of the many obtains in 
this country, and the wrong is increasing. 
It isan unequal distribution of wealth— 
the concentration of power in the hands 
of the few at the expense of the many, 
and is the greatest crime of the 19th cen- 
tury. In proper comparision with the 
wealth of the country, American labor is 
more poorly paid than that of any other 
country, and in no other country is cap- 
ital more highly rewarded.” 

John B. Lennon, treasurer of the Fed- 
eration of Labor, was the next speaker in- 
troduced. ‘‘We have passed through a 
period of unusual industrial depression,” 
said Mr. Lennon, “and yet the trades 
unions have stood as a solid wall against 
the indiscriminate reduction of wages by 
manufacturers and employers through- 
out the country. The trades unions have 
done more for the bettering of the condi- 
tion of its members than has any other 
organization on earth.” 

“Labor Trust” Advocated. 

James O'Connell, president of the In- 
ternational Machinists’ association, made 
a short address, in which he told of the 
work of the unions in keeping down the 
abuses of the factories and sweat shops. 
It was organization that was power. In- 
dividual action might be powerless, but in 
organization—perfect organization—was 
the power which could oppose militia, 
federal troops, federal courts and a federal 
president. Why cannot labor have a 
trust, as have the coal barons and mag- 
nates of the Standard Oil company, who 
own the earth? 

Henry Weissman was the next speaker. 
He was greeted with astorm of mingled 
hisses, applause and cheers. Some one 
called for three cheers in a regular way, 
and they were given so that the arches rang 
with them. 

“Iam proud of the enemies I have made,” 
began Mr. Weissman. “It is a source of 
uncommon pleasure to me tobe able to 
greet the delegates of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in this city. I want to 
show certain of those here that neither Gom- 
pers nor Weissman nor any others whom 
they have chosen to hate can control the 
American Federation of Labor. Every 
sentiment should be tolerated in the Fed- 
eration. There are few men on this plat- 
from who are better socialists than the 
man whois now addressing you. I main- — 
tain that it is a disgrace that the socialists ae 


in this Federation cannot put aside their 
intolerance.

Murderer Harry Hayward, 


Hanged For the Murder of 


Catherine Ging. 


Sequel to a Tragedy Which Startled the Whole 


United States. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Deo, 11.—With the ut- 
most nonchalance Harry Hayward walked 


to the gallows early this morning and 


was launched into eternity for the murder 
of Catherine Ging, thus ending one of the 
most sensational tragedies in tho history 


of the northwest. 


EARRY HAYWARD. 

Alayward’s swell dinner, the “last sup- 
per,”’ as he profanely expressed it, waa 
served according to his desire, shortly af- 
ter 10 o'clock last night, and he partook of 
it with apparent relish. 

During the evening Hayward held a 
lengthy conversation with his attendants, 
and laughed and joked on the subject of 
his approaching execution. 

It being his last night, he was allowed 
quite a privilege and was continually sur- 
rounded by friends. He was gay and 
jovial all the time. He passed cigars 
around freely and talked about his great 
meal, The toast he proposed at his dinner 
was: ‘‘Here’s to the girl who loves me, 


and to the girls whom I love.”

CATHERINE GING. 

On the evening of Dec. 3, 1894, a little 
after 8 o'clock, the dead body of Miss 
Catherine Ging, a well-known dressmaker 
of this city, was found lying by the side 
of the lonely road that skirts Lake Cal- 
houn, one of the favored summer drives, 
but less used in December. An hour be- 
fore, she had taken from the Goodman 
stables a buggy and what has now become 
famous as the ‘‘buckskin”’ horse, and had 
driven away, unaccompanied. 

Soon after 8 o'clock her dead body was 
found, and at about the same time the 
horse came trotting into the stable alone 
and with no indications of having run 
away. At firstit had been thought that 
there had been a fatal runaway. The bat- 
tered condition of the head seemed to 
point that way, but the coroner soon 
found a bullet wound in the back of the 
head, and it became a question of murder 
or suicide. 

Harry Hayward's first appearance in the 
matter was at midnight on the night of 
the murder, when he came to police head- 
quarters and expressed his belief that the 
woman had been murdered, explaining 
that he believed that it was the scheme of 
some unknown person to ‘‘do” him out of 
several thousands of insurance money 
from policies Miss Ging- had assigned to 
him as security for loans.

IMPEACHMENT ASKED, 


Ambassador Bayard Is Accused of 
High Crimes and Misdemeanors, 


Proceedings Formally Begun 
by Congressman Barrett. 
‘ 


Based on Recent Remarks Made Before 
Audiences of Britishers. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. — Ambassador 
Bayard’s recent utterances formed the 
target at which Representatives McCall 
and Barrett fired their first shots in the 
house yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Barrett threw a bombshell into the 
house soon after it convened yesterday, by 
offering a resolution impeaching Thomas 
F. Bayard, ex-secretary of state and now 
United States ambassador to the court of 
St. James, for high crimes and misde- 
meanors. 

Mr. McCall had introduced the resolu- 
tion of inquiry asking the committee on 
foreign affairs to look the matter up, as 
he had announced a month or more ago 
in Boston that he would do. McCall's 
resolution read as follows: 

Whereas, Thomas F. Bayard, the ambassa- 
dor of the United States to Great Britain, is 
reported by the London Times newspaper to 
have said in a public speech delivered in Bos- 
ton, Eng., on the 2d day of August, 1896, “The 
president stood in the midst of a strong, self- 
confident and oftentimes violent people, men 
who sought a real man to govern the people 
of the United States,” and 

Whereas, said Bayard is further reported by 
the press of this country to have said, in a pub- 
lic speech delivered in Edinburgh, Scot., on 
the 7th day of November, 1895, “In my coun- 
try I have witnessed the insatiable growth of 
aform of socialism, styled protection, which 
has done more to corrupt public life, to banish 
men of independent mind from public councils 
and to lower the tone of national representa- 
tion than any other single cause. Protection, 
now controlling the sovereign power of taxa 
tion, has been perverted from its proper func- 
tions of creating revenue to support the gov- 
ernment into an engine of selfish profit, allied 
with combinations called trusts. It thus has 
sapped the popular conscience by giving cor- 
rupting largess to special classes, and it throws 
legislation into the political market, where 
jobbers and chafferers take the place of states- 
men ;” and 

Whereas, it is none of the functions of an 
ambassador to insult the country to which he 
is accredited by the people he is supposed to 
represent, and it is consistent neither with 
the character of the office nor with the dig- 
nity and independence of the people of the 
United States that their ambassadors abroad 
should made violent partisan speeches on 
questions relating to our domestic policy upon 
foreign soil; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the president be, and he 
hereby is, requested to inform the house of 
representatives, if not incompatible with the 
public interests, what steps, if any, he has 
taken to ascertain whether said Bayard made 
said speeches, andif he has ascertained that 
he did make said speeches, what steps, if any, 
he has taken to recall or to censure said Bay- 
ard. 

Barrett's Bomb. 

Mr. Barrett's move then created a pro- 
found sensation. Ona question of privi- 
lege he introduced resolutions of impeach- 
ment, which were objected to by Mr. 
Crisp on a pointof order. The speaker 
overruled Crisp, and Barrett proceeded to 
say: 

“The resolutions offered by my colleague 
reiterate in epitome the charges against 
the present ambassador of the United 
States. But there is another statement 
made by Mr. Bayard, in which he refers to 
the American people as an unruly and 
turbulent people, needing the strong hand 
of acertain man, to wit, Grover Cleve- 
land, to keep them in subjection.” 

Following is the Barrett resolution: 

I do impeach Thomas F. Bayard, United 
States ambassador to Great Britain, of high 
crimes and misdemeanors on the following 
grounds: 

Whereas, the following report of a speech 
delivered before the Edinburg Philosophical 
institution by Hon. Thomas F. Bayard, am- 
bassador of the United States of America at 
the court of Great Britain, is published in The 
London News under date of Nov. 8, 1895. 

He then quoted a dispatch containing 
the report of the speech and comment, and 
closed as follows: 

And, whereas, such reflections on the gov- 
ernment policy and people of the United States 
by an ambassador of the United States in a 
foreign country and before a foreign audience 
is manifestly in serious disregard of the pro- 
prieties and obligations which should be ob- 
served by an official representative of the 
United States abroad, and calculated to injure 
our national reputation; therefore be it 

Resolved, By the house of Representatives, 
that the committee on foreign affairs be di- 
rected to ascertain whether such statements 
have been publicly/made, and if so, to report 
to the house such action by impeachment or 
otherwise as shall be proper in the premises, 
For the purpose of this inquiry, the committee 
is authorized to send for persons and papers. 

Several congressmen offered arguments 
pro and con on the subject, and altogether 
arather breezy session was the result of 
Mr. Barrett's resolution, 

At 2:45 Barrett began the closing speech 
of the fight, in which he discussed the 
aspersion upon his motives which had 
been made in the debates when McCall's 
resolutions were denied consideration by 
unanimous consent. Barrett felt called 
upon to complete the attention of the 
house through an impeachment proceed- 
ing. 

Mr. Cannon's amendment to strike out 
the words “by impeachment or other- 
wise” was agreed to, and the resolution 
as thus amended was adopted without a 
division. A number of Democrats were 
observed to vote aye, and but few noes 
were heard. 

The speaker stated that by consent the 
preamble to the resolution would be con- 
sidered withdrawn. 


Agreements Ignored. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—It is possible that.a 
big open reduction in freight rates be- 
tween Chicago and the Atlantic seaboard 
may be made within the next few days. 
All sorts of cut rates are now in effect. 
The agreement of the Central Traffic asso- 
ciation lines to maintain rates seems to be 
a dead letter already. 


Struck Telephone Pole. 

BATTLE CREEK, Mich., Dec. 11.—A large 
party was coasting on Barbour’s hill last 
night, when a pair of bobs, in charge of 
John Webber, with six persons on the 
sled, collided with a_ telephone pole. 
Everyone was badly hurt. Two may die. 


Bradley In Office.

BUT ONE BIDDER. 


Reorganization Committee Buys the Afchison 
Road For $60,000,000. 

ToPEKA, Dec. 11.—Edward King of New 
York, acting for the reorganization com- 
mittee, yesterday bid in the entire system 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
railroad, which was sold at public auction 
here under decree of the United States 
circuit court on Aug. 25 last. Sixty mil- 
lion dollars was the price paid. 

At 2:30 o’clock Special Master in Chan- 
cery Johnson quickly, and without any 
more flourish than if he were about to sell 
a town lot, offered the property to the 
highest bidder. ‘What am I offered?” 
the auctioneer said. 

“I offer $60,000,000," sald Edward King, 
in a low voice. 

“Do I hear any more bids?” cried Judge 
Johnson. 

“Once, twice, the lastcall. The property 
is sold to Edward King, Charles C. Bea- 
man and Victor Morawetz.” 

This ended the greatest auction sale 
ever known, and the crowd dispersed to 
the Federal building, where Judge Henry 
C. Caldwell confirmed the sale. 

The new charter of the company is al- 
ready and will be filed in this city with 
the secretary of state today. 

The charter is exactly the same as the 
old one, except in the matter of the name, 
and that only difference is in the slight 
change of the one word “railroad’’ to “‘rail- 
way,’ the new name to read ‘Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railway company.” 


SULTAN YIELDS. 


Additional Guardships Will Be Allowed to Pass 
the Dardanelles. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 11.—The long- 
drawn-out controversy between the am- 
bassadors of the powers and the sultan 
over the question of the admiission of ad- 
ditional guardships for the protection of 
the embassies has been settled by the issu- 
ance of an irade granting the necessary 
firmans to permit the guardships to pass 
the Dardanelles, 

The demand was first made upon the 
sultan on Noy. 19, and scarcely a day has 
passed since then without its being re- 
newed in a more or less peremptory man- 
ner. The ingenuity displayed by the 
Turkish government in eyading a direct 
answer to the demand, or, when foreed to 
answer, the effective pleadings put forth 
for delay, had almost brought the mind of 
Europe to the conyiction that the demand 
would never be complied with. Mean- 
time days and weeks passed by without 
any action, and the condition of things in 
Constantinople that brought out the de- 
mand has almost passed. 


Big Strike Imminent. 

New York, Dec. 11.—The Brotherhood 
of ‘Tailors and contractors of this city and 
vicinity are again at odds, and strikes 
may be ordered which will involve all the 
tailors in the brotherhood, similar to 
those which existed early last summer, 
involving about 80,000 people. The fight 
opened in Brooklyn yesterday, 200 tailors 
being locked out at the shops of nine con- 
tractors. The contractors claim that it is 
simply a stopping of work on account of 
the exigencies of trade, 


Bribery Charges Denied. 

NEw YorE, Dec. 11.—At the National 
Federation of Labor convention yesterday 
a large portion of the report of Secretary 
McCraith was devoted to the matter of 
the charges of bribery made against Presi- 
dent McBride in connection with the 
American Railway union strike. These 
charges were officially denied. ‘The after- 
noon session of the federation was largely 
taken up with committee reports, 


Lavorano Convicted.

The second day after the murder came 
ths unexpeeted event which led to the so- 
lution of the mystery. One of the best 
and most favorably known citizens of 
Minneapolis is Elder L. M. Stewart, a 
wealthy man of long residence in the city. 
He had been an attorney, and was for 
many years the adviser of all members of 
the Hayward family. 

From him came a letter addressed to 
the county attorney and written only 
after long pondering over the relations of 
client aud lawyer. He stated that three 
days before the murder he had a call from 
Adry A. Hayward, an older brother of 
Harry, who told him that Harry and 
Claus Blixt, engineer of the Ozark, were 
about to murder Miss Ging. Thé.@lder 
knew that Harry often talked in ways 
he had no thought of acting, and told 
Adry he was being fooled. 

The funeral came the next day, and in 
the afternoon Harry Hayward was ar- 
rested. Six hours later Adry was also be- 
hind the bars, and the next day Blixt, 
with his wife, were also arrested. Mrs 
Blixt, however, was soon at liberty. 

On Sunday, Dec. 9, Blixt made acon 
fession, in which he stated that the murder 
had been committed by Harry, and that 
he had simply disposed of the body fot 
him. This was clearly false, and he finally 
confessed that, inspired by Harry Hay- 
ward, and for fear that Hayward would 
kill Mrs. Blixt (that threat being held over 
him), he had committed the murder. 
Blixt pleaded guilty and was sent to state 
prison for life for his share in the crime. 

The trial of Harry Hayward was a 
notable event in criminal jurisprudence, 
full of sensational incidents, and lasted 
nearly seven weeks from Jan. 21. 

Governor Clough set the execution for 
June 21, but the filing of the appeal to the 
supreme court necessitated a postpone- 
ment. Noy. 20 the supreme court an- 
nounced its decision, affirming the de- 
cision of the lower conrt.

Barbara Aub Repudiates Her 
Recent Confession.

NEw York, Dec. 12.—Barbara Aub, ac- 
cording to a statement made by her at- 
torney, has retracted the confession on the 
strength of which W. L. S. Langerman 
was Allowed to go free after he had been 
convicted of criminal assault in the first 
degree.

“You can say that Barbara Aub hae re- 
tracted the confession which she made to 
Recorder Goff, and she now says that 
the story she told on the witness 
stand during the trial of Langerman is 
true.” This statement was made public 
after an hour’s conference with Barbara 
Aub and her three aunts—Mrs. Mitchell,

Minor Continue to Come In, 


Game of Diplomacy Wages as 


Briskly as Ever. 


The Guardships Incident Was Only Closed by 


Russia’s Firm Stand. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 12.—News was 


received from Trebizond yesterday of 


fresh atrocities. The bishop and five ec- 
clesiastics were burned alive while seek- 
ing refuge in a building. Fresh outrages 
have occurred in otter parts of Asia Minor. 

A dispatch from Urumish, Persia, says: 
“Ic is now certain that the Hamidieh 
cavalry have destroyed 200 villages in the 
province of Van. Fifty thousand home- 
less people are flocking into the city of 
Van, and the government is doing nothing 
to prevent further outrayes.”’ 

The porte is absolutely deserted by min- 
isters, who live day and nightat the palace, 
where confusion reigns supreme. 

Palace officials yesterday arrested and 


subsequently liberated the chief messenger 
of the British postoftice, who is an Ar 


menian. 
It isreported that the sultan swore on 
the Koran to respect Said Pasha’s life, 


and gave him a large sum of money down 
and a pension of £365a month. The sul- 


tan seemsto have had a fit of generosity 
teward those he suspected, and has pre- 
sented to Kiamil Pasha a rosary worth 
£2000 and has increased his salary to £5000 
yearly. It is the general opinion that Said 
Pasha has acted foolishly, while others 
consider that he is playing a deep game. 
Diplomatic Sparring. 

The two incidents which have consti- 
tuted the center of sensational interest, 
namely: The refuge of Kustchuk Said 
Pasha, ex-grand vizier, in the British em- 
bassy, and the refusal of the sultan to 
grant the firmans for the passage through 
the Dardanelles of the additional guard- 
ships demanded by the powers, are practi- 
cally relegated to history through their 
settlement by the return of Said to his 
own residence and by the final granting of 
the firmans by the sultan. 

How unimportant these incidents were 
in themselves is indicated by the fact that 
the tefse condition of the public mind is 
not abated by their closing, and the 
watchful game of diplomacy is seen to go 
on much as before. The intimate con- 
nection of the peace of Europe with the 
fate of the Turkish empire is not to be for- 
gotten, nor is it to be lost sight of that 
this peace is dependent, as it has been for 
the past 18 years, upon the accord of the 
great powers as to the methods and limits 
of the coercion which shall be exercised 
upon the sick man of Europe. 

How great a labor and stress is neces- 
sary to the maintenance of this accord has 
been indicated by the long-drawn-out con- 
duct of the guardships incident, the sul- 
tan refusing toconceds asingle step volun- 
tarily, and leaving the powers to their own 
resources to patch up their complicated 
jealousies and conflicts of interests before 
an agreement could be reached to unite in 
a demand upon the sultan, 

The outrages upon the Armenian Chris- 
tians seem to be receding into the back- 
ground, except as they constitute the 
technical cause upon which the powers 
base their action at international law for 

The Settlement of Larger Questions, 

The visit of M. Nelidoff to the sultan on 
Sunday and his prolonged audience with 
him seem to have settled in his mind at 
last that on the question of guardships at 
least the powers are in accord. It has de- 
veloped that M. Nelidoff assured the sul- 
tan that unless the firmans for the guard- 
ships were granted, the powers would pre- 
sent an ultimatum on the subject to the 
porte. M. Nelidotf then appealed to him 
on behalf of the czar to obviate the neces- 
sity of such a step by granting the fir- 
mans. This, from Russia, evidently con- 
vinced the sultan that his game of delay 
was up. 

Said’s return to his own house was 
made in the carriage of the British ambas- 
sador, accompanied by the chief dragoman 
of the embassy. On the same evening 
that he returned, the secret police that 
had been watching the embassy were 
withdrawn. Said Pasha wrote Currie a 
letter of thanks, in which he said that after 
43 years in the public service and five in 
the position of grand vizier, his health 
was broken, and he was unable again to 
accept the office of grand vizier. He then 
mentioned the fact that the sultan had of- 
fered him a special palace post, but his 
health compelled him todecline. He had 
intended to pass only one night at the 
British embassy, and then to leave the 
country with his family. He wrote to the 
grand vizierexpressing his wish to do this, 
but the sultan had twice sent Tewflk 
Pasha to assure Said Pasha of the high 
esteem and his confidence in his fidelity to 
himself and to the empire, and hoping 
that he would abandon his intention to 
leave the country. 

Said Pasha persisted in his intention, as 
he was unwilling to face the intolerable 
palace intrigues. Despite this fact, the 
sultan sent to him 13 times, giving him 
written assurances, 

Finally, as Said’s request to leave the 
country was still ungranted, and as he fe) 
bound to attest his appreciation of h 
sovereign’s personal assurances, he re- 
turned to his own house, the sultan con- 
senting to grant his wish to be unem- 
ployed in an official post and to enjoy com- 
plete rest and liberty. 

Sir Philip Currie has reiterated the 
latter désire on behalf of the British gov- 
ernment. It is still feared, however, that 
Said Pasha will suffer from palace in- 
trigues. 

Widow Is Dissatisfied. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 12.—The will of 
the late George W. Gills is to be contested. 
About a year before his death Gibbs, to 
avoid a contest, distributed from $800,000 
to $1,000,000 of his property by deed 
among his relatives, his wife receiving the 
bulk of the property. Mrs. Hastings will 
contest the will, and try to upset the 
transfer of the property.

OLDEST MAN DEAD. 


He Had Nearly One Hundred Des- 


cendants Living. 

Mr. Valentine Shirley, the oldest citizen 
in Quincy, died Wednesday eveniug of old 
age in his 92d year. 

Mr. Shirley was born in the northern 
part of Ireland in 1804, and came to this 
country in 1870. He settled in Pennsyl- 
vania where he remained about six years 
when he came to Quincy, where he has 
since resided. 

In the old country Mr. Shirley followed 
the trade of a weaver but has followed no 
steady occupation for some years, although 
being unusually smart for one of his age, 
and did many things about the house, as 
he and his wife kept house up to the time 
of her death last October. 

In 1891 he accidentally broke his leg, 
which however mended as readily as if he 
were a youogman, Mr. Shirley came from 
a family of fourteen, and his mother lived 
to be 103 years of age. 

Mr. Shirley married in 1829 the fruit of 
this union being nine children, six daugh- 
ters and three sons, Of this family two 
sons reside in Quincy, one daughter in the 
old country, one in Kansas and the others 
in Pennsylvania. 

-He also had 69 grandchildren and 18 
great grandchildren. Mr. Shirley’s wife 
died last October and a queer coincident 
with these two deaths is that they both died 
upon the same day of the week and practi- 
cally at the same hour.

STRUCK HEAD ON. 


Scotch Coasting Steamer Run Down and Sunk 
by the Germanic. 

LIVERPOOL, Dec. 12.—The White Star 
line steamship Germanic, Captain Me- 
Kinstry, from Liverpool for Queenstown 

and New York, collided at the mouth of 
the river Mersey with the Scotch coasting 
steamer Cambrae, and was obliged. to re- 
turn to this port badly damaged. 

The Germanic drove into the fore part of 
the Cambrae, and she remained wedged 
there until 30 passengers of the Cambrae 
and 28 out of the crew had clambered 
eboard the Germanic or had been rescued 
in boats. When the Germanic became 
disengaged from the Cambrae, that ship 
foundered. The Germanic then returned 
to Liverpool, where the passengers were 
landed and sent to hotels. 


Proot of Bad Character.

A ROMANCE OF XMAS.

‘A Pathetic Story of How the Little One Was 


MURDERED AN INFANT, 


Charge Upon Which Rose Dolly Is 
Held For Trial. 


Makes a Confession Implicat- 
ing Her Mother. 


Disposed Of 


PorTLAND, Me., Dec. 12.—Rose Dolly 
was brought before Judge Robinson yes- 
terday on a complaint charging her with 
the murder of her child. Later her mother 
was brought in. Both were assigned coun- 
sel and the cases were continued. 

Rose has made a confession. She says 
that after she and her mother took the 
baby from the house in the city where it 
had been left, they drove to the tem- 
porary home in the hope that the child 
might be received there, but found it 
could not. They then drove to Pride’s 
Corner, where the horse was stopped and 
the young woman alighted. In her arins 
was the infant, only 6 weeks old. 

The girl and her burden passed from the 
sight of the woman in the carriage. 
Splashing through the snow and low 
branches and turning aside to avoid trees 
and clumps of bushes, she apparently be- 
came confused, for on this road she made 
her way nearly back to the main highway 
and then retraced her steps and followed 
its windings into the heart of the woods. 
As she crossed from one road to the other, 
the baby’s hood had fallen off, and with 
ita handkerchief, which a kind-hearted 
woman had pinned about the little one’s 
head. 

As Rose walked into the woods she took 
off the little dress, then she wrapped the 
garment tighter around the baby’s head. 
Then as she wandered along she stepped 
from the road into what she describes ag 
an open place with no trees. There she 
knelt down and laid the little baby in a 
hollow in the ground. Over it she laid 
pieces of brush, until, as she says, she 
could not see the body. The brush she 
took from a heap which she 

Could Reach as She Knelt, 

Having buried the child, the girl stum- 
bled on through the darkness and storm. 
She lost her way, became frightened and 
confused, dropped the dress which she had 
all this time been carrying, and also lost a 
tassel from the baby’s jacket. 

She went within afew rods of an old 
house which stands in the woods, but 
does not remember having seenit. She 
does remember and describes, however, a 
flat rock on which she sank exhausted for 
amoment, Then she arose and, striking 
off nearly at right angles tothe general 
direction she had been following, came 
out in the lane leading to Mr. Pride’s 
house. 

Down this lane she hastened, passing 
young Lawrence on the way, and so re- 
gained the highway a quarter of a mile 
from where she entered the woods. Then 
she went back to the wagon which her 
mother had been driving up and down all 
the time waiting for her daughter, and the 
two guilty women rode home to Wind- 
ham, Soon after that Rose went to Bos- 
ton and got a place to work in Dorchester, 
where she remained until arrested. 

Rose Dolly was brought before Judge 
Rohinson yesterday on a complaint 
charging her with the murder of her 
child. Later her mother was brought in. 
Both were assigned counsel and the cases 
were continued. 

Three deputy sheriffs, with a searching 
party composed of young men living near 
Pride’s bridge, scoured the woods yester- 
day after the body of Rose Dolly’s baby. 

They are acquainted with every corner 
of the woods, and were guided by direc: 
tions given by Rose, but they were unsuc- 
cessful. They now intend to use a fox/ 
hound for the purpose.

MOORE SENT TO JAIL. 


Unable to Secure the $15,000 Bonds 
Required by the Court, 


An Old Indictment Now 
Figures In the Case. 


Rumor That Defaulter 
Against 


Morrill Will 
Him. 


Testify 


Nasuva, N. H., Dec. 13.—Dr. Moore was 
taken to jail at Manchester after a hear- 
ing held here before Judge Wallace yes- 
terday, in default of $15,000 bail. At 3:50 
p. m. a hack stopped at the county rec- 
ords building, and from it stepped Sheriff 
Healey, Deputy Sheriff Starr, Judge Fel- 
lows, Jailer Wadsworth and Dr. J. C. 
Moore. 

At 4:15 all parties appeared before Judge 
Wallace in the courtroom. Judge Fel- 
lows, counsel for Dr. Moore, made a state- 
ment that the bail furnished for his client 
on two indictments made two years ago of 
$5000 each had been withdrawn by the 
bondsmen, R.G. Sullivan and H. T. Up- 
ton of Manchester, and that Dr. Moore ap- 
peared in open court because of such sur- 
renders. He further stated that as yet no 


bond had been secured, but Dr. Moors} 


hoped to secure it in a day or two. About 
$2500 had been promised. 

Judge Wallace ruled that ina third in- 
dictment, found two years ago, on which 
no bail had been required, $5000 additional 
would be added. Judge Fellows objected 
to this, and set forth that not having pre- 
vious knowledge .of such requirement, it 
would be impossible to raise the sum at 
once; that this indictment was practically 
the same asthe other two, only it jointly 
named C. F. Morrill and Dr. Moore, whila 


the other two were against Movre individ- 


ually. 

The court said that was not so; tha 
amount named in the third indictment 
was $12,000 misappropriated, while in tho 
others the sum was $1'),000. 

Ball Commissioners Named, 

By request of Judge Wallace, Sheriff 
Healey tried to reach County Solicitor 
Tuttle regarding the indictments, but the 
latter failing, a recess was ordered by the 
court. Aftera long delay the court reas- 
sembled, and Judge Fellows asked, as the 
court would not sit again until Monday, 
that bail commissioners be named to re 
ceive bail if Dr. Moore could secure it. 
He named J. C. Bickford, clerk of the 
Manchester police court, and the court 
suggested the names of Jailer Wadsworth 
and Judge Heath of Manchester. Mr, 
Fellows was quite sure of securing bail 
for Dr. Moore today or tomorrow. 

The court said that during recess he had 
talked with County Solicitor Tuttle over 
the telephone. As a result of such con- 
versation he would declare the previous 
bonds given by Messrs. Sullivan and 
Upton on the body of Joseph C. Moore with- 
drawn, and that the defendant be re- 
manded into custody.

Would Lift Us Out of Financial Dif- 
ficulties, According to Mr. Grow. 


Young Senators Argue For an 
Early Organization. 


Assignments of Committee Chairmanships 
Completed by Republicans. 


WaAsHINGTON, Dec. 13. — Ex-Speaker 
Grow (Rep., Pa.) made a long speech in 
the house yesterday of almost an hour on 
the portion of the president’s message refer- 
ting to the tariff, in which he compared 
the old protective tariff laws with the new 
customs law. He said that the new tariff 
law had produced a deficiency of $131,000,- 
000, while under protection measures from 
1880 to 1893 the revenues had exceeded the 
expenditures by $1,810,000,000, He attrib- 
uted the depfetion of the gold reserve to 
the payment of current deficiencies out of 
the reserve, and maintained that the 
greenbacks would not menace the reserve 
if there was sufficient revenue. It being 
apparent that Secretary Carlisle’s report 
would not be ready this week, the house 
adjourned over until Monday. 

Representative McEwen of New Jersey 
presented a petition of Alfred S. Franklin 
of West Hoboken, N. J., asking congress 
toassist him in obtaining justice and quell- 
ing corruption, which he charges exists 
in government offices. He makes charges 
of negligence against Mr. Stump, the 
commissioner of immigration, and other 
officials of the Immigration office on Ellis 
island; against United States District At- 
torney Wallace MecFarlan, and also 
charges Novello, Ewer & Co. of New 
York with violating the alien contract 
labor law. 

The proceedings of the senate were more 
varied than interesting. They covered 
the entire range of legislation from the 
introduction of the petitions, bills, etc., to 
the passage of bills, including two formal 
addresses. A bill extending the Chicago 
port of entry so as to cover the state of 
Illinois received the final endorsement of 
the senate. Having already passed the 
house, the bill probably will be the first 
bill of the Fifty-fourth congress to become 
a law. 

Almost an hour of the session was de- 
voted to listening to a speech by Senator 
Pefferin advocacy of his bill curtailing 
the expenses incurred in congressional 
funerals, and providing tiat a sergeant-at- 
arms shall take the place of the commit- 
tees now sent out by the two houses as 
escorts to their homes of the remains of 
the deceased members. 

Senate Chairmanships. 

Members of the Republican caucus com- 
mittee of the senate have been engaged in 
conferences with other members of the 
senate in an effort to assure themselves that 
the assiguments of committee chairman- 
ships which they have made will prove 
satisfactory when the list shall be pre- 
sented to the caucus. 

The committee has practically com- 
pleted this branch of its work, and the 
members feel, after conferring with their 
colleagues, the allotments they have made 
will be acceptable to the Republican sena- 
tors. The committee has had difficulty in 
finding a suitable and acceptable chair- 
manship for Senator Shoup, but have now 
solved the problem by assigning him te 
the committee on education and labor, of 
which Senator Kyle (Pop.) is chairman. 
This arrangement will permit the ar- 
rangement heretofore made, placing Sen- 
ator Gallinger at the head of the pensions 
committee. It is quite definitely settled 
that Senator Platt shall head the commit- 
tee on patents and Senator Burrows on re- 
vision of the laws. 

The committee will devote the rest of 
the week to the consideration of the 
make-up of bodies of the committees, and 
hope now to be able to report to the full 
caucus on Monday. Considerable work 
in this line has already been accomplished, 
and it may be stated that the full majority 
representation in three or four principal 
committees has been decided upon. ‘This 
places Senators Davis and° Thurston on 
judiciary, Cameron and Lodge on foreign 
relations, Piatt and Wolcott on finance 

The younger eiement of the Republican 
senators are Dow pressing upon their col- 
leagues the importance of organization of 
the senate before the Christmas holidays 
for the effect which, they argue, the 
prompt action will have upon the coun- 
try. They begun their crusade yesterday, 
and are of the opinion that the caucus 
committee are sufficiently convinced of 
the soundness of the argument to hasten 
matters as much as possible. Some of 
the older senators are inclined to think 
that this plan would involve unseeming 
haste and thus antagonize them, 


Kept on Taiking.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Des. 18.— For days 
past Turks and Kurds have been pouring 
into the city from the devastated regions 
of Asia Minor. Their primary object is 
the disposal of the loot which they have 
obtained during the massacres. They are 
also hopeful of a richer harvest in the 
event of the sultan permitting arising at 
Stamboul. 

Their stories, coupled with the display 
of plunder, have inflamed the lowest 
elasses of Moslems with an aching desire 
to attack the bazaars. They are ready to 
seize upon the slightest provocation for an 
attack. It is unwholesomely significant 
of the conjunction of this state of affairs 
that the government is seizing and de- 
porting daily numbers of Armenians of 
the poorest but most robust class. 

The news from the interior increases in 
horror with every mail. In places within 
asmall distance massacre and pillags are 
still of daily occurrence, and everywhere 
destitute Armenians are flocking into the 
large towns, where there is no means of 
feeding. 

No news has been received yet from 
Zeitoun, and ngne is expected until all the 
Zeitounils have been killed. The district 
swarms with bashi-bazouks, and every 
road and bridle path is guarded with 
troops. 

A spontaneous movement is on foot to 
consider a general scheme of reform, 
especially for Macedonia, with a view to 
preventing further diplomatic pressure. 

The ambassadors are now devoting 
themselves toa general table of the mas- 
sacres and other matters from the con- 
sular reports.

AUSTRIAN CHRISTMAS CUSTOMS. 


Perstitions of the People, 

In Austria they are cular] 
thoughtful of the bringer B gr gifts 
and joy. The people place lighted can- 
dles in their windows, that the Christ 
child, in passing through the city or 
Village or along the country road shall 
not stumble and fall. 

A belief in the special presence of 
evil spirits during Ohristmastide and 
in their efforts to interfere with and 
lessen the joys of the season prevails 
throughout Europe. 

The bugbear ‘‘Ruprecht,”* under dif- 
ferent names and in numerous varying 
disguises and in strange antics, plays a 
conspicuous part among the Germans 
and surrounding peoples. In Tyrol the 
terrible ‘‘Klanbacf’’ accompanies St. 
Nicholas and is continually hovering 
about his path ready to kidnap naughty 
children. 

In Austria this monster is very terri- 
ble in appearance, going about with 
clanking chains and hideous devil’s 
mask. He is frequently heard at night 
as he flies through the air and his rat- 
tling chains are giving notice of his 
presence, 

In many places there is the belief that 
wolves roam the earth on the night be- 
fore Christmas and create great hayoo in 
destroying vines and other property, and 
even human beings. This belief has 
made an excuse for a means of mischiev- 
ous frolic. Men and boys frequently dis- 
guise themselves as wolves and go about 
frightening the people—New York 
Herald. 


The White Christ of Norway. 

Norwegian children look for their 
Christmas gifts through the White 
Christ, who, gliding through frosted 
pine forests, upon Christmas eve, pays 
his mysterious visit, and is, to all in- 
tents and purposes, their realization of 
a St. Nicholas. Upon Christmas night 
the boys, wearing white surplices an 
paper caps, enter the room where guests 
are assembled. One holds a paper Jan- 
tern in the form of a star, the interior 
being lit by a piece of candle fixed on 
the wooden bar, upon which the star re- 
volves. Another carries a square frame 
with panels of glass, within which a 
lighted candle or two reveals two ob- 
jects, one being a doll dressed as the 
Madonna. This figure sits beside the 
other object, a cradle containing a baby 
dolL Through the bottom of the frame 
runs a little appliance which imparts a 
rocking motion to the cradle. The two 
boys bearing the star and cradle take 
position at the end of the room, their 
companions on either side. Then the 
star revolves, the cradle rocks gently to 
and fro, and a carol is sung. This is the 
Christmas mystery of the Star of Beth- 
lehem and the Christ cradle.—New 
York World.

A TRULY GREAT MAN. 


Death of Allen G, Thurman, a Man 
Whose Enemies Were Few. 


Ohio Loses One of Her Fore-) 


most Citizens. 


Many Throughout the Country Will Mourn For 
the “Old Roman.” 


CotumsBus, O., Dec. 138.—Allen Gran- 
berry Thurman, generally referred to as | 
the “Old Roman,” died at his residence 
here at 1:30 yesterday afternoon. 

Judge Thurman died in his beloved 
library, which looks toward the setting | 
sun. Shortly after his fall several weeks 
ago Judge Thurman’s bed was moyed 
from the adjoining bedroom to his library, 
and he remained there. Judge Thurman 
had lived with his son, Allen, since the 
death of his wife several years ago, and 
being unable to leave the house, he occu- 
pied apartments in the second story of the 
residence, where he spent the last days of 
his life in a remarkably pleasant and 
agreeable manner. 

The beginning of Judge Thurman’s 
fatal sickness dates from Nov. 7 last, 
when he fell heavily while walking across 
the library floor. A few days after the 
fall Judge Thurman’s life was despaired | 
of, but he rallied from the shock, and at 
times apparently seemed to have regained 
his old-time vigor. Noy. 18, Judge Thur- 
men was 82 years old, and on that date 
several of his old friends called on him 
and had a pleasant chat. On that occa- 
sion he seemed unusually cheerful and} 
bright. Since the accident he had his 
good days and his bad ones. 

At the death scene he seemed to be free 
from all distress. Those present were 
Mr. and Mrs. Allen W. Thurman and the 
following named grandchildren: Lee, | 
Katharine, Allen G, Jr.; Daniel C. and 
Sterling Thurman, all children of Allen} 
W. Thurman. 

The funeral will occur tomorrow. Rev. 
J. L. Grover, who yesterday celebrated 
his 89th birthday, will conduct the serv- 
ices. It was Judge Thurman’s request 
that if Rev. Mr. Grover was living and in 
good health, the latter should preach the 
sermon at his funeral. 


ALLEN G. THURMAN. 


Allen Granbery Thurman was born on 
Noy. 13, 1813, in Lynchburg, Va., of good 


descent on both sides. His mother wasa 
half-sister of William Allen, who became 
governor of Ohio. His paternal grand- 
father, who was a Baptist minister, was a 
slaveholder by inheritance, but became 
conscientiously opposed to slavery, and re- 
solyed to free his negroes. He therefore 
removed to Ohio with them and his family, 
numbering three generations, when Allen 
G. Thurman was 6 years old. 

A settlement was made in Chillicothe, 
where the boy’s father at first taught 
school, and then engaged in woolen manu- | 
facture. The lad obtained his education 
at Chillicothe academy, where he was 
especially proficient in mathematics, and 
was graduated with high honors at the} 
ageofil7. After his graduation, his health, } 
which had been delicate, was permanently | 
invigorated by exercise in field sports, by 
his riding about the country as an assist- 


uncle, William Allen, and Judge Swayne 


| had no desire to return to public life. 
| leading counsel in the prosecution of the 
| members of his own 


In 1868 Mr. Thurman was chosen Uniwé 
States senator from Ohio, succeeding Ben- 
jamin F. Wade, and he was re-elected in 
1874. During his 12 years in the senate he 
served on a number of the most important 
committees, and was recognized as one of 
the ablest leaders of the Democratic party. 
Much public attention was attracted by a 
number of his speeches in debate. 

In 1874 he differed from the dominant 
sentiment of his party in the west on the 
currency question, and voted against pass- 
ing the inflation bill over President 
Grant’s veto. Under party pressure, how- 
ever, he eventually modified his position 
on this subject, and voted against the re- 
sumption act of 1876, and was appointed 
by President Garfield to the international 
monetary conference. 


Sh 
ALLEN W. THURMAN. 


For a number of years he was frequently 
spoken of as a possible candidate for the 
presidency. 
and 1884 his name was formally presented 
on behalf of O!:io. On account of his un- 
blemished character for personal integrity, 
he had always had the respect of his politi- 
cal opponents, and he had long possessed 
exceptional popularity among large num- 
bers of the Democratic party, particularly 
in the western states. 

His special followers admiringly termed 
him “the old Roman,” and the trifling 
fact that he had always retained the old- 
fashioned bandanna as a part of his per- 
sonal equipment caused them to adopt 
that handkerchief as their badge of al- 
legiunce.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Dec. 15. 
Comment by Rev. 8S. H. Doyle. 

Toric.— What is true friendship?— Prov. 
xxvii, 9, 10, 17, 19. 

God has made us social beings. We 
have not been created to live individual, 
isolated lives, but have been created 
bound together by many sacred ties, our 
common humanity, our common father- 
hood in God and our common destiny in 
Jesus Christ. We have our common na- 
ture, for ‘‘As in water face answereth 
to face, so the heart of man to man.”’ 
There is a tie that binds us all together 
regardless of race, color, nationality or 
position in life, and the attachments 
that result from this sociable side of our 
natures under certain circumstances is 
called friendship. 

Onur topical references suggest the fol- 
lowing as characteristic of true friend- 
ship: 

First.—True friendship is a pleasur- 
able friendship. It is one in which we 
find much pleasure and delight. There 
are much joy and sweetness in true 
friendship. It doubles our joys to share 
them with our friends, and it decreases 
our troubles to have them shared with 
one another. ‘‘A sorrow shared is but 
half a sorrow.’’ But the pleasure and 
sweetuess lie not simply in the cordial 
intercourse and sociability that result 
from true friendship, but, most of all, 
in the ‘‘hearty counsel,’’ the faithfal 
advice that comes to us from true 
friends. There is nothing sweeter in life 
than to have a true friend to whom we 
can goin the hour of trouble and be 
sincerely advised. ‘Ointment and per- 
fume rejoice the heart; so doth the 
sweetness of a man’s friend by hearty 
counsel. ’’ 

Second. —True friendship is faithful. 
| Faithfulness is undoubtedly the greatest 
| element of friendship. Too much friend- 

sbip is fickle. It is friendship for what 
we have or what we are rather than for 
ourselves, and when a severe test comes 
it proves false to us. True friendship is 
never false. It never deserts us. It nev- 
er forsakes us. It is truer often even 
than that of those who are bound to us 
| by natural ties of life. ‘‘Betteris a 
ueighbor that is near than a brother 
that is far off.’? We should prove true 
to the severest tests.of friendship. 
‘Thine own friend and thy father’s 
friend forsake not.’’ 

Third.—True friendship is beneficial. 
‘Tron sharpeneth iron. So aman sharp- 
eneth the counteuance of his friend.’’ If 
one piece of iron be rubbed against an- 
other, the result of the friction is the 
imparting a finer polish anda keener | 
edge. So friendship should be a whet- | 
stone to give keenness to the edge of our 
energy, instead of being, as it often is, | 
the stepping stone to the worst falls. 

We should be careful in choosing 
friends, for Whom we admit into our | 
friendship we admit into the formation | 
of our character. The highest ideal of | 
true friendship is reached in Christian 
friendships. To have friends we must | 
be friends.

Returning to his law practice in Ohio, 
he did not revisit Washinggon until 184y, 
when he went there to appeur in a case be- 
fore the United States supreme court. 
Three years afterward, while he was ab- 
sent from his congressional district on 
professional business, its Democratic con- 
vention nominated him for congress with- 
out his knowledge. Mr. Thurman was 
persuaded to accept the candidacy, and 
was elected after a personal canvass of the 
whole district. In the Twenty-ninth con- 
gress he served on the judiciary commit- 
tee, and delivered some able speeches on 
important questions, 

At the end of his term he declined a re- 
nomination, and resumed the practice of ' 
his profession. In 1851 he was elected, 
upon the Democratic ticket, a judge of 
thesupreme court of Ohio, and from 1854 
till 1856 he was chief justice of that court. 
His services asa jurist largely enhanced 
his reputation with the bar and with the | 
people of the state generally, but he de- 
clined a re-election, as the meager salary 
of the judgeship was insufficient. Re- 
turning to the bar, he found business pour- 
ing in upon him from all sides, and by his 
professional labors he acquired a compe- 
tence.

Change In Public Sentiment Has Induced Cash- 
jer Morrill to Return. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Dec. 14.—Dr. J. C. 
Moore was obliged to pass another night 
in Hillsboro eounty jail. His counsel, J. 
W. Fellows, and his nephew, A. C. 
Moore, spent yesterday in scouring the 
city for new bondsmen, and met with 
some success. Several persons indicated 
a willingness to assist the doctor to the 
extent of qualifying in $1000 each as 
bondsmen, but not enough were obtained 
to make up the necessary $15,000. Hence 
the unwelcome intelligence was conveyed 
to the doctor that he would be obliged to 
remainin Jailer Wadsworth’s charge an- 
other 24 hours at least. 

Several influential political and busi- 
ness friends of Dr. Moore in other sec- 
tions of the state have been commu- 
nicated with, and the chances are some- 
what brighter that today he may secure 
the much-prized bondsmen. 

Dr. Moore has not been incarcerated in 
a cell at the jail, but is given a room in 
Jailer Wadsworth’s own pleasant quar- 
ters, and at night he sleeps in a cot in the 
workroom. His hope of ultimate success 
isas yet undaunted, and he talk confi- 
dently of acquittal.

LUBBIE KNAPP'S DEATH 


Will Pass Into History as a Mystery 

Beyond Solution, 

Sensational Trial of Mrs. 
Howell Is Ended. 


Jury Declare That She Is Not Guilty of the 
Crime of Poisoning. 


WELLSBORO, Pa., Dec. 14.—Mrs, Char- 


lotte Howell was acquitted of the murder | 
of Miss Libbie Knapp. The trial has been | 


one of the most sensational in the history 
of crime in this commonwealth. 

The verdict of the jury was greeted with 
uproarious applause in the courtroom. 
The Messrs. Dutton of New York, her 
brothers, and sister and a few other 

| friends clustered about Mrs. Howell as 
she rose from her chair a free woman. 

| For the first time in four months she ate 

| her supper outside of the jail walls Irst 

night. Major Merrick, one of her counsel, 

took her and her family to his home for 

tea. 

Jerome B. Miles occupied the entire ses- 
sion yesterday in a forcible presentation 
of the commonwealth’s side of the case. 
He was followed by Judge Mitchell, who 
consumed nearly 244 hours in his charge 
| tothe jury. This was considered by mem- 
bers of the bar a fair and impartial state- 
ment of the case. The case was given to 
| the jury at 5 o'clock, and exactly an hour 
later they had reached their verdict. 

The Howell case was one of the strang- 
est in the criminal annals of Pennsyl- 
vania. Mrs. Howell, who is the wife of 
Chauncey Howell of Tioga, is a member 
of a well-known New York family, and 
her two brothers, Dutton by name, are 
among the wealthiest merchants of that 
city. She wasestranged from them from 
the time of her marriage until the charge 
of murder was preferred against her, 
when they came to her assistance. 

The Mysterious Letters. 

The Howells and Knapps were neigh- 
bors, and a warm intimacy existed be- 
| tween Mrs. Howell and Libbie, who was 


19 years old. Libbie had a love affair, 
which ended in a parting, and thereafter 
she began to receive letters, which would 
be found tied to the doorknobs, thrust in 
a broken window pane or thrown in the 

doorway. Most of these, it was alleged, 

were found by Mrs. Howell. Last May 
Libbie was taken suddenly sick, and Mrs 
Howell took her to her own house to at- 
tend her. On May 17 she died, and sub- 
sequently evidence of poisoning was 
found. Mrs. Howell was soon afterward 
arrested. The letters, which were both 
obscene and threateningin character, were 
all printed in Roman letters with a lead 
pencil. 

It was the commonwealth’s purpose to 
prove that the prisoner had poisoned the 
girl because of jealousy. The trial began 
three weeks ago, and on the fourth day 
Mrs. Howell was put on the stand in her 
own behalf. She created a sensation by 
declaring that she had been offered money 
and promised acquittal if she would make 
a confession. ‘This proposition was al- 
leged to have been made by detectives be- 
fore the formal charge was made against 
her. It was denied by those implicated. 
One of the witnesses for the prosecution 
was William Rightmire, the discarded 
lover of Libbie Kuapp, upon whom coun- 
sel for the defense attempted to fasten 
suspicion. 

The medical testimony proved that the 
girl had been killed by arsenic, but it was 
all along the impression that no motive 
for committing the crime had been fixed 
| on Mrs. Howell. It was also shown that 
| others besides herseif had found the let- 
; ters, and there was much testimony of an 
| inferential character directed toward 
| Rightmire as the author. There was 
| nothing adduced to show that the rela- 
tions of the two women had ever been

Norfolk County Has More Than Held 
Its Own. 


The Massachusetts Bureau of Statistics 
of Labor has today issued the final count 
showing the population and number of 
legal voters in each city and town, and it is 
upon the number of voters that a new 
apportionment of Representative districts 
will be made next year.

There are in the State 560,802 legal 
voters, and 31,565 are in Norfolk county, 
so that this county will be entitled to about 
one-eighteenth of the House, whatever the 
membership. 

The present number of representatives is 
240. If the number remains the same, 
Norfolk county will be entitled to 134, or 
practically 13 without Cohasset, which has 
been with Plymouth county towns for 
many years. 

If the basis of representation should re- 
main as now—1¢44—Norfolk county would 
be entitled to 18, in a total of 304. 

With the same number of members, the 
basis will be one for every 2337 -voters. 
Quincy has 4325 voters, practically enough 
for two Representatives, lacking but 339 
voters. Hyde Park has 2772 voters, but 
335 over enough for one Representative, 
and would probably prefer to be a district 
by itself. This would even up matters. 

Any increase in number of members in 
the House would certainly give Quincy two 
Representatives,

If Quincy goes it alone, Braintree wil! 
probably bein a district with Weymouth 
and entitled to two, and Holbrook in the 
district with Randolph and Avon, entitled 
to one. Stoughton, Sharon and Walpole 
may make a district entitled to one. Mil- 
ton and Canton will remain together. The 
other six will be divided among towns 
which now have five.

If 
it was absolutely necessary that this 
street be extended and the prosperity of 
that thriving ward depended upon it, well 
and good; then by all means the city should 
take the necessary steps Lo co-operate with 
the railroad and so do it. But the actual 
facts do not warrant this being done, 

The only highway which leads to Wol- 
laston is not Beale street. Without ex- 
aggeration four-fifths of the Boston and 
Wollaston traffic is carried on, (after leav- 
ing Hancock street) over Squautum and 
Farrington streets. Both of these streets 
are without any grade whatever and lead 
into the village, the distance from Hancock 
street to the Wollaston depot via Squan- 
tum and Farrington streets being 5,600 
feet; and the distance from the corner of 
Hancock and Squantum streets to the 
depot, via the proposed Brook street ex- 
tension is 5,400, a saving of only 200 feet 
in the distance travelled, both grades being 
equal, 

Itis claimed by the gentleman who are 
advocating the extension that it will be of 
great beuefit to the Boston and some local 
traffic as it will do away with the heavy 
Beale street grade. This argument is 
fallacious. Supposing that this order is 
passed what will be the result of this 
change to Brook street and the intersecting 
highway, Newport avenue? The consoli- 
dated tracks at the end of Brook street are 
30x5 feet above the city base (city report, 
1889), and Brook street at the intersection 
of Newport avenue is 22 feet above the 
city base. A higbway passing under a 
railroad to be of any practical benefit, 
generally has a clear of 15 feet. To obtain 
this, Brook street and Newport avenue 
must be depressed something like seven 
feet. It can be easily figured out that the 
very steep grade (25 feet) between Brook 
and Beale streets, upon which street all of 
the stores and the depot are located, will 
be increased seven or eight feet, making it 
impossible except for lightly loaded wagons 
and carriages, 

Atthe same time the steep hill upon 
which Wollaston’s stores abut is so 
startingly increased, Brook street will have 
to be depressed a like number of feet. It 
is invariably the policy of cities and 
towns to do away with steep grades so far 
as possible, but in thiscase the Wollaston 
Conncilmen have asked, unwittingly 
perhaps, to have what is already a very 
steep grade increased by seven feet within 
a space of 300 feet, making a total grade 
of 35 feet within the said distance, not 
allowing for the raising of the Beale street 
bridge by the railroad of something like 
two feet, when it is rebuilt, which will 
necessitate the grading of Beale street up 
to it. This attempting to do away with 
the grade upon a lightly travelled thorough- 
fare and adding it to one over which 
nearly all of the traffic of the place is 
carried on is decidedly funny. 


It is claimed by the petitioners that the |

PUBLIC IN. IGNORANCE. 


Butchery by Turks Far Greater Than 
Has Been Reported. 


Policy of Starving Armenians 
Into Submission. 


Sultan’s Chief Henchmen Are Placed In Un- 
enviable Positions. 


LonpoN, Dec. 14.—At the meeting of the 
ambassadors a few days ago the reports re- 
ceived from Armenia at the different em- 


bassies were compared and thoroughly | 


discussed, with the view of enabling the 
different representatives to compel full re- 
ports on the subject for the use of their 
government. 


Itis believed that if the result of this 


conference is published it will show an un- 
paralleled state of aftairs. The misery and 
distress in Armenia are said to be more 
severe than the most vivid reports have 
made out, and the number of people mas- 
sacred is said to be greater than anybody 
here believes. 

Letters received here yesterday from 
Aleppo say there are serions fears there of a 
massacre of the Christians unless the 
powers intervene promptly to prevent it. 

News was also received yesterday from 
Zeitoun saying that the Turkish troops 
from Marash are surrounding the Arme- 
nians in order to cut off their lines of 
communication and prevent them from 
obtaining re-enforcements, provisions 
and the supplies of arms and ammunition 
which are understood to have been for- 
warded to them from many parts of 
Asiatic Turkey. 

When the town of Zeitoun 1s completely 
surrounded it is believed that the Ar- 
menians will soon be starved into sub- 
mission, although their friends say they 
have provisions enough stored in the town 
to last them until spring, and that the 
Turks will have to pass the winter in the 
snow around Zeitoun, a not very attrac- 
tive prospect. 

Fresh placards have been posted in dif- 
ferent public places proclaiming the policy 
and demands of the Ottoman Progress 
union. The title of the union outli: -s 
the idea of the people with whom the docu- 
ments originated. The police promptly 
tore them down and are hunting for the 
people who posted them on the walls, 


Palace Troubles. 


Izzet Bey, the first chamberlain of the 
sultan and the great favorite recently of 
his majesty, has been replaced by Hadjiali 
Bey and Emitt Bey at the palace, but the 
last named bey has been arrested in con- 
sequence of the charges brought against 
him by Said Pasha, the ex-grand vizier. 

Izzet Pasha recently presented the sul- 
tan with a long report upon the deplora- 
ble situation of the country, but the sul- 
tan refused to read it, whereupon Izzet 
Pasha resigned, but the sultan refused to 
accept his resignation. Izzet has tendered 
his resignation four times since then, but 
each time the sultan refused to accept it. 
Izzet, however, persists in resigning. 

The Young Turks warmly blame Said 
Pasha for leaving the British embassy, 
and hope that he will insist upon his an- 
nounced intention of goingabroad. On 
the other hand, the Old Turks blame him 
for taking refuge in the embassy. ‘The re- 
sult is that Said Pasha’s prestige in the 
eyes of the Turks is said to have been 
considerably shaken, and it is believed 
that his political career has terminated.

Samples of Turkish Brutality. 

LONDON, Dec. 14.—The Daily News pub- 
lishes a statement on oath made in Lon- 
don by an Armenian named Aslanian, 
who was sent to New York by the Anglo- 
Armenian association, yesterday. Asla- 
nian says that he lived in America for- 
merly, and that he left New York in the be- 
ginning of September to rejoin his wife. 
On his arrival at Constantinople he was 
thrown into prison, although he hada 
regular passport. While there, which 
was during the recent disturbances, he 
witnessed a horrible scene, hundreds of 
Armenians being brought into the prison 
and deliberately killed. 

Aslanian said further that the prisoners 
were wounded with rifle butts and bayo- 
nets by the soldiers, under the orders of 
the officers. This continued for 48 hours. 
He believes that 800 people were killed 
and 600 wounded in that time, Tho 
women and relatives, who were weeping 
and imploring at the gates for permission 
to see their husbands and son, 
roughly repulsed by the soldiers. 

On the following day Aslanian was put 
in irons and was catechised regarding his 
supposed associates who had come from 
America for revolutionary purposes. Upon 
pleading ignorance of this, he was tor- 


tured with a truncheon beating upon the | 


shoulders, thighs and legs, causing agony. 
This was repeated on 11 different occa- 
sions. He was placed in solitary confine- 


| ment for a fortnight, and other prisoners 


were similarly treated. When the dele- 
gates from the embassies came to inspect 
the prison they displayed the marks of 
their beating “But,” Aslanian  con- 
tinued, “fearing vengeance, I said they 
were due to rheumatism, and begged for

my release. Fourdays later I was liber- | 


ated.” 


Red Cross to the Rescue. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The American 
Red Cross society has decided to accept 
the duty of distributing the relief funds | 
for the Armenian sufferers, and has issued 
the following statement: ‘‘( Jwing to the | 
unanimous and urgent appeals from the | 
friends of humanity, representing all of 
the people of this country, the American 
National Red Cross society has decided 
that it must accept the sacred trust of en- 
deavoring to relieve: the starving Arme- 
nians in Asia Minor. According to con- 
servative estimates there are 450,000 ut- 
terly destitute people in that country, who | 
will have to be assisted six or eight 
months (until the next harvest). Fully | 
realizing the difficulties and hardships to 
be met, the Red Cross society will start 
for Turkey as soon as sufficient funds are 
placed at its disposal, or guaranteed to in- | 
sure success. Funds may be sent to Miss | 
Clara Barton, president and treasurer of | 
the American National Red Cross society 
at Washington. Authorized agents to re- 
ceive funds and materials will be pub- 
lished in a few days. The Red Cross 80- | 
elety also suggests that goods, grain and 
other material be sent by chartered 
steamer.”

Third—Woman has _ the 
right to be wherever a man has the right 
to be. Upon these three statements Dr. 
Depew proceeded to attack the idea of 
personal liberty as it exists in the minds 
of New York police and magistrates.

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The Death of a Man Who will 
be Greatly Missed, 


George L. Gill, Treasurer of Savings 
Bank, Passes Away. 


Was Prominent in Town Affairs 
Financial Matters and Societies. 


About ten o’clock this morning the city 
was shocked to learn of the death of Mr. 
George L. Gill, the venerable and much 
respected Treasurer of the Quincy Saving 
bank. Although Mr. Gill bas been serious- 
ly ill since Nov. 20, his demise was un- 
expected. Dr. Gordon reports him to have 
been remarkably bright on Saturday, and 
he received callers Sunday. The early 
morning report was encouraging, and at 
the time of his death only his faithful 
wife of 49 years was in the house, 
Catarrhal intestinal indigestion had been 
his disease, but heart failure is ascribed as 
the cause of his death, 

How true of Mr. Gill is the saying, 
“everybody’s friend.” He listened patiently 
to all their trouble and perpiexivies, and in 
probate matter particularly he was the 
friend of tne widow and orphans. He was 

generous and kind, and on private busi- 
ness matters his counsel was highly prized. 

For 34 years he was Town Clerk, and one 
of the regrets at the change from town to 
city was his declination to accept an ap- 
pointment as City Cierk. The records of 
Quincy during his long term of office will 
bear the closest scrutiny, and he was 
always kind and obliging. 

Mr, Gill was born in Hingham, Dec. 20, 
1823, and in addition to the public schools, 
attended the Derby Academy in that town. 

He was a classmate of Horace B. Spear, 
and it is somewhat remarkable their close 
business connection since. George L. 
Gill removed with his parents to Quincy 
in 1838 and has since been a resident. 

In business he was until 1866 a book- 
seller and binder, and later in wore general 
trade in the building now occupied by the 

In 1868 he entered the 
National Granite Bank as an assistant 
to tbe cashier, Mr. Horace B. Spear. At 
this time the Savings Bank was under the 
same management. When the two insti- 
tutions separated in 1871, Mr. Gill became 
treasurer of the Savings Bank which was 
removed to its present location. During 
the warfrom 1861 to’ 1866, he was post 
| masier of Quincy, 

Mr. Gill was first elected Town Clerk in 
1850, serving six years. In 1860 he was 
again chosen to the office and held it con- 
tinuously until Feb 4, 1889, when city

He was also a member of 
Howard Coutcil, Royal Arcanum of 
Boston, 

Mr. Gill was married in Quincy, Oct. 11, 
1846, to Lucretia Aun Burrell, who sur- 
vives him.

brother of the deceased, Mr. Edwin H. Gill, 
resides in South Boston, where he is in

Mr. Harvey 
was first elected head of the order, and he 
then appointed Messrs. Adams and Mc- 
Ciure, and the organization was declared 
complete. 


Friends of Freedom. 


New York, Dec. 16.—For the last 10 
months a movement has been under way 
in the lodges of the Clan-na-Gaels in this 
and other large cities to organize among 
the best Irishmen military companies. In 
this city alone there is a well-drilled and 
equipped regiment of 500 men, and com- 
panies and regiments are in process of for- 
mation in Brooklyn, Boston, Chicago and 
other large cities. It is said that the 
whole movement is a scheme to prepare a 
well-trained and armed body of men to 
be used when there is an opportunity to 
free Ireland. This scheme is denied by 
the leaders of the movement, who declare 
that the men are drilled for the purpose of 
furnishing the United States government 
with trained soldiers in case of an emer- 
gency. 

Cutting Down Expenses. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The diplomatic 
representation of Nicaragua to the United 
States has been discontinued for the first 
time in many years, and as a measure of 
economy no legation will be maintained 
at Washington. This action is a matter 
of surprise to officials here, owing to the 
importance of some of the questions, 
notably the canal, in which the United 
States and Nicaragua are mutually in- 
terested. Dr. Guzman has presented his 
letiers of recall to the state department 
and entered upon the practice of medicine 
here. 

Concert In Name Only. 

Lonpov, Dec. 16.—The Daily News, com- 
menting upon the announcement that 
Lord Salisbury has declined at present in 
the public interest to receive a deputation 
in behalf of the Armenians, says: This 
must mean that the European concert ex- 
ists only in name, and that the powers 
are not prepared to co-operate in the de- 
position of the sultan or in enforcing 
European control. Russia is the power 
most closely interested, and she can count 
upon the support of France. If this be so, 
the situation is more serious than ever.

TECUMSEH, Neb., Dec. 16.—The Catholic 
congregation of this county yesterday 
| adopted resolutions declaring their inten- 
tion to support Father Murphy in his fight 
with Bishop Bonicum. The priest sent 
here by the bishop when he excom- 
municated Father Murphy held services 
in a hall yesterday, but was unable to se- 
cure any worshippers, notwithstanding 
the bishop’s proclamation of excommuni-

LIVERPOOL, Dec. 16.—The American 
liner Indiana, Captain Boggs, from Phila- 
delphia, Dec. 2, was turning into the 
stream last evening in order to land her 
passengers, when she collided with the 
British steamer Zamora, which was an- 
chored in midstream. As aresult of the 
collision the Indiana showed a big rent in 
her port side, just at the collision bulk- 
head, through which the water rushed 
quickly and in a great torrent.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The American 
Protective association is engaged in vigor- 
ous warfare against the confirmation of 
the nomination of General J. J. Coppin- 
ger to be brigadiergeneral. The petitions 
charge that General Coppinger’s promo- 
tion is made over the heads of a score of 
skillful, brave and gallant officers, and 
assert that he has become an American 
citizen only within the past three years, 


After Sixteen Years. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Dec. 16.—W. L. 
Babbitt of this city, whose father was a 
Chicago lumber merchant and who di- 
vorced his wife and kidnapped the son 25 
years ago, has just been rewarded after a 
search of 16 years for his mother by find- 
ing her at Cuyahoga Falls, O. The mother 
issaid to bea relative of ex-Postmaster 
General Bissell.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 16.—The Municipal

BODIES ALMOST NUDE. 


Armenian Women ané Girls Wander 
About In the Snow. 


Further Pillaging of Villages 
Without Opposition. 


Outraged Armenians Now Reduced toa Stale | 
of Uiter Despair. 


; 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 16.—The British 
vice consul at Van describes the condition 
of the Armenians there as being too ap- 
palling for words. Thousands of women 
and girls are wandering through the 
snow-piled streets without shelter or food, 
and barefooted, their ravishers having 
only left thm a chemise and some of 
them only a clout to cover their naked- 
ness. 

An eye-witness of the barbartty of the 
massacre at Kaisarien on Noy. 80 says that 
men and women were literally hacked to 
pieces to the number of several hundred. 
Some of the Turks say that a thousand 
were killed. Saturday afternoon several 
thousand flerce fellows came from the vil- 
lages in the vicinity. Many women were 
| abducted. ‘The troops could have squelched 
| the business if they had desired to do so. 

The Armenians of Kaisarien were always 
| quiet and law-abiding. All this informa- 
tion isin the hands of the ambassadors, 
with names and dates, 

The Zeitoun tragedy is approaching an 
end. At the Semanlik, Saturday, the sul- 
tan’s secretary informed Europeans that 
the Zeitounites committed a horrible out- 
rage; that they had descended en masse 
from the hills, had burned the Moslem 
village of Marli and had killed every in- 
habitant. | 

This is a foul lie, invented by Izzet Bey, — 
the clever Arabic scoundrel who now 
rules the sultan and the empire. He main- 
tains his power by pandering to the sul- 
tan’s thirst for Armenian blood. Every- 
body is aware that Zeitoun was sur- 
rounded by troops and bashi-bazouks, and 
that such a sortie was impossible. The 
object of the falsehood is to alienate sym- 
pathy from the Armenians. This means 
that the doom of the Zeitounites is sealed. 
The sultan means to seize an excuse to 
order their extermination. 

Much Rellef Is Felt 

among the friends of American mission- 
aries over the news that has just been re- 
ceived by United States Minister Terrell 
from Aintab, Bitlis, Kharput, Marsovan, 
Kaisarien and Talass, and which contains 
assurances that the missionaries at those 
points are safe. 

They are under the protection of Turk- 
ish troops, in accordance with the per- 
emptory demand upon the porte by Min- 
ister Terrtll. The report to Mr. Terrell 
from these points, although they give the 
comforting assurances that no harm has 
thus far come to the missiouaries, state 
that serious danger still exists, and con- 
vey the impression that the fear of fur- 
ther outbreaks is by no means past. 
Word has also been received that the 
Americans in Hadjin are safe. 

The French guardship Faucon has ar- 
rived here in accordance with the permis- 
sion granted by the sultan upon the de- 
mand of the powers, and has joined the 
English gunboat Dryad, the Italian war 
vessel Archimed andthe Austrian gun- 
boat Sebenico, which arrived during the 
week. | 

The secondary effects of the outrages 
perpetrated upon Armenians in the 
months past are seen in the advices now 
being received from Anatolia, which dwell 
upon the terrible distress existing every- 
where. A thousand fugitives have taken 
refuge in Black sea ports, where they re- | 
main in a deplorable condition. 

Raids Continue. 

The Kurds continue to pillage the Ar- | 
menian villages without opposition from 
the helpless inhabitants or from the au- 
thorities. During the last three weeks 160 
villages have been sacked and 70 men 
killed. The villages of Seria, Hazier, | 
Bohazkeesen, Hadji Kisha and the Ar- | 
menian district of Haizalsor have been 
laid waste. The village of Iamasquird 
has been raided four times in one week. | 

The authorities make no attempt what- | 
| ever to put astop to the Kurdish raids or 
to punish the perpetrators of them. Itis 
feared that the inhabitants of numbers of 
villages who have fled through fear of 
threatened outrage and have taken refuge 
at inaccessible points in the mountains | 
will perish during the severe weather of | 
the winter, which is now coming on. The! 
Armenians are in a state of utter despair 
over their situation. 

News is daily received here of thousands 
of Armenians who are offered the choics 
between Islam and death. At Marash, an 
Armenian, who was ordained an Anglican 
clergyman, refused the choice, and was 
killed by slow torture. At Kharput, two 
Protestant preachers and a Syrian priest 
were murdered for the same cause. At 
Achuma, 52 persons died as martyrs to 
their religion. At Ouzoon, alarge num- 
ber of Armenians were captured and led 
toa neighboring Turkish village, where 
they were ordered to change their faith. 
Fifty of them rushed into the Euphrates 
and were drowned, the Turks shooting 
them while they were in the water. At 
Hob, 85 were killed. | 
Wholesale Slanghter Was Contemplated, 

Although the immediate cause of the 
recent widespread panic here was the quar- 
rel between two Armenians, it now ap- 
pears that a wholesale attack upon all 
the Armenians in the city, looking to their 
extermination, was really projected on 
thatday. The attack was to commenca 
at 11 o'clock in the morning, but the plan 
was frustrated by the state of alarm and 
excitement created by the petty quarrel 
between the two Armenians, which served 
asa warning to the other Armenians in 
the city, and caused them to take refugo 
in their houses. 

Several conflicts between Armenians 
and Mussulmans are known to have taken 
place Saturday evening in various parts of 
the city, but great secrecy is maintained 
on the subject by the authorities, and no 
details are obtainable. 

The massacres of Armenians in Kais- 
arien and Talass lasted for three days. 
All kinds of excesses were perpetrated 
upon the inhabitants, many women and 
girls being outraged by the gens d’armes 
as well as the Kurds. 

It has previously been alleged that the 
Kurds alone were responsible for this 
specie of outrages, being beyond the con- 
trol of the authorities. The scenes which 
are daily enacted are too horrible to allow 
of description. The survivors of these 
massacres are compelled to either adopt 
Islam or be killed. 

The ambassadors of the powers here are 
finding that it is useless to address com: 
munications to the porte on this subject,

UNDER THE OLD RULES 


House Can Accomplish Nothing In 
Legislation This Week. 


Contested Elections May Fur- 
nish Excitement. 


| Wiany Topics Likely to Be Brought Forward In 
the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—This is the last 
week in the house before the recess for the 
Christmas holidays, and practically the 

| only thing that will be accomplished will 
be the appointment of committees, which 
Speaker Reed will announce on Friday or 
Saturday, when the recess is taken. 

| Asapreliminary to the appointment of 
the committees, however, the proceedings 
will probably be enlivened by a couple of 

| days of active skirmishing. The house is 
operating under the rules of the Fifty- 
first congress. In that congress the mem- 
bership of the leading committees, like 
ways and means, appropriations, judici- 

| ary, etc., was 15 members. 

Owing to the increase in the member- 
| ship of the house, as a result of the llth 
| census, and the admission of the four 

northwestern territories in 1890, the mem- 
bership of these committees was inoreased 
in the Fifty-second congress to 17. It will 
be necessary, therefore, to bring in amend- 
ments to the rules under which the house 
is now operating to increase the member- 
ship of these committees to 17. 

Although the general debate on the 
rules will not come until the rules com- 
mittee makes its report after the holidays, 
still it is not unlikely that the proposition 
to increase the membership of the com- 
mittee referred to will precipitate general 
debate. Certainly, if it does not, another 
resolution which will be offered tomor- 
row will. This will bein the shape of a 
resolution to divide the committees on 
elections. 

There are 29 contested seats in the pres- 
ent house, an unprecedented number. 
Experience has shown that the considera- 
tion of election cases are long, tedious af- 
fairs,andit has repeatedly happened, as 
in the last congress, that the end of the 
second session and final adjournment are 
reached with some cases +§ll pending. 
The Louse leaders, therefore, considered 
it wise to divide the committee this year 
in order to facilitate the consideration of 
the cases. The Democrats charge that 
this plan is to be pursued that Democrats 
may be more promptly ousted from their 
seats, and the debate will doubtless de- 
velop consi‘lerable partisan rancor. 

In case the correspondence aver the 
Venezuelan boundary line is not sent to 
congress tomorrow, @ resolution calling 
for it may be passed. It is not improbable 
alro that the reports of Secretary Carlisle, 
which were submitted today, may be 
brought before the house by some parlia- 
mentary device and made the subject of 
an exciting debate. 

Senate Forecast, 

Speeches are promised in the senate dur- 
ing the week on various topics now before 
that body. Senator Hill probably will 
talk on the Monroe doctrine, Senator 
White on the senate rules and Senator 
Stewart on his resolution regarding the 
effect of the rate of exchange on agri- 
culture and manufactures between gold 
standard and silver standard countries, 

There is also @ probability of some 
speeches on Senator Peffer’s bill regard- 
ing senatorial funerals. This is the only 
bill of general importance which has been 
reported from the committee. It is pos- 
sible that the reorganization question 

may come up during the latter part of the 
week, but the best opinion is that the re- 
organization will not be perfected before 
the holidays. The adjournment for 
Christmas is expected to take place on 
Friday. 


Ten Days of Torment. 

BALTIMORE, Dec. 16. — Steamer Lord 
Erne arrived here yesterday, having on 
board James Brooks, second mate of the 
| ship Belle O’Brien of Thomaston, Me., 
which foundered off the west coast of Ire- 
| land during November. Brooks is in a 
serious condition, as the result of exposure 
in an open boat, without food or water, 
from Noy. 20, when, with two -compan- 
ions, he took the long boat and abandoned 
the O’Brien, until Nov. 80, when he was 
picked up by the Lord Erne. One of his 
| companions, Cronin, maddened by his suf- 
ferings, jumped over from the long boat, 
and was drowned. The other, Peterson, 
became delirious, and died a day or two 
after being taken on board the Lord Erne. 


But One Will. 
Krier, Dec. 16.—Emperor William ar- 


| rived here yesterday, and paid a visit to 
the dockyard and to the Seamen’s home. 


At the latter place he made an address 
and administered the oath to the nayal 
recruits. He exhorted them to remain 
good Christians, to be loyal to their em- 
peror and fatherland and to keep the oath 
sacred which bound them to submit to 
one will in order te preserve what their 
forefathers created. 


Under Sixty-Six Indictments. 

MEMPHIS, Dec. 16.—Thirty-one more in- 
dictments have been returned against A. 
K. Ward by the grand jury, making a 
total of 66, and charging embezzlements 
}; amounting to $160,000. In the chancery 
| court Ward refused to give his testimony 
, in the vivil suits now pending against 
: him, and stated that the threat of con- 
| tempt of court and going to jail had no 
| terrors for him, for he was already in jail. 


Fighting Taik. 

Port TOWNSEND, Wash., Dee. 16,—Ac- 
cording to Thomas Newell, who was 
elected delegate to congress from Alaska 
last summer, Vice President Stevenson 
has expressed himself as being of the 
opinion that there are no grounds for ar- | 
| bitration of the disputed boundary line | 
between Canada and Alaska, and if Eng- 
land thought otherwise she would have to 
fight for her rights, 


The Worid’s Pool Champion. 
Syracusk, Dec. 16.—William H. Clear- 
water of Ravenna, O., won the world’s | 
championship at pool playing here by de- 
feating Jerome Keough. If Keough had 
won, the tournament would have resulted 
ina tie between Keough, Clearwater and 
De Oro, the chances then being in favor 

of the latter winning. 


All Met Instant Death.

BOXES OF EXPLOSIVES 


Sent to Chicago Millionaires With 
Intentions of Assassination, 


Timely Warning From an 
Unknown Stranger 


Prevented the Instrsments of Death From 
Reaching Their Destination. 


Cuicago, Dec. 17. — An attempt was 
made yesterday to murder Philip D. 
Armour, the cattle king, worth $59,000,000 
and George M. Pullman, the palace car 
magnate, worth $25,000,000 or more. The 
suspicions of a postal collector were 
aroused, however, and the packages in- 
tended for the victims were delivered to 
Postmaster Hessing. 

Two packages wero received at postal 
station L, of which William Hanlon is 
superintendent, directed to P. D. Armour 
and George M. Pullman, respectively, and 
the packages were finally turned over to 
Postoffice Inspector Stewart for inspec- 
tion. They proved to be infernal ma- 
chines, which, had they reached their des- 
tination and been opened without sus- 
picion by the men fur whom they were 
intended, would have probably blown 
them into eternity. 


G. M. PULLMAN. 
The packages were taken up by Collector 


Kirkwood of station L. One of them he 
found on the mail box at Wabash avenue 
and Fourteenth street and the other at 
Wabash avenue and Twenty-first street. 


The second machine was laid on the box | 


just as Kirkwood approached it to make 
his collection. He saw a man of rough 
appearance lay a package on the box and 
walk away. When he reached the mail 
box he found the package to be similar to 
the one he had picked up at Fourteenth 
street, and addressed in the same hand- 
writing. Each package weighed about 24 
ounces, and the poorly scrawled addresses 
were alone enough to attract the attention 
of the carrier. 

The postal authorities were already on 
the lookout for suspicious packages for 
Mr. Armour, as a stranger had notified 
attaches of his office that an infernal ma- 
chine was on its way to Mr. Armour 
through the mail. He claimed to have 
overheard an exposure of the conspiracy 
from two men talking in an alley. The 
employes of Mr. Armour did not place 
much reliance in the story, but informed 
the postal officials of what they had been 
told.

A similar visit was paid Mr. Pullman 
Sunday night, presumably by the same 
person who took the trouble toinform Mr.

He delivered his message, however, with- 
out seeing Mr. Pullman, «and left a card 
with his business address.

Like Dynamite. 

The dangerous character of the packages 
has been established without a doubt. A 
trial test of their contents was made, and 
this proved that the packages contained 
anexplosive in force akin to dynamite. 
The packages were about eight inches 
long with three-inch ends. They were 
wooden boxed, each containing a drawer. 
Matches were so arranged inside as to be 
ignited by the friction with sandpaper, 
which was glued to the box above the 
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drawer, when the latter was pulled out. | 


The boxes were well provided with the ex- 
plosive, but inthe bottom was placed a 
| piece of lead pipe several inches long. | 

The arrest of Albert Reaser was made 
on the strength of the statements made 
by Collector Kirkwood, who said that the 
man whom he saw place the package on 
the box resembled a man whom he had 
seen arrested last summer for throwing | 
stones at Mr. Pullman’s windows. He 
was under the impression that the men 
Were one and the same, and Reaser, who 
was the stone-thrower, was at once 
brought in. He denies in the strongest 
manner that he sent the packages through 
the mails. 

The packages are described by one of the 
postoffice attaches who saw them when 
brought in by Hanlon as rectangular in 
shape, about 6in. long, Qin. deep and 2in. 
wide. They were wrapped with a light| 

brown paper and addressed in a rough | 
hand with a pencil. On the margin was) 
written “contens wire.’ ‘The street ad- 
dresses were likewise misspelled.

The theory expressed by Inspector Stew- 
artis that Owens conceived the idea of 
sending the bombs, and notified the re- 
cipients in advance of the mailing of the 
packages in the hope of obtaining a good 
reward. 

Albert Reaser was taken to Bridewell 
yesterday to work out a fine of $60, im- 
posed for lounging around Millionaire 
Marshall Field’s home on Prairie avenue, 
near the Pullman and Armour residences. 
Reaser had been found several times in 
the same locality previous to his arrest 
last Saturday and on his person were 
letters addressed in his own handwriting 
to Marshall Field and George M. Pull- 
man, asking for employment. He was 
formerly an inmate of the Dunning in- 
Sane asylum, from whence he escaped 
Nov. 15. 

P. D. Armour was not in his office yes- 
terday afternoon. His private secretary, 
W. J. Quinn, was there, however, and 
talked for the millionaire. He said that 
on Sunday night an unknown man en- 
tered the office and informed C. W. Comes, 
the manager, that a plot was on foot to 
destroy Mr. Armour. An infernal ma- 
chine, he asserted, had been mailed to 
him, and he warned Mr. Armour’s repre- 
sentatives to have the matter looked into. 
“We did not put much reliance in the 
man’s words,” said Quinn, “but in order 
to be on the safe side turned the matter 
over tothe postal authorities and let it 
enc ‘ere.

REVENUE NOT NEEDED, | 


Carliske Advises Congress to Work on 
More Economical Lines, 


Gold Basis Would Solve the 
Money Problem. 


An Estimated Deficiency of $17,000,000 For 
the Current Fiscal Year. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 17.—The annual re- | 
port of the secretary of the treasury was 
sent to congress yesterday. It was a long 
and important document, the salient 
points of which follow: 

The revenues of the government from 
all sources during the Jast fiscal year 
amounted to $890,373,203. The expendi- 
tures during the same period aggregated 
$435,178,426, leaving a deficit for the year 
of $42,805,223. As compared with the fiscal 
year 1894, the receipts for 1895 increased 
$17,670,705, although there was a decrease 
of $11,429,981 in the ordinary expenditures, 
which is largely accounted for by a re- 
duction of $11,134,055 on sugar bounties. 
The revenues for the current fiscal year 
are estimated, upon the basis of existing 
laws, at $431,907,407, and the expenditures 
at $448,907,407, '~hich will leave a deficit of 
$17,000,000, 

“The cash balance in the treasury on Dec. | 
1, 1895,’’ he #& s, “was $177,406,386, being | 
$78,072,420 ine cess of the actual gold re- 
serve on that day, and $77,406,886 in excess 
of any sum that it would be necessary to 
use for replenishing that fund in case the 
secretary should at any time be able to 
exchange currency for gold. There is 
therefore no reason to doubt the ability of 
the governmentto discharge all its cur- 
rent obligations during the present fiscal 
year, and have a large cash balance at its 
close, without imposing additional taxa- 
tion inany form upon the people; but I 
adhere to the opinion, heretofore ex- 
pressed, that the secretary of the treasury 
ought always to have authority to issue 
and sell, or use in the payment of expenses, 
short-time bonds bearing a low rate of in- 
terest, to supply casual deficiencies in the 
revenue.” 

In that part of the report which refers to 
the financial problem, Secretary Carlisle 
says in effect that the present situation is 
not due to a lack of revenue but to in- 
herent defects in our currency system— 
the laws compelling the reissue of our 
greenbacks and silver certificates. The 
only solution of the question is the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks by exchanging 
them for low-interest, long-time gold 
bonds—in fact, going upon a gold basis. 

To take the place of the cancelled notes 
he would extend the present national 
banking system along the lines suggested 
by the president in his message. He states 
specifically that the country is not in need 
of more revenue if congress is economical. 

It was the lack of confidence in our 
monetary system, he says, that produced 
the recent panic and reduced the revenue 
of the government. He expects a deficit 
of $17,000,000 in the current fiscal year, 
but says there will be a surplus of $7,000,- 
000 in 1897. 


The Bond Issues, 


The three bond issues were made neces 
sary by a continuous drain on the gold re 
serve. The keynote of the whole report is 
summarized in the document itself as fol- 
lows: 

No surplus revenue, however large, could 
extricate us from our present difficulties or 
give assurance of safety in the future, unless 
it should be required tobe paid in gold under | 


@ system which would exempt the govern: 
ment from the obligation to furnish the gold 
when demanded to be used in making the pay- 
ments, and it is scarcely necessary to sugges? 
that such a system is impossible as long as the 
United States and treasury notes are kept in 
circulation and are redeemable in gold by the 
government itself on presentation. 

Owing to the peculiar character of our cur 
rency, the ability of the treasury to hoara| 
United States and treasury notes is limited ta | 
certain amount—which cannot be definitely 
determined in advance—and if it should, after | 
that amount has been reached, refuse to pay | 
out these notes in making payments, the imy 
mediate result would be that nearly all pay | 
ments to the government would be made in 
silver certificates, which it is bound to take 
but can compel no one else to take. 

There would be a stream of these non-legal 
tender certificates constantly flowing into the | 
treasury, and it would receive scarcely any | 
more United States notes or treasury notes 
as parts of the surplus revenue, but would, 
s00n be compelled to pay out those already ac 
cumulated or pay gold or break down in its 
operations at the sub-treasuries.

the o; e1ing of the surplus lands after allot- 
ment to homestead settlement; and 

Whereas, the secretary of the interior has 
wholly failed to appoint agents to allot said 
lands as provided in said act; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the secretary of the interior 
is hereby directed, if not incompatible with 
the public interest, to report to the house: 


First—The reasons and causes operating, if 
any, to delay the appointing of allotting agenta 
and the allotment of said lands. 

Second—Whether any of his connections or 
relations by blood or marriage are acting as 
attorneys for said Indians or any party or par- 
ties interested in delaying the opening of the 
reservation to settlement. 

The Democrats were not disposed to 
raise any objection to this resolution of 
inquiry, but Mr. Flynn, after consent for 
its consideration had been secured, began 
an attack on the secretary of the interior, 
which called forth a vehement protest 
from Mr, Cooper (Fla.), who maintained 
that Mr. Flynn’s language toward the 
secretary was undignified and disrespect- 
ful. Thisincited Mr. Flynn to renewed 
attack. At the conclusion of his speech, 
however, he called for the previous ques- 
tion, thus shutting off the possibility of a 
further defense of the secretary of the in- 
terior. 

The house agreed to take up today the 
proposition to increase the membership of 
the principal committees on elections, in 
order to facilitate the disposition of the 
contested election cases.

; in Close Quarters. 

New York, Deo. 17.—The World says: 
The withdrawal yesterday of $3,150,000 in 
gold for shipment today leaves the treas- 
ury reserve at $72,804,706. President Cleve- 
land, seeing that a bond issue must come, 
has been in personal consultation with 
members of the syndicate which advised 
and managed the last issue. The details 
of a plan for the issue were partially 
agreed upon, and it is understood that 
the president will order the issue as soon 
as the reserve strikes the $60,000,000 
mark. The issue will be for at least $70,- 
000,000, possibly $100,000,000. It is the 
general feeling that today’s shipment will 
be the last for some time, but it is thought 
that the president’s mark of $60,000,000 
will be reached in the first fortnight of the 
new year, when the bond issue may be ex: | 
pected.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Governor West 
of Utah yesterday escorted to the White 
House and presented to the president 
Messrs Letcher and Sherman, the com- 
mnissioners appointed to deliver to hima 
certified copy of the constitution adopted 
by the new state anda statement of the 
vote by which the constitution was 
adopted. The constitution was a gold- 
bound volume, encased in morocco.

BIG STRIKE INAUGURATED. 


Employes of Philadelphia Traction Company 
Tie Up the Road. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 17.—At 4 o’clock 
this morning the street car lines of this 
city were tied up in a general strike. The 
conductors and motormen are waging war 
for an increase of wages, shorter hours 
and the privilege of belonging to the 
Amalgamated Association of Street Rail- 
way Employes. 

Dissatisfaction has been growing for a 
long time, but reached a high pitch imme- 
diately after the recent consqisdation of 
all the local lines into one coi®pany—the 
Union Traction. The action was pre- 
cipitated by the numerous discharges 
from the company’s service of men be- 
longing to the Amalgamated association. 
Many conferences have been sought by 
the various committees representing the 
railway men, but all have been rejected 
by President Welsh and the company’s 
board of directors. 

The demands of the men in details are 
these: 

First—That 10 consecutive hours shall 
constitute a day’s work, for which the sum 
of $2 shall be paid. 

Second—That all cars shall pe vestibuled 
for the protection of motormen. 

Third—That sweepers, snow plows and 
trippers shall be considered as special 


work, and shall be subject to increased | 


ay. 
Fourth—That no employes shall be dis- 
charged for belonging to the amalgamated 
or any other organization, except for just 
cause. That all men discharged by reason 
of their affiliation with said organization 
shall be immediately reinstated.

All the Christian shops and 250 houses 
were pillaged and many were burned. 
About 1000 Armenians who took refuge in 
the khans and mosques at the beginning 
of the panic are still kept prisoners there, 
for what purpose can only be surmised.”

Deals With the Subject In Un- 
mistakable Terms. 


Brought Out Unparalleled Outbursts of Enthue 
siasm at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18,—The message of 
President Cleveland to congress trans- 
mitting the correspondence between Sec- 


retary Olney and Lord Salisbury, relative , 


to the Venezuelan boundary dispute, 
created a sensation in Washington. 

Although the nature of Secretary Ol- 
ney’s vigorous communication and of 
Lord Salisbury’s answer had already been 
foretold in dispatches from Washington 
and London, there was still a great pop- 
ular craving to learn just how the presi- 
dent would deal with Lord Salisbury’s re- 
fusal to submit the matter to arbitration, 
and the message was listened to with in- 
tense interest in congress, and was read 
with avidity on the streets. No where 
was & voice lifted in dissent from the doc- 
trine so firmly laid down by the president, 
but, on the contrary, there was an out 
burst of patriotic feeling that must have 
been very gratifying to the chief execu- 
tive. 

In the dignified United States senate, a 
body that rarely exhibits emotion on any 
occasion, there was witnessed the un- 
paralleled spectacle of hand clapping and 
applause, which was the spontaneous ex- 
pression of the approval of almost every 
senator, without regard to party. On the 
streets the message was discussed, and 
old veterans of the late war talked ex- 
ultantly of what they were prepared again 
to undertake at the call of their country. 
In the great hall of the pension buildi

gusto the “Star Spangled Banner” and 
“My Country, ’Tis of Thee.” 

Atthe White House messages poured 
in from every quarter of the country, con- 
gratulating the president upon his mes- 
sage.

THE NEW QUARTERS. 


A Description of Rooms to be 
Occupied by District Court. 


As has been previously stated the dis- 
trict court will occupy its new quarters in 
the Adams building early next week, 

The new rooms while somewhat smaller 
than the present guarters are much more 
convenient and inviting, tv those whose 
business calls them there, than the present 
quarters in the Faxon building, aud once 
in the new quarters the mauy familiar 
faces now daily. seen in the spectators’ 
seats will be missed, as it is understood 
that owing to the smailness of the new 
rooms only those who have business with 
the court will be admitted. 

The new rooms are those recently occu- 
pied by the probate court, and they have 
been undergoing the necessary alterations. 
The brick partition which separated rooms 
11 and 12 has been removed making one 
room, This is lighted by eight large 
windows on the east side and will also be 
supplied by three chandeliers, 

The judge’s bench is located at the 
southerly end. At the right of this bench 
is the witness stand. The clerk’s desk, 
which is also ericlosed in a railing, is 
directly in front, and in front of thatis 
another enclosure containing tables for the 
use of members of the bar only. 

On the easterly side of the room near the 
clerk’s desk is the prisoners dock adjoining 
which is the desk of the probation officer. 

On the westerly side of the room between 
the two entrances are the tables for the re- 
porters and police officers and the only 
objection to this is that the reporters 
will have tosit with their backs toward the 
room, 

The balance of the space in the room is 
occupied by settees for the witnesses. 

Entrance for the court and officers wil! 
be by rooom 11 while the others will enter 
by room 12, 

Directly in the rear of the judge’s bench 
is the clerk’s room with an entrance from 
the main court room and also an entrance 
from the corridor by room 24. 

Room 13 which is the room recently used 
as the Democratic headquarters is being 
fitted up as a judge’s private room, which 
will also be used to hear juvenile cases, as 
well by the Probate court. 

The interior furnishings are of ash and 
the walls are tinted.

METROPOLITAN COUNTY. 


A Proposition to Include Boston and 


the Suburban Cities. 


The Greater Boston Commission has in 
priat its volumous reportand from what 
can be learned it proposes to include the 
City of Boston and all the towns within a 
radius of 10 miles into one county, and if 
passed by the Legislature will be submitted 
to the people at a special election. 

Bat little of the plau proposed is known 
as yet but the geaeral outline seems to be a 
county council which wiil control the 
police, sewerage, water, fire, street lighting, 
ete, 

The LEDGER gave Mayor Hodges, view 
of the project in its issue of Tuesday and 
his views areshared by many other citizens. 

Several well known citizens were seen by 
a representative of the LepGrER and while 
each expressed their opinion in a general 
way they did not care to be quoted as for 
or against the scheme until they knew 
exactly what was proposed, 

One citizen said if honest men were 
selected to carry on the business of the 
county ic would doubtless be less expensive 
than now, but like others seen, he wound 
up by saying that he could tell better after 
seeing the report. 

A Bagton paper has the following: 

The Greater Boston commission will 
make its report to the legislature on Jan. 
1. The Metropolitan district commission 
is composed of William B, Rice, Osborne 
Howes and William Powers Wilson. It is 
recommended in the report that a new 
county, to be known as the Metropolitan 
County, be instituted, which shall include 
all the cities and towns in the metropolitan 
dsitrict. This will take in the whole of 
Suffolk county and parts of Norfolk, Essex 
and Middlesex counties. Annexation to 
Boston is not recommended in any sense 
of the word, Each town and city in the 
aew county will retain its owa municipal 
government as befure, 

The idea is, however, to have the sewer- 
age, water, parks and other systems now 
controlled by commissioners appointed by 
the governor placed in the hands of the 
aew Metropolitan county officers, A county 
council, similar to thatin use in London, 
is not recommended, The report will con- 
tain descriptions of the London county 
council aud other county councils, but no 
particular idea is suggested as the best for 
adoption here. The city of London in 
itself bas only about 50,000 inhabitants. 
It isthe great business centre of the me- 
tropolis, 

It is said that the plan, if the report is 
favorably received and its recommendations 
acted upon by the legislature, is to be sub- 
mitted to the people ata special election 
to be held May 15th, 1896, for their ap- 
proval before it becomes a law. 

A meeting of the Metropolitan district 
commission was held at its office, 40 
Water street, Monday afternoon, but no 
business of importance was transacted. 
Phe commissioners decline to give out any 
information regarding their report until it

The Family «f A. W. Fay Had a 
Narrow Escape from Death, 


The family of A. W. Fay the Wollaston 
undertaker had a narrow escape from death 
by suffocation by coal gas Tuesday night, 

It was in the vicinity of 11 o'clock when 
Otficer George A. McKay in passing the 
house saw Mr, Fay at the window gasping 
for breath, 

The officer went to Mr. Fay’s assistance 
and gaining an entraace into the building 
found Mrs. Fay and the children nearly un- 
conscious from the effects of the gas, the 
rooms being full of the death dealing 
vapor, 

After considerable hard work the family 
were brought back to consciousness and 
this morning were reported as having re- 
covered from the effects of the gas, 

The trouble was caused by gas escaping 
from the furnace in the basement the 
damper of which had been closed by Mr. 
Fay previous to retiring. 

By the timely assistance of Officer McKay 
the entire family were probably saved 
from death by suffocation.

General Court. 


The Legislature of 1896 will meet one 
week from next Wednesday,—the house in 
the extension and the senate in the old 
building. ‘The latter structure has been 
made ready for legislative business, above 
tbe basement story, and the council cham- 
ber and representatives’ hall will be used 
for committee hearings, in addition to the 
apartments hitherto regularly devoted to 
that purpose, 

The safety of the building has been en- 
hanced by transferring the water-tank— 
weighing when full ten, tons—from the 
cupola to the engine room in the basement, 
aud the old elevators will be run with the 
water pressure from below iustead of from 
above.

This connection will 
be by the permanent corridors on the east 
and west sides of the new structure, in 
place of the central temporary bridge 
heretofore used, 

There will be probably a Republican 
caucus to nominate a new clerk of the 
House and some other business, which will 
be held in the old representatives’ chamber.

MONROE DOCTRINE.

menf {fg important to our peacé and safety as a 
nation, and is essential to the integrity of our} 
free institutions and the tranquil main- 
tenance of our distinctive form of government. 
It was intended to apply to every stage of our 
national life, and cannot become obsolete 
while our republic endures. If the balance of 
power is justly a cause for jealous anxiety 
among governments of the Old World, anda 
subject for absolute non-interference, none 
the less is an observance of the Monroe doc 
trine of vital concern to our people and their 
government. 

Assuming, therefore, that we may properly | 
insist upon this doctrine without regard to 
the “state of things in which we live,” or any 
changed conditions here or elsewhere, it is not | 
apparent why its application may not be in- | 
yoked in the “present controversy.” If a} 
European power, by an extension of ics | 
boundaries, takes possession of the territory | 
of one of our neighboring republics against its | 
will and in derogation of its rights, it is dith- | 
cult to see why to that extent such European | 
power does not thereby attempt to extend its 
system of government to that portion of this 
continent which is thus taken. This is the} 
precise action which President Monroe de-! 
clared to be “dangerous to our peace and) 
satiety,” and it can make no difference w sether 
tha Buropean system is extended by an ad- 
vance of frontier or otherwise. 

It is also suggested in the British reply that 
we should not seek to apply the Monroe doc- 
trine to the pending dispute, because it does 
not embody any principle of international law 
which is “founded on the general consent of 
nations,” and that “no statesman, however 
eminent, and no natiop, however powerful, 
are competent to insert into the code of inter- 
national law a novel principle which was never 
recognized before, and which has not since 
been accepted by the government of any other 
sountry.” 

Practically the principle for which we con- 
tend has peculiar, if not exclusive, relation to 
the United States. It may not have been ad 
mitted in so many words to the code of inter | 
national law, but since in international coun: 
cils every nation is entitled to the rights be 
longing to it, if the enforcement of the Monroe 
doctrine is something we may justly claim, it 
has its place in the code of international law 
as certainly and as surely asif it were specifi 
cally mentioned, and when the United States 
isa suitor before the high tribunal that ad- 
ministers international law the question to be 
determined is whether or not we present 
claims which the justice of that code of law 
can find to be right and valid. The Monroe 
doctrine finds its recognition in the principles 
of international law, which are based upon the 
theory that every nation shall have its rights | 
protected and its just claims enforced, 

Of course this government is entirely confi- 
dent that under the sanction of this doctrine 
we have clear rights and undoubted claims. | 
Nor is this ignored in the British reply. The 
prime minister, while not admitting that the 
Monroe doctrine is applicable to present con: | 
ditions, states: “In declaring that the United | 
States would resist any such enterprise if it} 
was contemplated, President Monroe adopted 
a policy which received the entire sympathy | 
of the English government of that date.” He | 
further declares: “Though the language of | 
President Monroe is directed to the attain- 
ment of objects which most Englishmen would 
agree to be salutsry, it is impossible to admit | 
that they have been inscribed by y adequate | 
authority in the code of international law.’ 
Again he says: “They (her majesty’s govern: 
ment) fully concur with the view which Presi- 
dent Monroe apparently entertained, that any 
disturbance of the existing territorial distribu: } 
tion in that hemisphere by any fresh acquisi- | 
tions on the part of any European state would 
be a highly inexpedient change.” 

In the belief that the doctrine for which we 
contend was clear and definite, that it was 
founded upon substantial considerations and 
involved our safety and welfare, that it was 
fully applicable to our present conditions and 
to the state of the world’s progress, and that 
it was directly related to the pending contro- 
ve sy, and without any conviction as to the 
final merits of the dispute, but anxious to 
learn in a satisfactory and conclusive manner | 
whether Great Britain sought under aclaim 
of boundary to extend her possessions on this 
continent without right, or whether 
merely sought possession of terri , fairly 
included within her lines of ow ship, this 
government proposed to the government of 
Great Britain a resort to arbitr mas the 
proper means of settling the question, to the 
end that a vexatious boundary dispute be- 
tween the two contestants might be deter- 
mined and our exact standing and relation in

Havi 
labored faithfully for many years to ind 
Great Britain to submit this dispute to im- | 
partial arbitration, and having been now | 
finally apprised of her refusal to do so, nothing 
remains but to accept the situation, to recog 
nize its plain requirements and deal with it 
accordingly. Great Britain's present proposi 
tion has never thus far been regarded as .d- 
missible by Venezuela, though any adjustment 
of the boundary which that country 
for her advantage, and may enter int 
free will, cannot of course be objec 
the United States. | 

Assuming, however, that the 
Venezuela will remain unchanged, 
has reached such a stage as to make i 
cumbent upon the United States t 
ures to determine with sufficient certainty for 
its justification what is the t: us diy 
between the republic of Venezuela and british 
Guiana. The inquiry to that end should, of 
course, be conducted carefully and judi-} 
ciously, and due weight should be given t | 
available evidence, records and facts in sup 
port of the clsims of both parties. 

In order that such an examination should 
be prosecuted in a thorough and satisfactory | 
manner, I suggest that the congress make an | 
adequate appropriation for the « Xpenses ofa 
commission, to be appointed by the execut 
who shall make the necessary inve 
and report upon the matter with the les 
sible delay. 

When such report is made and ac 
will,in my opinion, be the duty of the 
States to resist by every means in its power, | 
asa willtul aggression upon its rights and i 
terests, the appropria n by Great Britain of | 
any lands or the exercise of government 
jurisdiction over any rritory which, : 
investigation, we have determined of right be 
long to Venezuela. 

In making these recommendations I am fully | 
alive to the responsibility incurred, and keenly 
realize all the consequences that may follow. :

Viewed With Disfavor Abroad, 

LonpboN, Dec: 18.—All of this*morning's 
papers devote more or less of their editorial 
space toa discussion of President Cleve- 
land’s message on the Venezuelan ques- 
tion and to the merits of that question it- 
self. 

The Times says: It is impossible to dis- 
guise the gravity of the difficulties that 
have arisen between Great Britain and 
the United States. President Cleveland's 
message, and its reception on both sides of 
the senate, give additional importance to 
the dispatches between Washington and 
London.

END NEAR AT HAND, 


Spanish Troops Unable to Check Ad- 
yance of Cuban Insurgents, 


Gzavity of the Situation Real- 
ized by Campos. 


His Defeat In Mantanzas Would Mean Freedom 
For the Cubans. 


HABANA, Dec. 18.—The “repulses” and 

! announcements of the heavy losses the in- 
surgents are said to have incurred have 
not prevented them from pushing steadily 
onward, and so the Spanish forces must be 
in retreat or defeated beyond concentra- 
tion. 

The insurgents have crossed the mili- 
tary lines between the city of Santa Clara 
and Cienfuegos, and their advance guards 
are now in sight of Las Lajas, well to the 
westward of Santa Clara, showing tha} 
the Spuniards have been utterly unable to 
check their progress since they crossed the 
frontier of Santa Clara from Puerto Prin- 
cipe at Iguara. 

As the latest news came from the front, 
the guerrilla forces of the Spaniards were 
engaged with the vanguard of the Cubans, 
and the troops commanded by Colonel 
Valle were known to be engaged with the 
insurgents near Hormiguero. However, 
the most serious news for the Spaniards 
was the dispatch announcing the insur- 
gents to be in sight of Las Lajas, showing 
the combined armies of Maveo and Gomez 
to be making for the province of Habana. 
Near Matanzas, a decisive battle must be 
fought, or else the Spaniards must retreat 
upon Habana itself. 

General Campos, recognizing the grav- 
ity of the situation, has left Cienfugoes 
for Matanzas, to take command of the 
Spanish troops that will attempt to bar 
the way of the Cubans. If Campos is de- 
feated in Matanzas, the insurgent cause 
will, it would seem, be triumphant. 

Only about 10 days have elapsed since 
the announcement was made of the de- 
feat of Colonel Segura at Iguara by Maceo 
and Gomez, but the Cubans have sinoe 

| then crossed four-fifths of the province of 
Santa Clara, and they have done this in 
the face of the 40,000 picked troops said to 
have been distributed over that territory. 

It was at Santa Clara that De Campos 
made his headquarters, andit was from 
there he proposed to direct the operations 
which were to hurl the enemy back in con- 
fusion. Later he changed his _head- 
quarters to Ciefuegos, southwest of Santa 
Clara; now he is off for Matanzas, four 
days hard traveling for the insurgents 
from Santa Clara, 

If the insurgents are defeated, and ordl- 
nary fair generalship is adopted by the 
Spaniards, the forces of Gomez and Maceo 
will be caught from their rear on one of 
the narrowest parts of the island by all 
the Spanish troops they have successfully 
evaded or defeated in their march west- 
ward. The next two weeks, consequently,

WHAT SHALL BE DONE? 


Venezuelan Question Absorbs All the 
Attention at Washington, 


Likely to Be Settled With 
Peace and Honor 


Unless Venezuelans Themselves Become Too 
Excited Over the Matter. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 19.—The greater por- 
tion of the time of the Republican sena- 
torial caucus yesterday was devoted to 
the Venezuelan question as presented by 
the president’s message. This matter 
was brought up in connection with a re- 
newal by Senator Lodge of his sugges- 
tion that the senate should not, in view 
of the critical siate of affairs, adjourn for 
the holidays until the committees should 
be completely equipped for action in case 
the necessity should arise. 

A large number of speeches were made, 
after which it was announced, as the senti- 
ment of the caucus, that there should be 
no adjournment until the committees 
should be perfected. Senator Mitchell is 
chairman of the caucus committee author- 
ized to present this view to the Demo- 
cratic senators and impress upon them the 
necessity for speedy action in making 
their committee assignments, 

Among those who made speeches were 
Senators Lodge, Teller, Chandler, Platt 
and Frye, All the speakers spoke of the 
situation as graye. Senator Lodge dwelt 
upon the special necessity for having the 
foreign relations committee in full work- 
ing order. Senator Teller said the view 
that the problem which the message pre- 
sented was too serious for hasty action in 
any way, and intimated that an adjourn- 
ment until after the holidays would do no 
great harm. 

The opinion was very general, however, 
that congress should be fully prepared for, 
and should make its own investigation. 
It was suggested that England might ac- 
cept the president’s utterances as an ulti- | 
matum, and proceed immediately to push | 
her troops into Venezuela, and it was 
asked what the United States would do 
in that event, in case the question should 
be still tied up in the hands of a commis- 
s1on. 

There was some reference to the bill 
passed in the house appropriating money 
for the proposed commission, and the 
opinion was expressed that the bill should 
goto the committee for amendment. It 
was also stated that it was the understand- 
ing that Senator Morgan would move its 
reference. Some of the senators expressed 
the view that the time when the commit- 
tee should report should be defined. The 
caucus also instructed Senator Mitchell to 
inform the Democrats that they would be 
granted full representation on the en- 
larged committees, as heretofore on all 
committees. 

The caucus did not adjourn to any given 
time. After the adjournment, Mr. Mitch- 
ell had a conference with Senator Morgan. 
Mr. Gorman promised to lay the matter} 
before the Democratic committee, and 
said that the action of the Republican 
caucus in conceding full representation to 
the minority would tend to simplify tae 
work of the committee, and thus hasten 
the final adjustment. 

Ojney’s Bold Stand, 

It is proper to note the fact that while 
up to the beginning of last spring the 
United States never had gone further in 
the Venezuelan matter than to tender ovr 
good offices, at that point, Mr. Olney, for 
the first time, initiated a new and impor- 
tant phase of the controversy by boldly 
taking the ground that Great Britain’s 
course was in yiolation of the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

Although there is nowhere a suggestion 
of any abatement of our claims—and in- 
deed it 1s generally recognized that by an- ' 
nouncing his determination to hold Great 
Britain outside of the boundary to be de- 
fined by our own commission, the presi- | 
dent has left no avenue for retreat—it is 
still confidently believed here that the 
difficulty can and will be settled peaceably 
and with honor to all parties concerned. 
This belief is based upon the expectation 
that Great Britain, as Lord Salisbury has 
indicated in his last nove, will re-establish 
diplomatic relations with Venezuela. 

As the revolution in that country has 
been quelled, and the internal peace Lord 
Salisbury demanded as a resumption of 
Venezuelan negotiations are restored, .e 
will treat the subject, it is believed, and 
as he promises in his note, in a more com- 
pliant spirit than the British government 


tions, and thus speedily reach an arrange- 


Venezuela, and so, as @ natural result, be 
acceptable to the United States. In this 
way Great Britain would avoid any conces- 
sion of the right of a third party to inter- 
pose, and likewise escape the admission of 
the acceptability or applicability of the 
Monroe doctrine. 

There probably will be ample time for 
Great Britain to carry out this program 
during the long interval that must elapse 
between the authorization and appoint- 
ment of our boundary commission and | 
the presentation of its report. It is en 


tirely probable that Great Britain will ab- 
stain from presenting any evidence in 
support of her title to the commission, 
for by so doing she would admit our rigat 
tointerpose, which is the vital point in 
the controversy, 80 that the commission's 
report is likely to fall subject to the same 
criticism that Lord Salisbury applied to 
Secretary Olney’s statement, namely, 
that it is ex parte and based entirely on 
The Venezuelan Records, 

One source of present danger which 
gives some apprehension to the element 
that looks for a peaceful solution of tae 
problem lies with the Venezuelans them- 
selves, as it is feared that, carried away by 
the enthusiasm of President Cleveland's 


message. and Secretary Olgey’s note of 


July last, they may be lea to attack the 
British outposts on the Yuruan without 
awaiting the findings of the United States 
commissioners as to the real boundary 
line, or may reject reasonable British 
overtures for a peaceable settlement of the 
boundary dispute. 

Lord Salisbury’s responses to Secretary 
Olney’s arguments are not regarded in 
official circles in Washington as being 
weighty or logically strong. The parallel 
he seeks to draw between the Alaskan 
boundary question and the Venezuelan 
boundary controversy utterly fails, it is 
said, when viewed in the light of the defi- 
nition of the Alaskan boundary given in 
the Russian treaty of cession. 

As for his objection to the injection of 
the Monroe doctrine into internatioral 
law, and the making of new internatio: _1 
law by the United States, it is recalicd 
that international law, as Speaker Reod 
once remarked of tary law, “is 
not an exact science;" that it is made and 
amended from time to time by nations 
able to support their views, and that the 
United States has as sound a right to ap- 

ly this doctrine to American affairs as 

some of the European powers by com- 
bination to regulate affairs in Europe and 
force their views upon Oriental nations. 

It isimprobable that Secretary Olney 
will make a further response to Lord 
Salisbury’s notes at this time, beyond a 
mere formal acknowledgment of their 
receipt, and the president probably will 
await the action of congress upon his sug- 
gestion looking to a commission before 
proceeding further with the negotiations. 

Deeply In Earnest, 

Yesterday's session of the house did not 
last an hour, but it sufficed for the pas- 
sage of a bill authorizing the president to 
appoint a commission to investigate the 
Venezuelan boundary, and appropriating 
$100,000 for the expenses of the commis- 
sion. The bill, which carries into effect 
the recommendations of the president’s 
message, was prepared by Mr. Hitt (Rep., 
Ilis.), and met the approval of Speaker 
Reed. 

Although several Republican leaders 
expressed themselves in conversation as 
favoring the reference of the message to 
the committee on foreign affairs for a re- 
port, Mr. Boutelle of Maine was the only 
one who voiced that view on the floor. 
Speeches for the bill were made by Mr. 
Hitt and Mr, Crisp, and attempted by 
other members who could not secure rec- 
ognition, as there was no vote against 
it, and considerable applause was given 
to the patriotic references to the speeches. 
The house decided to have its holiday re- 
cess extended from Friday, Dec. 20 to Fri- 
day, Jan. 8, a vacation of two weeks, 

There will be but one session before the 
holidays, that on Friday next, when 
Speaker Reed will probably defy super- 
stition and announce the house com- 
mittees. 

The senate shared the general sentiment 
of belligerency prevalent, and from the 
outset of the session the measures pro- 
posed breathed a spirit of patriotism and 
of preparation for any emergency that 
might arise concerning Venezuela.

IN VENEZUELA. 


Everybody Crazed With Excitement Over the 
Recent Developments. 


CaRACAS, Dec. 19.—The news of the 
Cleveland message, uncompromisingly 
upholding Venezuela and the Monroe 
doctrine, created the wildest joy and entha- 
siasm in this capital, It has produced 
new confidence in the future of the coun- 
try and acts like magic on business activity 
and enterprise. 

The Venezuelan foreign office declares 
that it will sustain the dignity and sov- 
ereignty of the republic by force if. neces- 
sary. One hundred and fifty thousand 
soldiers can be put into the fleld. The 
government declines to speak officially in 
regard to the Yuruan incident, but your 
correspondent is assured that it will re- 
fuse to concede the indemnity of $60,000 
recently demanded by Great Britain. 

It is reported English warships are 
on their way hither. The arrival of the 
American naval squadron is anxiously 
awaited. President Crespo said that he 
deemed it unwise to say anything for pub- 
lication until he could himself send a 
message to the Venezuelan congress. It 
is probable that an extra session of that 
body will now be called. 

The ‘Venezuelan press calls upon the 
people to show their patriotism on this 
great occasion and their gratitude to the 
noble republic of the north, which has 
proved in supreme crisis its stanch ad- 
herence to the principles laid down by its 
most advanced statesmen in tie early 
years of its history. The press also urges 
upon the people the duty of preparing at 
once for war with all their energy. 

Special editions were issued by the news- 
papers inthe evening, reiterating the ex- 
pression of the popular feeling of grati- 
tude that there was at last to be a union 
of political sentiment between North and 
South A merica productive of beneficent re- 
sults. They also declare their confidence 
in the outcome of the commission which 
President Cleveland proposes to send to 
examine into the merits of the dispute 
with Great Britain. The prestige of the 
United States, they add, is now unique in 
the political world, 

Englishmen resident in Caracas betray 
their uneasiness, but express the hope 
that there will bea peaceful solution of 
the difficulty. 

Caracas 1s crazy with patriotic enthusi- 
asm. The populace show that they are

Fizzle and Effervesce. 


People of old Norfolk and Plymouth 
counties almost swear by ex-Gov. Long, 
and his opinions on the Venezuela affair 
will be of interest. In an interview, of the 
Boston Advertiser, he says: 

‘Tam frank to say that I have little 
sympatby with what I regard as a distor- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine. That was a 
principle adapted to a very different time, 
when our country was comparatively small | 
and weak. But even then what it con- 
templated was resistance only to such| 
engorgement of American territory by a/| 
foreign power as would endanger our own | 
safety and interest. It is absurd to say 
that it meant resort to arms on our part, 
because of some petty dispute between a 
South American republic and a European 
power with reference to a boundary line. 

“Tt is, in my judgment, bad statesman- | 
ship and bad policy for President Cleve- | 
land to even intimate the idea of war with | 
all its terror and cost in such a case, As 
I read his message, it seemed to me the 
very extravagance of cheek for him to lay 
down that because Great Britan declines 
to arbitrate at. bis request on a question of 
the boundary between its own territory 
and that of Venezuela, three or four thou- 
sand miles from here, the United States 
should force her to do so by threat, and if 
necessary, by act of war. 

“T should be hearty for the most vigor- 
ous assertion of American rights in any 
cause where they are really assailed, but 
[ have little patience with whatI under- 
stand to be the present outcry for violence 
and arms in a case of no account to us. It 
looks like a bid for popular applause in- 
stead of statesmanlike guidance of popular 
sentiment in the ways of peace, prosperity 
and humanity. 

‘‘T am inclined to think that President 
Cleveland has shrewdly provided a way 
out by suggesting a commission, through 
which the whole bubble éan fizzle and 
effervesce.”’

The Injured Man Testifies in Quincy | church,on Water street, was fairly thronged 


Court Today. 

A bearing on the case of Paul Grandinger 
the German who stabbed Officer Frank X. 
Frath at West Quincy on the night of 
Nov. 29, while resisting arrest, was held in 
the District Court this morning. 

Officer Frath who has been confined to 
the bouse since the night of the assault 
was the principal witness. He testified 
that on the night in question, John 
Shatzel came for him to go to his house, 
as he .expected trouble and he wanted 
witness to-stop it, After he had been 
there a short time Grandinger came in and 
had a glass of wine. Grandinger then said 
to Shatzel, I brought your wife back again 
and you ought to get a keg of beer out for 
that. Shatzel replied, ‘I don’t want her 
any more and you had better keep her.’’ 
Someone then came in and made a remark 


furniture in the elder Shatzel’s house. 
We went over and found the wife howling 
and making a fuss. A wordy war then 
ensued and Grandinger was ordered out. 
He came back in afew moments, and in 
the fuss that ensued Shatsel said Grandinger 
bad bit his finger. Grandinger then started 
for his home and I ran after him, and told 
him I was going to arrest him for having 
bit Shatzel’s finger. He said he would not 
goand drew a knife. I told himI would 
use a billy if he did not go. I struck him 
and tried to knock the knife out of his 
band when he stabbed me, After that he 
started toward his house and I toward 
mine. I wentas far as West street where 
I met two fellows who helped me home. 

Dr. T. J. Dion testified as the wound, 
which he said was a cut about one and one- 
half inches in length on the surface. The 
knife went in between the eighth and ninth 
ribs and penetrated the plural cavity and 
the lower lobe of the left lung, which 
caused a hemorrhage. He considered the 
man in a dangerous condition so much so 
tbat he called in another physician. 

A number of other witnesses were 
examined but the testimony did not vary 
from that given by Frath. 

The defence offered no evidence at the 
hearing. Mr. Blackmur, counsel for the 
prisoner, asked that the bail be reduced as 
the injured man was cut of danger. The 
court granted the request, and held 
Grandinger in $800 for the superior court.

THE SAWYER MURDER, 


Maine Mystery of Long Standing 
Promises to Be Unravelled, 


Thompson Brothers Placed 
Under Arrest. 


Charged With Having Committed a Murder 
in May, 1894.

x he murder of Sawyer had been @ mys- | 
tery. J. A. Thompson was arrested on 

Monday at Edward Morris’ camp, 10 miles | 
from the Forks, by Deputy Sheriff Ham 
of Bingham. The charge was larceny, | 
and on being brought here was held for 

further examination on this charge. 

Previously he had been carefully cross- 
examined at the Forks hotel, during which | 
he gave information believed to be aclew | 
in the murder case. By reason of that in- | 
formation County Attorney Heselton of | 
Kennebec was consulted, who caused war- | 
rants to be issued for the arrest of the | 
Thompsons on the more serious charges. | 

James A. Thompson was brought for 
trial on the larceny charge before Justice | 
Priest. He was discharged, and immedi- 
ately rearrested, as stated, upon the war- 
rant for murder. He will be taken to 
Augusta today. 

Committed In May, 1894 

The Sawyer murder is supposed to have 
been committed Saturday, May 19, 1894, | 
although the body of the murdered man 
was not found until the following Mon- 
day, early in theafternoon. Ethan Little, 
who had been building a sheep fence for |

away, went to notify the old gentleman 
that the work was completed. There be- 
ing no response to his knocking, he en- | 
tered the house, finding it deserted.

Mr. Little, being suspicious of Mr. Saw- 
yer’s absence, notified the neighbors, who 
soon after searched the premises. The

STOCKWELL CONVICTED. 


Thirty Years’ Imprisonment For Murder Jn the 
Second Degree. 

Nasuva, N. H., Dec. 19.—The Stockwell 
murder trial was resumed yesterday before 
Judge Doe, and contrary to expectation 
the state concluded their case in the fore 
noon. At the afternoon session Stock- 
well pleaded guilty to murder in the sec- 
ond degree, and the state accepted it. 

Fred A. Stockwell was then sentenced 
to 30 years in state prison by Chief Justice 

Joe. 

The murder for which Stockwel) was 
sentenced was committed in the police 
station at Manchester about 10 o'clock on 
the evening of May 1, 1895. Stockwell, 
evidently under the influence of liquor, 
called at the station to talk over the in- 
cidents of his recent discharge from tne 
force. He had previously made threats 
against members of the force, chiefly 
against Captain Hildreth and Sergeaut 
McAllister, whom he held responsible for 
his dismissal. Soon McAllister came in. 
The two had a few words, and Stockwell 
drew his revolver, and almost before Mc- 
Allister could move had emptied its con- 
tents into him. McAllister died almost 
immediately. Stockwell has never ex- 
pressed one word of regret for the deed, 
but has frequently said: “I am glad of 
it. I’ve done what I said I would.”

Money Before the Senate, 


The Course Pursued by the 
United States 


Assures to it the Moral and Physical Support 
of Southern Countries. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The spirit of 
Americanism still brooded over the senate 
yesterday, but although every senator 
who spoke upon the subject of the crisis in 
the Great Britain and Venezuelan boun- 
dary dispute endorsed the position of the 
president, they expressed the opinion that 
war would not result. 

Still the gravity of the situation was not 
underestimated. The “war talk” of the 
last few days attracted to the galleries 
large crowds, who followed the debate 
with intense interest. The immediate 
business before the senate was the house 
bill appropriating $100,000 to defray the 
expenses of the commission recommended 
by the president. There were some differ- 
ences of opinion as to what disposition 
should be made of it, the general opinion 
being that it should go to the committee 
on foreign relations. 

The debate, however, had no practical 
result, as Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) objected 
to the second reading of the bill, As the 
bill could not be referred until it had

Senator Hale introduced a bill for the 
increase of the navy.

coastline battleships, designed to carry 
the heaviest armor and most powerful 
ordnance upon a displacement of 11,000 
tons, to cost, exclusive of armament, 
$4,000,000 each. 

Excitement Subsiding. 

The excitement over Venezuelan mat- 
ters subsided greatly yesterday, the result 
being attributable very largely to the facts 
that the house was not in sesslofi, and 
that the senate was disposed to avoid pre- 
cipitate action, as was evidenced by the 
course when the house Venezuelan com- 
mission bill was received, 

Among Secretary Olney’s callers yes- 
terday were Ministers Andrade of Vene- 
guela, Mendonca of Brazil and Romero of 
Mexico, representing three of the first re- 
publics of South and Central America. 
While the calls were enveloped in the 
secrecy usually prevailing at diplomatic 
functions, it 1s generally belleved that the 
ministers took occasion to thank the sec- 
retary of state for his vigorous assertion 
of the Monroe doctrine in its broadest 
sense. That the diplomatic officials feel 
very strongly in that way is beyond ques- 
tion. 

For some time there has been serious 
apprehension in the southern republics 
that when a crisis arrived the United 
States would not regard it expedient to 
vigorously enforce the Monroe doctrine. 
This feeling was increased at the time of 
the British occupation of Corinto, and by 
the issuance soon thereafter of a semi-offi- 
clal pamphlet showing the narrow limi- 
tations of the Monroe doctrine, 

Under these circumstances the effect of 
the declaration of the president and the 
state department has been awaited with 
the deepest interest by the republics to the 
south of the United States. The message 
has met their most hopeful expectations, 
and the president’s utterances and Mr. 
Olney’s elaborate exposition are accepted 
as a general enunciation of policy, appli- 
cable alike to all the countries of the West- 
ern hemisphere.

What Salisbury May Do. 

LonpDON, Deo. 20.—Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach made an address last night at a 
Conservative banquet in Bristol which 
contained an important suggestion of the 
probable next step to be taken by the 
British government in the Venezuelan 
controversy, namely, the issuance of a 
statement by Lord Salisbury, which, Sir 
Michael intimated, might put a new face 
on affairs. 

The chancellor warned his hearers 
against exaggerating the gravity of the 
Venezuelan trouble. Some persons, he 
went on, however, to say, talked of the 
impossibility of war between the United 
States and Great Britain because of the 
ties of kinship between the two nations. 
Nothing was impossible, he asserted, 
which had already occurred, and if kins- 
men unfortunately differed sometimes, 
they became very bitter ene:nies. 

Bat tire was reassurance, he sa{d, in 
the fact that he did not believe that the 
people on the other side of the Atlantic 
desired war. 

He thought that when the true state- 
ment which Lord Salisbury had ably pre- 
pared in dispatches was published, the 
result would be happy, honorable and 
peaceful to both sides. 

There was, he said, & special security 
for the peace of the two English-speaking 
Bations, because both were reared under 
free institutions and were accustomed to 
read and think for themselves, and not to 
follow blindly the judgment of their 
rulers. 

In their past history, when disputes had 
arisen, decisions had been come to and 
ponies outcry evoked upon imperfect in- 
ormation, which, when fuller informa- 
tion was available, had entirely passed 
away. He was confident that if the true 
statement of Great Britain’s case as re- 
vealed in Lord Salisbury dispatches was 
laid before the people here and in Amer- 
ica, the result would be happy, peaceful 
and honorable to both parties, 


Freedom Almost Gained. 

HABANA, Dec. 20.—It is beginning to be 
openly admitted here, even in official 
quarters, that the position of the Spanish 
cause is becoming exceedingly precarious. 
It is learned that the principal bands of 
Gomez, Maceo, Pancho, Carillo and of 
Jose And and Maria Aguirre, the last two 
Americans, have formed a junction. In 
the Remedios district, Vidal’s band are 
reported to be uniformed and to have out- 
fits equal to the troops.

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‘QUINCY DEBATING CLUB. 


The Immigration Question Discussed 


Pro and Con Last Night. 


The following subject was debated by the 
Quincy Debating club Thursday evening. 
‘Resolved, that immigration into the 
United States should be further restricted 
by law.’’ 

President E. S. Litchfield opened the 
debate for the affirmative. He said that 
immigration had reached such a magni- 
tnde that something must be done. If im- 
migration is for good, we want to en- 
courage them to come to our shores, if it 
was for bad we want to stop it. The 
majority of the imigration is from the 
undesirable classes and unskilled labor. 
In the early part of the century the im- 
migration was of the better class, but now 
we find it has changed materially. Forty 
three per cent. of the crime in the United 
States is by native while 56 per cent. is by 
the foreign element. On the other side 
there are agents who aid as far as possible 
criminal persons to come to this country. 
This element furnishes the larger per cent. 


ofthe occupants of our jails and alms-; 


houses, They decrease wages and lower 
the social standing. The effect was also 
bad for politics as they could be easily 
handled, 

E. F. Southworth for the negative, 
criticised the remarks of Mr. Litchfield. 
It would be a good thing to make this 
country perfect, but no way has been 
offered to carry it out. He then traced the 
question from the beginning of the century 
up to the present time. He also traced the 
laws regarding immigration. The law to- 
day, if enforced, prevents any but good 
honest men from coming to this country. 
The tests proposed by the Immigration 
League, viz. The educational, and head 
tax, he classed as unfair. They expect 
these persons to have our high standard. 
It would be an expensive experiment. 
We do not want such a law. We 
want them to learn the English lan- 
guage. The head tax of $100 is a hard 
one, If a man with a family raised 
enough to come here, when he got here he 
would be a pauper and would have to be 
sent back. History has shown us that the 
menial work has been done by this class, 
In closing he asked: Who is to do this 
work? Is such a law as_ proposed 
American and constitutional? Is it a 
Christian-like spirit, 

Delcevare King, replying in the affirma- 
tive, said there was a sufficient supply of 
this kind of labor on hand and we had no 
further need of more, It was American 
and constitutional to exclude men who 
will not become good citizens, and it was 
most certainly Christian-like. The world 
looks to America as the highest in mora! 
and religious standing. It may be true 
that this would be ruin for them in the 
South and West but they would not go 
there. He thought the present restriction 
laws very slight. The immigration can be 
restricted by the laws proposed. As it is 
now it is easier for a man to get into 
America than elsewhere. 

E. Sargent, for the negative, replied, and 
said we have more land than we can 
occupy. What would have been the result

Take Five Lives. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 20.—The ante-mor- 
tem statement of Harry Hayward, the full 
text of which makes 30,000 words, is in 
many respects 8 most remarkable docu- 
ment. It was made under the most 
formal conditions, and with solemn asser- 
tions on the murderer’s part that he was 
telling the truth. 

The full text, published today, gives 
for the first time the name of one of the 
victims and other important details which | 
have heretofore been omitted in the ab- 
stracts that have been printed. Not only 
does Hayward claim to have murdered 
during his brief career no less than five 
different persons, but in describing the 
various tragedies in which he figured he 
shows an utter absence of human feeling 
and a pleasure in his achievements that 
mark him as an unusual type of criminal. 
The language used in describing his crim- 
inal adventures is in the same careless, 
flippant style that characterized his testi- 
mony on the stand, 

The first murder was that of Carrie 
Mass, near Pasadena, Cal. 

Money, he sald, was his first object in 
life, girls the second and travel the third. 
There was a girl in Minneapolis with 
whom he was going, who had §2000 a 
year.

The 
consumptive had money and wanted to 
die. The name, Harry refused to tell, on 
the ground that he had an accomplice 
who might get into trouble now. The 
murder was by shooting, too, and the body 
was thrown into the river. 

Then there was a Chinaman killed in a 
gambling quarrel, and the brother of the 
Mexican girl at E! Paso Del Norte, and, 
lastly, Miss Ging. 

The stories of Blixt and Adry on the 
stand were practically correct, and Harry 
exonerated Adry from all criminal con- 
nection with any of his schemes. Blixt, 
he said, was surely hypnotized and was 
not responsible. He felt sure that the 
man should not have been given but two 
or three years in prison, instead of a life 
sentence.

Up to 11 o’clock last night but 24 of the 
65 men who went down in the shaft to 
work have returned. The other 45 are 
supposed to be dead, but the names of 
some of them are unknown. So much 
afterdamp has been in the shaft all day 
that no efforts have been made to get the 
bodies to the top. 


Steamer Spree Stranded. 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The German steam- 
ship Spree, Captain Willlgerod, from New 
York, Dec. 10, for Bremen, stranded on 
Warden ledge, a dangerous pile of rocks, 
two miles west of Yarmouth, on the 
northwest coast of the Isle of Wight. The 
steamer was in charge of a pilot when 
she etruck. Tugs landed her passengers 
and mails, and itis likely that a portion 
of her cargo will have to be moved,

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Dec. 22. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H, Doyle. 
Tor10.—The good tidings of Christianity.— 
Isa. lii, 7-15. (A Christmas meeting.) 

Every recurring Christmas season is 
but a commemoration of the good tid- 
ings of Christianity. Our minds instinct- 
ively go back to the morning of our 
Saviour’s birth and to the announcement 
of heaven to the world that a Saviour 
had been born. Good tidings indeed, 
and beautifully illustrated in the 

rophecy of Isaiah that God would de- 
iver Zion from its third captivity. Let 
us notice: 

1. The messengers of the good tid- 
ings. ‘‘How beautiful upon the moun- 
tains are the feet of Him that bringeth 


good tidings.’’ The prophet here refers | 


to the messengers who were to bring the 
message of deliverance to Jerusalem, 
but they typify those who announce the 
good tidings of the world’s deliverance 
from sin, through a Saviour, Jesus Christ. 
These messengers were, first, the angels 
who announced the advent of the new- 
born Saviour, and then the apostles, 
who went out from Jerusalem to all the 
surrounding countries to tell the story 
of the Saviour’s birth, the angels’ song 
and the redeeming cross. How gladly 
and joyfully they were received. Today 
all disciples of Christ should be messen- 
gers of the good tidings. We should re- 
joice to tell to others the story of our 
Saviour’s birth and of his redeeming 
cross. Good news should never be 
locked up in our own breasts. Weshould 
tell it to others that they may rejoice 
with us and also share with us in its 
benefits. 
2. The message contained in the good 
tidings. The prophets’ description of the 
good tidings coming to Jerusalem will 
apply. 1. They were ‘‘good tidings of 
good that publisheth peace.’’ Peace was 
contained in the message announcing 
the birth of Christ, for the angels sang 
of ‘‘peace to men.’’ And what a peace 
it is. Peace between man and man; 
peace between man and God; peace 
among nations; tndividual peace; peace 
of conscience; peace in the inward soul 
of man, rest from the burdens of sorrow 
and sin, because one has been born who 
is able to give us rest. 2. They were 
good tidings of salvation. ‘‘Unto you is 
born this day in the city of David a 
Saviour, who is Christ the Lord.”’ 
‘“Thou shalt call His name Jesus, for 
He shall save His people from their 
sins.’’ Salvation is the joyous Christ- 
mas message of Christianity, salvation 
from ourselves, salvation from guilt, 
salvation from all evil within and with- 
out, salvation for time and for eternity. 

Let us rejoice in the good tidings of 
our religion and take delight in being 
| messengers to carry these good tidings 
to others.

ALL SOLD ORY GOODS. 


Famous Men Who Once Stoed Behind the 
Counters. 
{Special Correspondence. 

Boston, Dec. 10.—Eben Jordan, who 
has just died a millionaire after many 
years of enjoyment of well earned 
wealth, started in life as a farmer’s boy 
and went from that into the dry goods 
business, beginning at the bottom. At 
the time of his death he was one of the 
leading examples of great Americans 
who have made their mark in the busi- 
ness world through the medium of dry 
goods. The list of great men who havs 
started in lifeselling dry goods over the 
counter would fill a great big book. 

One of these men is governor of a 
great state and a presidential possibili- 
ty. Levi P. Morton began life as a clerk 
in a country store, and he sold dry 
goods in Boston when he was a young 
man. 

Another one time dry goods clerk is 
now a great editor—the greatest editor, 
if the votes of the newspaper men of 
the United States were taken on the 
subject, I will venture to say. Charles 
A. Dana was clerk in a Buffalo dry 
goods store when he was a youth and 
struggling for an education. 

Another editor who was clerk in a 
country store is Henry C. Bowen of the 
New York Independent. He was a clerk 
in his father’s country store at Dudley, 
Mass., before he got into his head the 
idea of being a journalist. Massachu- 
setts has furnished a great share of the 
successful dry goods men of the country. 

Henry B. Claflin, who died in New 
York in 1885, was aclerk in the coun- 
try store of his father at Milford, Mass., 
and succeeded his father in business 
there. He saw an opening in New York 
and went there to build up a dry goods 
trade worth millions. 

Cornelius N. Bliss, the noted New 
York business man and politician, is a 
native of Fall River, Mass., and after 
working in the store of his stepfather 
at New Orleans fora time he entered 
a Boston dry goods house as a clerk. He 
became a partner, opened a branch in 
New York and made his millions in 
the dry goods trade. 

Justin S. Morrill of the nearby state 
of Vermont is not an example of wealth 
accumulated in the dry goods trade, 
though he made a comfortable fortune 
for himself keeping a general store at 
the place where he was born, Strafford, 
Vt. 

John Wanamaker is another dry goods 
dealer who has gone into political life, 
though he has never held an elective 
office. He was President Harrison's 
postmaster general, and he has been one 
of the liberal contributors to campaign 
funds for many years. 

David Dows, the noted commission 
merchant, who died a millionaire, be- 
gan his career asa boyin an Albany 
dry goods store at $100 a year, and he

following to $250. Most of his money 
was made in railroads and banking. 
Another millionaire who started in dry 
goods and grew rich in railroad enter- 
prises is C. P. Huntington. He kept a 
store in California in the gold daya, as 
did a great many other people who went 
to the coast in 1849. Senator Perkins of 
California was one of these, and Mark 
Hopkins was another. 

L. Z. Leiter of Washington and New 
York started in business as a porter, or 
something equally as humble, in a Chi- 
cago store. He retired from the dry 
goods business a few years ago with sev- 
eral millions, which he has been spend 
ing in society ever since. 

A. T. Stewart of New York had a 
better start than Mr. Jordan. He inher- 
ited $8,000 from his father in Ireland, 
with which he opened his store on 
Broadway. His business for the three 
years preceding his death aggregated, I 
believe, about $205,000,000. He paid 

250 rent for his first store and slept 
there. 
& year. 

8. B. Chittenden, who died in New 
York a millionaire, began life as a clerk 
in a country store at New Haven. He is 
remembered chiefly for the $125,000 li- 
brary building he presented to Yale. 

George 8. Coe, who was the founder 
of the clearing house in New York, 
worked in a country store for four years 
and sold dry goods over the counter. 
When he went into banking, it was as 
clerk, porter and messenger. He made 
$1,000,000 in banking. 

Don Alonzo Cushman, one of the well 
known Cushman family of New York, 
went to the city when he was 18 years 
old with $17 im his pocket. He had sold 
dry goods in a country store at Coopers- 
town before that. 

William E. Dodge, the millionaire 
New Yorker who used to give more 
than $200,000 a year to charity during 
his life time, began as a boy of all work 
in a dry goods store in New York city 
and worked for others till he was 29 
years old, when he started a store of his 
own. Another noted philanthropist who 
became wealthy in the dry goods trade 
was Samuel Appleton of this city, who 
died a good many years ago. Bronson 
Alcott, the noted philosopher, was a 
dry goods merchant once. 

H. M. Flagler, the Standard Oil mil- 
lionaire, was clerk in a country store in 
Orleans county, N. Y., when he was 14 
years old, and he has measured many 
a yard of dry goods, 

Norvin Green, who was president of 
the Western Union Telegraph company 
at the time of his death, kept a country 
store before he went flatboating on the 
Mississippi. 

But the list of the storekeepers who 
have succeeded in life, as I have said, 
would fill a great big book. At the 
head of the list stands Abraham Lin- 

coln, though the record shows that he 
was a pretty poor storekeeper. The 
country store was a stepping stone in 
his career, though. It bronght him in 
contact with people and gave him that 
sympathy with humanity which devel- 
oped his wonderful character.

MINERS? AYFUL DEATH 


Entombed by Explosion and Caving 
In of a Roof 


Twenty-Nine “Dead Bodies 
Brought to Surface. 


Terrible Calamity Said to Be Due to Care- 
lessness of Gas Inspector. 


DayTon, Tenn., Dec. 21.—Twenty-nine 
miners were killed in the Nelson mine 
entry No. 10, near here, by an explosion 
yesterday. The explosion was succeeded 
by a terrific crash, and the roof of the pas- 
sage through which the miners had en- 
tered fell, leaving no avenue of escape. 

The men, both white and colored, in- 
cluding several boys, entered the mine to 
goto work at 7 o’clook yesterday morn- 
ing, but nothing of the awful catastrophe 
was known until 11 o'clock, when the 
drivers atentry No. 10 found their way 
blocked by a solid wall of coal and slate. 

The Nelson mine has been worked for 
12 years or more, and the entry where the 
unfortunate miners are entombed ran 
back more than two miles from the mouth 
of the mine. The mine is of the kind 
common in southern coalfields, known as 
drift, or level-veined mine, worked in the 
direction of the vein, straight into the 
face of the mountain, but before the entry 
is reached a long slope extends toa level 
several hundred yards below at an angle 
of about 20 degrees, The cars are pulled 
up from the foot of the slope, where tram- 
cars, drawn by mules, connect with them 
outside by cable, which haul the coal up 
with remarkabie rapidity. 

Hard Working Rescuers. 


Rescuing parties worked all day like 
grim death. The foul air quickly ex- 
hausted the workers, who were relieved 
by fresh hands. At the drift mouth hun- 
dreds of women and children soon gath- 
ered, and pictured their grief and despaia 
in heartrending tones. 

As the mine is yentilated by air shafts, 
or passages, the caving-in of the wallin 
the entry cut off the draught, and death 
was certain to those who breathed the 
poisoned air. 

At ¢o’clock s way had been brok-n 
through the debris in the passage of entry 
No. 10, and the blackened corpses of the 
dead miners were carried to the outside, 
where the work of identification began. 
The number of victims, first reported at 
24, reached 29. Life had long been extinct 
in all the poor remains of humanity 
stretched at the mouth of the tunnel. 

It is reported that the gas was first 
ignited in Ne, 9 by Tom Hawkins, gas in- 
spector, on his usual morning round of 
the mines. The flames were rapidly com- 
municated to entry No. 10 by means of 
side passages. All the men at work in en- 
try No. 9 escaped, except Hawkins. In No. 
10, which forms an angle in the banks 
and connects with the outside world at 
the foot of the lower slope, the deadly gas 
drifted and congested, doing its work sa 
well that not one of the men in the rooms 
of this cross passage is alive to tell the 
story. 


Banking Concerns Go Under. 

NEw York, Dec. 21.—Yesterday was a 
day of excitement on Wall street, and 
matters for a time bore the resemblance 
ofapanic, Before the opening of business 
on the Stock Exchange it was announced 
that $3,400,000 in gold would be sent out 
of the country, and later in the day the 
export of $600,000 was announced. This, 
together with the cable advices from Lon- 
don announcing extensive sales of Ameri- 
can securities, and the tenor of the war 
news from all quarters, was responsible 
for the general feeling of uneasiness that 
prevailed even early in the day. The 
spirit of the market was to sell, and in the 
big exchanges this was done to an extent 
rarely before surpassed. In the Stock 
Exchange the sales-for the day were 775,- 
761 shares. Asaresult of the decline in|

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Shows but Little Change From That of the 
Past Few Months. 


in their weekly review of trade, say: 
The strong Americanism of the presi- 
dent’s message has given its character to 
the week. Popular feeling was pro- 
foundly moved, but, excepting in stock 
and cotton markets, business was temark- 
ably dull and scarcely affected. 

Not because of any foreign question, but 
solely because of influences which have 
been in continuous operation for months, 
prices of manufactured goods continued to 
decline, ‘There is no great change in 
boots and shoes, and in some branches the 
demand appears a little better, though 
gradually lower prices are offered, and 
leading jobbers look for prices still lower. 
Leather still declines, arene: 2 per 
cent lower for the week, though hides at 
Chicago are scarce, and about 2 per cent 
stronger. 

Failures for the week have been 877 in 
the United States, against 849 last year, 
and 82 in Canada, against 36 last year. 

Prices of iron und steel have fallen 
about 8 per cent for the week and are now 
8 per cent below their maximum, _bes- 
semer, pig and gray forge and most kinds 
of finished products having yielded more 
or less. Minor metals are weaker, copper 
being offered at 10 cents net. The Amer- 
ican production in November was 16,330 
tons, and the foreign 7728 tons. Lead is 
weak at 3.20 cents, and tin, after a raise in 
options, is selling at 13.75 cents, 

There is no change of importance in the 
market for cotton goods, which is not 
active enough to prevent some accumula- 
tion. Print cloths are a shade weaker. 

The market for woolen goods has not 
improved, scarcely any, except clay mix- 
tures anda few fancy cassimeres, selling 
at better than last year’s prices, and cloth- 
jers are not in haste to contract largely, 
owing to uncertainty as to iorelga prices. 
New orders for the heavy weight goods 
are more delayed than usual and remark- 
ably small. 

Sales of wool are mainly confined to im- 
mediate needs of manufacturers, who are 
buying but little ahead, and for three 
weeks of December have been 17,179,200 
pounds, of which 8,905,10) were foreign, 
against 16,504,100 in the same weeks of 
1892, of which 4,104,500 were foreign. 


Vesse!s Badly Damaged. 

St. Jonn’s, N. F., Deo. 21.—A further 
installment of damaged shipping reached 
here yesterday, including the steamers 
Hattie May and Dolphin from Sydney, 
the barkentine Corisande from Maceo, 
and the schooner Little Minnie from 
Gibraltar, all of which sustained more or 
less injury in the recent gales.

Owned by His Sisters. 


Property Had Been Left Them 
by a Will. 


Family Affair In Which Isaac Blackburn Is the 
Black Sheep. 


Boston, Dec, 21.—John Blackburn of 
Jamaica Plain died several months ago, 
and left a will that seems to have caused 
some trouble, which resulted in an at- 
tempt to burn property bequeathed by 
him to his two sisters. A confession was 
made to State Fire Marshal Whitcomb 
yesterday by Isaac Blackburn, brother of 
the deceased, - 

His story, in brief, is this: When John 
Blackburn died he left the Blackburn eés- 
tate on Green street, Jamaica Plain, a 
large wooden structure, to his sisters, Mrs: 
Caroline Currier and Miss Sarah P. Black- 
burn. 

The building was occupied by several 
families in the upper stories, and on the 
street floor there were several stores. One 
of these was a grocery store, run by Henry 
and Ben Blackburn, John’s brothers. 

One of the provisions of the will was 
that these brothers should have the use of 
the premises occupied by them as long as 
they lived without paymentof rent. Next 
to this grocery store, in the same building, 
was a restaurant, run by Mrs. Stevens. 

About 4 o’clock on the morning of Dee. 
2, fire broke out under the restaurant, and 
had burned through to the first floor be- 
fore it was extinguished. 

Evidence of Incendiarism. 


Fire Marshal Whitcomb the next morn- 
ing discovered in an ash barrel a bottle 
which had contained kerosene. In the 
cellar there were evidences of attempts to 
burn the place at several spots. The oil 
had been thrown against wooden parti- 
tionsin four or five places and matches 
applied. All but one of the attempts had 
been unsuccessful. 

After the collection of a good deal of 
evidence and the examination of numer- 
ous people, suspicion pointed to Isaao 
Blackburn, who lived with his two sisters, 
the owners of the property. 

Yesterday he was brought to the state 
house andexamined. At first he denied 
haying had anything to do with the mat- 
ter, but finally confessed that he had set it. 

Then the marshal wanted to know why 
he did it. Blackburn said he was influ- 
enced in his action by hearing his sister, 
Mrs. Caroline Currier, say that she wished 
the Building was burned down, so that 
she could put up a nice brick block. 

He suid he had also heard his sisters 
complain of the provisionin the will by 
which Henry and Benjamin were to get 
their store without prying rent. They 
would have to pay rentif they occupied a 
store in a new building. 


Dead Miser’s Bank Books. 

WATERBURY, Conn., Dec. 21.—Constable 
Branzinski has brought a civil suit for 
$1200 against Christian Hauser as admin- 
istrator. Jacob Furror died a month ago, 
and was supposed to have money con- 
cealed about his house. Hauser, who was 
appointed administrator, was sure of it, 
but the cellar was searched unsuccessfully. 
After the search, Hauser sold the con- 
tents for §25 to a peddler, who found bank 
books in a bed which showed deposits in 
two Waterbury banks and one Southing- 
ton bank for $1200. Hauser seized the 
books for the estate, and now controls the 
deposits. Branzinski bought the claim 
from the peddler, on the ground that the 
books were included in the goods pur- 
chased, and now sues Hauser, the adminis- 
trator, forthe amount. Hauser will con- 
test the case. 


Selt-Detense Claimed. 

HARTFORD, Dec. 21.—Testimony for the 
defense was presented yesterday in the 
trial of George Swain for manslaughter, 
in killing William F. Boyle. Witnesses 
were examined to sustain the claim of the 
defense that swain killed Boylein self- 
defense. It was shown that Edward Boyle 
and his brother, the dead man, were both 
intoxicated the night of the tragedy. 
Williain Teel testified that Swain shot 
into the ground, and then a man ran 
toward them, and he was knocked down 
by ablow from behind.

PLEADING FOR PEACE 


Noted Preachers Deplore the War 
Talk of the Past Few Days, 


Wickedness of War Pointed 
Out From Pulpits. 


“Peace on Earth, Good Will to Men,” Should 
Be the Ruling Thought 


New York, Dec. 23.—A number of pas- 
tors of New York city and Brooklyn de- 
livered discourses yesterday upon the sub- 
ject of a possible war with England. Rev. 
Charles H. Eaton, pastor of the Church of 
the Divine Paternity, preached a sermon 
on the wickedness of war. 

It was deplorable, he said, that the 
day on which Christians were to celebrate 
the birth of Christ and proclaim from 
every pulpit the doctrines of peace, the na- 
tion should be eagerly waiting the ul- 
timatum of statesmen and mutterings of 
war should fi)! the land. 

In the course of his sermon, ‘‘Civiliza- 
tion’s Debt to Christianity,” Rey. Dr. 
Madison C. Peters of the Bloomingdale 
Reformed church said: *War is cruel, 
hateful, wrong. War is hell. The politi- 
cal demagogues who at this Christmas- 
tide are shouting for war will be branded 
by the second sober thought of the Amer!i- 
can people as the criminals of the 19th 
century. When these men had an oppor- 
tunity to fight for their own land, when 
the Stars and Stripes were trailing in the 
dust, they sent substitutes. 

“A war between England and America 
could never be terminated until one or the 
other went into bankruptcy or had no 
more men to fill the tanks. As the

“Tt almost seemed as though there were

Christmas days synchronize the year with 
events that are just now filling our hearts 
with disturbance and throwing an un- 
comfortable shadow across the track of 
the near future. Now, we do not care to 
beat about the bush in this matter, but 
prefer to go straight to the mark by say- 
ing that if Christendom wants to make 
the religion of Jesus, with its Bethlehem, 
its angelic choir and its anthem of ‘Peace 
on Earth’ a laughing stock to the ungodly 
and acontempt to the heathen, the best 
thing it can do will be to set the two fore- 
most Christian nations of the earth to 
work blowing up one another's cities and 
blowing out one another’s brains. 

“Unless we utterly misconceive the 
sentiment of the Christianized masses, 
both hereand onthe other side of the 
water—I say unless we utterly miscon- 
ceive that sentiment as it seems to be as- 
serting itself in sober second thought— 
such an issue will be morally impossible. 
Butthe church must now move tothe 
front. 

“There will be no conflict that will go 
beyond the point of messages and pronun- 
ciamentoes on either side, if the church of 
the Bethlehem Christ comes out and records 
its veto. Christianity both here and in 
England is too thoroughly an integral 


part of national life for armies and navies 


to clash in warfare. We are not here to 
discuss the international technicalities of 
the case. 

“This is not the place to enter intoa 
philosophical or historical exposition of 
the Monroe doctrine, only it is safe to say 
that this nation is not going to be drawn 
into an international conflict of arms— 
to the dishonor of Christianity, the dis- 
couragement of civilization, the destruc- 
tion of life and treasure and the demoral- 
ization of our entire organic life—in be- 
half of a doctrine such that probably 90 per 
cent of a congregation, as well informed as 
this, would not be able to state intelligibly, 
and the other 10 per cent, who can state it, 
disagreeing among themselves as to 
whether the doctrine is applicable to the 
present situation. 

“We are not speaking disparagingly of 
loyalty to country or patriotic regard for 
our national rights. But patriotic pas- 
sions are incensed, and can easily be fired 
to the point where righteousness is ig- 
nored and reason and balanced considera- 
tioa tabooed, and that is the mischief of 
inflammatory sheets that make a paying 
newspaper business of fanning the flames 
of international animosity. I wish for 
two weeks that it could be a state prison 
offense to print newspaper headlines with 
anything larger than small capitals. 

“If the nations would first take up the 
business that belongs to them, andif Eng- 
land and the United States would join

Dr. Cadman then de- 
nounced the chaplain of the house of rep- 
resentatives because of the prayer which 
he recently offered. 

Continuing, he said: ‘The English peo- 
ple and newspapers, I am sorry tosee, are 
no better than thoseon this side. The 
whole thing is characterized by speoles of 
hydrophobia. It is jingoism gone mad. 
And for this jingoism, England, more 
than anybody else, is responsible. At the 
treaty of Berlin, England offered to take 
eare of the Christians within the terri- 
torles of the sultan. How she has done so, 
the slaughter of 1,000,000 Christians in the 
time that has elapsed sufficiently testifies. 
The pretensions were the bloodiest kind 
of a bloody farce. The slaughter now go- 
ing on in Armenia is the aftermath of 
British jingoism. 

“War to this nation will mean the de- 
struction of our liberty. It will mean the 
setting up of military ideas fer the 
ple. It will mean possibly the substitu- 
tion of the empire for the blessings of re- 
publicanism. Just think of it, an empire. 
Here we now talk of making one man 
president for the third term. Twelve 
years with more power than is enjoyed by 
most European monarchs. It is preposter- 
ous. I protest against any one man hay- 
ing 12 years of such extraordinary power. 
Who ts he that he is absolutely necessary 
to the safety of the republic?” 


From the Hub. 

Boston, Dec. 23.—Nearly all churches in 
the city yesterday held special Christmas 
services. Several of the pastors found 
time to make comment in their sermons 
on the difficulty with Great Britain over 
the Venezuelan boundary. In many cases 
the government was criticised for its ag- 
gressive course, and all the ministers who 
touched on the subject protested against 
the United States taking up arms. 

Rev.Dr. J. B. Brady, pastor of the Peo- 
ple’s Temple, said: “Any man who will 
jeopardize the interests of this great na- 
tion by bringing it to the verge of war, by 
defending any political or governmental 
measure, that would bring us to war with 
the greatest, most educated, most evan- 
gelizing sister or mother of ours on the 
other side of the sea—no matter who cr 
what he is—is unwise, unpatriotic, crim- 
inal in his talk, and ought to be hushed. 
The evangelizing, elevation, education, 
glorification of this world lies in England 
and America.”’ 

Rey. I. J. Lansing, pastor of the Park 
Street church, censured the government 
for its action in regard to the difflculey, 
and said that it had acted unwisely and 
upjustiy, as was evidenced by the testi- 


Rey. F. W. Hamilton, pastor of the 
feelings and associations of Christmas, 
with its lessons of peace and good will, 
would go far to render impojsib!e any war 
between two great representatives of tho 
English-speaking race.” 

Rev. E. S. Wheeler said: “I believo 
that the very best thought of New Eng- 
land and of ths whole country is fur peace, 
and opposed to the application of the 
Monroe doctrine between us an! England. 
I believe that it is # petty game of the 
politicians in Washingivn, and will come 
to naught.” 

Rev. Dr. G. C. Lorimer of Tremont 
Temple delivered a sermon on “Tho 
Christmas Message, or Peace and War.” 
He strongly favored peace, but did not 
think in the president’s message there 
was a threat of war. “It can, of course, 
be deduced,” he said, “it can be wrung 
out of it, but Ithink Mr. Cleveland was 
exceedingly cautious and careful in his 
representation.” 


All For Peace. 

PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 23.—Portland min- 
isters, generally, spoke on the Venezuelan 
question in their sermons yesterday. Dr. 
Woodard of the Second Advent church 
said he believed the whole thing to be 
tinged with political coloring, and 
thought the action hasty. He claimed 
that England was too strong, and we 
would regret any trouble with her. 

Rey. Dr. Dalton of St. Stephen’s Episoo- 
pal church said that in case of war Port- 
land would be the first point in the coun- 
try tosuffer. He blamed congress and the 
president for rushinginto a compromising 
position before the country’s defenses 
were completed. 

Rey. Dr. Blanchard of the Universalist 
church in his sermon counseled peace If it 
could be peace without sacrificing the 
nation's honor. 

From other churches came similar ser- 
mons; all counseled peace and calm de- 
liberation on the subject before war is de- 
clared.

Red Cross Society Needs $100,000 to 
Carry on Its Work, 


Sultan Thinks That Powers 


| Do Not Mean Business, 


Force Is the Only Argument Which Will Bear 


| Weight With Turks 


Boston, Dec. 23.—An audience deep in 
Sympathy with the Red Cross society 
movement for the relief of the Armenians 
heard M. H. Gulesian lectures last evening 
inthe Boston Young Women’s Christian 
association building. 

Mr. Gulesian spoke earnestly upon these 
three points, into which he divided the 
subject: “What Was the Cause of the 
Massacres in Armenia? Why the Powers 
do Not Interfere, and What the Red Cross 
Can Do.” 

After briefly picturing the Armenian 
life and character, and speaking of the 
treaty of Paris, after the Crimean war, by 
which the Christians of Turkey were 
guaranteed religious freedom, the lecturer 
stated that the Armenians made great 
progress in education and business, and 
the sultan became much alarmed. His 
fear increased after the Russo-Turkish 
war, following which a systematic perse- 

| cution of the Armenians was instituted. 

| Mr. Gulesian stated that the sultan evi- 

| dently knew that the European powers did 
not mean business. The only argument 


which would bear weight with the Turk- | 


ish government was force. The United 
States, as a disinterested nation which 
would not be looked upon jealously by the 
powers, should do something 

In the Name of Humanity. 


The speaker said he had heard people 
say that the United States had practically 
no army or navy with which to fight the 
Turk, but it seemed strange to him that 
there should be so much talk of war over 
the Venezuelan matter. They could not 
fight for the suffering and dying Arme- 
nians, but they could fight for some sand 
in Venezuela. 

Speaking of Miss Barton’s crusade, he 
said that, as the Red Cross society was an 
international order, it alone could pene- 
trate into Turkey without interference on 
the part of the Turkish government. He 
thought this was the only hope 
left to the thousands of little chil- 
dren starving in the mountains, and he 
explained that the society could do a vast 
amount of good in the way of establish- 
ing hospitals, bureaus, etc. About $100,- 
000 would be required by Miss Barton be- 
fore she could start, and he made a strong 
ples for assistance to the cause. 

Asa result of the lecture, several liberal 
contributions were made to the fund. 
Mr. Gulesian expects more in the course 
of the next few days.

STAND 


Would Have the Nation Pay Obliga- 
tions With White Metal. 


Congress Decides to Forego 
the Holiday Recess. 


House Has Already Taken Up Consideration of 
National Finances. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The session of 
the senate Saturday was not able in bring- 
ing out a very pointed statement from 
Dubois (Rep., Ida.), who was understood 
to voice the views of the silver element in 
the senate, that no financial legislation 
was possible along the lines desired by 
President Cleveland and strenuously 
urged in the message of Friday evening. 

It was patent toevery senator, Mr. Du- 
bois said, and should be understood by the 
country, that the president’s desires for the 
retirement of the greenbacks, or the au- 
thoyization of a bond issue, were utterly 
impossible of accomplishment. The only 
action the senate would take, if it was 
given the opportunity to vote, would be 
to adopt the resolution of Mr. Vest 
(Dem., Mo.), offered earlier in the day, 
directing the coinage of silver bullion in 
the treasury and the payment of govern- 
ment obligations in silver. Mr. Dubois’ 
declaration came at the close of the ses- 
sion, and thereafter the senate adjourned 
until tomorrow—the day before Christ- 
mas—thus acceding in part to the presi- 
dent’s request that a holiday recess not be 
taken pending the grave financial com- 
plications. 

The only immediate response to the 
president’s message was in the presenta- 
tion of two resolutions favorable to silver, 
that by Mr. Vest and another by Mr. But- 
ler, the new Populist member from North 
Carolina, proposing gold payments while 
the metals were at a parity, and silver 
payments when gold went to a premium. 
Efforts were made for the immediate con- 
sideration of the measures, but Mr. Platt’s 
objection sent them over. 

The house on Saturday responded to the 
president’s message by pigeon-holing the 
resolution for a holiday recess and prepar- 
ing to go to work to provide some means 
for the relief of the treasury. There was 
no difference of opinion, on the surface at 
least, that congress should remain at its 
post. The speaker announced the com- 
mittees, and the decks were cleared for 
business,, The ways and means commit- 
tee, to which the measures were referred, 
met immediately to organize, and today 
the work of framing a bill commenced. 

This Week In Congress. 

This promises to be an eventful week in 
the house. Before adjournmentis reached 
next Saturday the Republican leaders of 
the house intend that a bill shall have 
been sent to the senate in response to the 
demand of the president’4 message of Fri- 
day for some means of relieving the treas- 
ury situation and protecting the gold re- 
serve. 

The Republican leaders determined to 
act promptly as soon as the message was 
sent in, and all idea of taking a recess for 
the holidays was abandoned in the face of 
the situation presented. The ways and 
means committee was organized Satur- 
day, and Saturday night the Republican 
members held a secret meeting at the 
Capitol, at which Speaker Reed was pres- 
ent to discuss the details of a bill which, 
in their opinion, would furnish the de- 
sired relief. 

As a preliminary it was desided that 
while the situation in the senate as to the 
fate there of any measure passed by the 
house should be kept in mind, the house 
must act independently of the result in 
the upper body. The general outline ofa 
measure was practically agreed upon, but } 
the details have not been completed. The 
sentiment was unanimous that no gold 
bonds should be authorized, but that a} 
bill on the lines of Mr. Reed’s amend-! 
ment of last year should be drawn up, and 
with that should be coupled some tariff 
changes for the purpose of raising ad- 
ditional revenue, 

Last winter the Republicans took the | 
stand that the menace tothe gold reserve 
was caused primarily by the lack of rey- 
enue to meet the expenses of the govern- 
ment, and that 

Is Still Their Position, 

Mr. Reed’s bond proposition, which the 
committee will adopt, provides first for 
the reduction of the rate of interest on 
bonds to be issued under the acts of 1870 
and 1875 for the purpose of resuming 
specie payment and protecting the specie 
reserve from 4to8 per cent, and, second, 
for a low rate, low denominational coin 
bond which would practically bea debt 
certificate to be used to supply deficiencies 
in the revenues. 

By the terms of the bill it 1s probable 
that provisions will be inserted to provide 
that the proceeds of any bonds issued un- 
der the acts of 1870 and 1875, as amended, 
shall go to the reserve, and of the latter 
bonds to pay current expenses. In this 
Way a separate account can be kept, and 
the proceeds of bonds sold to maintain 
the reserve cannot be used to pay current 
expenses. 

The details of the tariff changes will 
furnish the most difficult task in framing 
the bill. There is practical unanimity of 
sentiment, so far as can be learned, among 
the Republican members of the committee 
for a duty on wool and compensating 
duties on woolens. The western mem- 
bers want the duty on wool tobe at least 
8 cents a pound, but the indications are 
that it will not exceed 5cents. There is 
some discussion of appropriation to make 
@ horizontal increase on all the schedules, 
except sugar, of from 15 to 20 per cent, 
but that is opposed in certain quarters as 

Being Not on Protection Lines. 

It seems proLable, therefore, that wool 
and woolens, lumber and various articles 
will be selected. While there is, it is said, 
some difference of opinion on this point, it |

The house adjourned immediately today, 
and the Republicans of the ways and 
means committee went to work to perfect 
the details of the bill. It is hoped that it 
can be ready by tomorrow, and if so it 
will probably be passed under a special 
order of the committee on rules or possibly 
under suspension of the rules. Speaker 
Reed and his lieutenants are not disposed 
to brook delay. They believe the house 
should do its duty promptly. 

After the bill has been passed and sent

gress shall remain in session for the re- 
mainder of the holitays will rest with 
that body. If the senate will proceed to 
consideration of the bill, the house will re- 
main in session, probably adjourning from 
day to day, but ifthe senate should, after 
the passage of the house bill, show that it 
did not propose to go ahead with it, and 
should deliberately pass a resolution for a 
holiday recess, it is probable that the house 
Would Agree to It. 

As to the attitude of the Democrats 
toward the bill it seems probable that it 
will be opposed by most if not all of the 
Democrats. The silver Democrats are not 
disposed to vote for any bond proposition, 
first, because they believe there is another 
remedy in the hands of the executive— 
the redemption of notesin silver. They 
might vote for coin bonds to borrow 
money if the executive said that money 
was needed to meet current expenses, but 
as the demand for authority to issue 
bonds is not based on that ground—which 
in fact is distinctly disavowed—their op- 
position to the bond feature of the bill is 
certain. 

They would probably also resist the 
measure on account of the increase in the 
tariff schedules. The administration and 
sound money men might be disposed to 
vote for a bond authorization, but will 
probably be deterred from voting for the 
measure because of its tariff propositions, 
so that the solid opposition of the Demo- 
crats is looked for. The overwhelming 
Republican majority insures its passage, 
however, beyond question. It is likely 
that several amendments will be offered 
by the Democrats if they can secure recog- 
nition for that purpose—one to authorize 
the redemption of the treasury notes of 
1890 in silver and another to coimthe ail- 
ver in the treasury and possibly a plain 
free coinage amendment. 

The Senate Program. 

The course of the senate this week will 
depend in part, if not entirely, on the turn 
which affairs shall take in the house. In 
the event that the house should adjourn 
over the holidays the senate will be ready 
to acquiesce, as a majority of the senators 
are still unquestionably favorable to the 
usual holiday recess. The probabilities 
point strongly to the absence of a quorum 
the greater part of the week 1n case no re- 
cess is taken. The calendar contains only 
one bill of general importance, and not to 
exceed half a dozen minor bills. Conse- 
quently there is little prospect of actual 
legislation in any event. It is therefore 
more than probable that whatever sessions 
are held will be devoted largely to the 
speechmaking. If the house should send 
over a financial or revenue bill there 
would be no possibility of receiving a re- 
port upon it for some time; but such a 
measure might afford subject matter for 
informal speeches. 


Ranks Are Full. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—So many ap- 
plications for the privilege of accompany- 
ing the Red Cross on the .proposed Ar- 
menian relief expedition are coming in 
that Miss Clara Barton has prepared a 
general reply, in which she says: “At 
the present time it is not possible to 
definitely judge of the number of assist- 
ants that may be required, nor of the 
character of the help that will be needed. 
The Red Cross, having performed active 
field service in a dozen great disasters, has 
drawn into its rank a staff of faithful and 
diligent helpers, upon whom it can call at 
& day’s notice, and that staff, for the pres- 
ent, seems all sufficient.” 


About the Katahdin. 

WASHINGTON, Deo. 23.—The president 
has decided that the government cannot 
accept the ram Kathadin, because of her 
failure to attain the 17 knots speed re- 
quired by the contract. Senator Hale has 
accordingly introduced a bill in the senate 
authorizing the acceptance of the vessel. 
Naval authorities are of the opinion that 
she is an efficient warship, and is prevented 
from attaining the prescribed speed only 
by peculiarities of her model for which 
the builders, the Bath (Me.) tron works, 
are not properly responsible. 

With England. 

Lonpon, Dec. 23.—At St. Paul’s cathe- 
dral, Westminster Abbey, and at numer- 
ous churches in London and the provinces, 
the sermons yesterday referred to the Ven- 
ezeulan crisis.

THE DROWNING ACCIDENT. 


Display. How the Young Colton Boy Lost His 


Life at Quincy Reservoir. 


The drowning accident at the reservoir 
of the Quincy Water department at Brain- 
tree, Monday, which was briefly noted in 
the LEDGER of that date, was a sad affair 
coming as it did almost on the eve of 
Christmas, the most joyful season of the 
year. 

Monday morning three boys, Mervin 
Colton, aged 14 years; John Toner, aged 
12 years, and Robert Toner, aged 10 years, 
were in the woods near the water-shed 
gathering holly. 

They had secured all they desired and 
shortly before noon started for their homes 
in Braintree. When they reached Dailey’s 
farm, in order to take a short cut, they 
started to cross the reservoir on the Ice, 

All three were together and when about 
fifty feet from the shore the ice gave way 
and all three were thrown into the water. 
The two Toner boys hung on to the floating 
ice until rescued by workmen from Dailey’s 
farm. 

The other boy was unable to do so and 
after struggling for a few moments sank 
and was drowned, there being about 9 feet 
of water at that point, 

His body was recovered some three- 
quarters of an hour later. Although the 
physicians worked over him for a long 
time they were unable to resuscitate him,

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CITY APPOINTMENTS. 


Henry 4. Faxon says Mayor-elect 


Adams can be Independent. 


To the Editors of the Ledger: 

An editorial in the columns of your paper 
of December 7, declared that the selection 
of W. Walter Ewell ‘as Commissioner of 
Public Works would be the most level- 
headed appointment that an independent 
Mayor could possibly make. The article 
further stated that I am interested in his 
appointment, which is true, 

An effusion appeared in the Advertiser 
of December 10, beginning with a state- 
ment that “the people were astounded 
when they read the LEDGER,” and goiog 
on ina long tirade because the LEDGER 
had had the audacity to allude to such a 
matter. 

If Mr. Ewell had been one of Brother 
Green’s political friends, I suppose that 
the LEDGER’s declaration would have 
met with his approval. The editor of the 
Advertiser reminds me of the ass that 
donned the lion’s skin in order to frighten 
timid people, but whose long ears and 
braying quickly revealed his identity and 
nO One was alarmed, 

The disguise assumed in the Advertiser 
editorial was too transparent to deceive 
trained politicians of either party. I be- 
lieve that its readers will be quick to 
observe how ready Mr. Green is to give 
place to an article favoring the candidacy 
of Mr. Fallon, one of his own political 
faith, while he had condemned like action 
on the part of others, 

The suggestion which the LEDGER 
made was a proper one, and no sensible 
appointing power would resent a recom- 
mendation in favor of one who had proved 
himself eminently worthy of the position. 

As regards the heavy tax-payersof the 
city, almost the only benefits which they 
can receive are good roads and fire pro- 
tection; and in my opinion they have a 
right to be heard concerning the appoint- 
ment of an official so importaut to their 
interests as the one under consideration. 
Mr. Ewell may have sometimes erred in 
judgment during his perplexing adminis- 
tration, but no man that ever held the re 
sponsible position of Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works gave to the people better results 
for the money expended, 

Small politicians almost without number 
are forcing themselves upon the city as 
candidates for various places of trust. 
Taoese men are totally unfit for the posi- 
tions which they seek. I earnestly hope 
that influential citizens will endeavor to 
prevent them from receiving favorable rec- 
ognition, 

There are several of the present city 
officers who, I trust, will be retained, as 
I believe they are faithfully serving the 
municipality. Among these may be men- 
tioned the treasarer, the auditor, the super- 
intendent of cemetery and the ehief 
engineer of the fice department. 

One of the most important of the matters 
which now confront the Mayor-elect is the 
perfecting of the official machinery for a 
vigorous enforcement of the liquor laws. 
{f rumor can be relied on, intoxicating 
liquors are being sold within the city limics, 
and it is my opinion that certain members 
of the police force are responsible for this 
condition of affairs. 

In this connection, it is but justice to Mr. 
Hodges to state that he has done as much 
toward suppressing illegal liquor selling as 
any executive since Quincy became a city. 

Mr. Adams has an opportunity seldom 
accorded to a@ young man. In the late 
contest for municipal honors he received 
the support of a large portion of the busi- 
ness men of both parties, and is therefore 
placed in a very independent position with 
reference to appointments, 

I believe that he will not disappoint 
those who have reposed confidence in him, 
but ignoring party lines, will look only to 
the best interests of the city over whose 
destinies he has been chosen to preside, 
and thus maintain the high standard of 
bonor with which the name of Adams has 
ever been synonymous, 

I sincerely hope that the controversy 
between the Advertiser and the LEDGER 
will continue, believing that a constant 
fusilade will evolve something advanta- 
geous to the public,

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: Affairs at a Standstill, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 24—Now that con: 
gvess has acted upon the president’s sug- 
gestion in authorizing the appointment of 
Venezuelan commission to locate the 
boundary line between British Guiana and 
Venezuela, and the subject is again one 
for executive treatment, it is believed 
that Secretary Olney will formally ac 
knowledge the receipt of Lord Salisbury’s 
two notes, and perhaps take occasion, as 
& matter of courtesy, to formally advise 
the British government of the course 
which this country intends to pursue, sup- 
plementing it perhaps by a request to be 
adipsia of evidence within the 
pa of the British foreign office respect- 
ing the boundary line. . eo 

Representative Beach (O.) today intro- 
duced the following’ bill, authorizing the 
President of the United States to call an 
international conference: 

Be it enacted that the President of the 
United States be, and he hereby is, authorized 
to invite the governments of the other Ameri- 
€an republics to appoint plenipotentiaries 
with full powers to meet in conference in the 
city of Washington within one year from the 
8pproval of this act, for the formal acceptance 
and declaration of the-Monroe doctrine as 8 
principle of international law. 

Sect. 2~That any government may appoint as 
many plenipotentiaries as it may elect, butin 
the determination of questions before con- 


ference no government shall have more than 
one vote. 


Sect. 8—That the president be, and he hereby 
is, authorized to designate the secretary of 
state as the plenipotentiary on the part of the 
United States, and that the sam of $30,000, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, be appro- 
priated out of any moneys in the treasury of 
the United States not otherwise appropriated 
for the payment of the expenses of said con- 
ference, and the same shall be disbursed under 
the direction of the president in accordance 
with section 291 of the revised statutes, 


END OF STRIKE. 


Philadelphia Car Strikers’ and Employers’ 
Troubles Settled Satistactorily. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 24.—The great trol- 
ley strike is ended. Thisis final. John 
Wanamaker is the man who brought 
about the settlement, succeeding where 
all others failed. He was aided in the 
work by members of the Christian leaugue. 
The basis of the settlement is as follows: 

First—While the Union company will 
only treat with the workmen in its em- 
ploy, it will allow them membership in 
any lawful organization. 

Second—It will take up all grievences 
and give them full and fair consideration. 

Third—It will, so far as it has vacant 
places, immediately put on the old men, 
and as fast as vacancies arise will give 
preferences to any of the old men yet un- 
employed, and endeavor to arrange the 
trips of the cars to favor the old men as 
far as possible without violating its con- 
tracts with the new men. 

The questions of compensation and 
hours are left for future determination. 
Concessions were made by both sides. The 
strikers reported for work this morning. 


Exile Stepniak Killed, 

Lenpoy, Dec. 24.—Sergius Stepniak was 
killed by a passing train while walking 
over 8 level railway crossing at Chiswick. 
He was born in 1841 at Hadjatsch, in the 
Ukraine mountains, and came ofa semi- 
noble family, descended from the Cossacks 
of Little Russia. From i859 to 1863 he 
was a student at Kieff, and published 
several works during that time, which 
were prohibited by the government in 
1862. In 1870 he became a professor at the 
University of Kieff, but was removed from 
his chair by the government three years 
later. He was exiled in 1876 on account 
of his criticism of the system pursued by 
Count Tolstoij, one of the ministers of jus- 
tice, and he thereupon settled in Geneva, 
writing various popular works in the 
Little Russian dialect. 


Large Territory Involved. 

WASHINGTON, Deo. 24.—Chief Justice 
Bingham of the district supreme court 
has rendered a very important decision in 
the case of the city of Las Vegas, N. M, 
against the secretary of the interior, hold- 
ing that 496,446 acres of land, valued at 
about $4,000,000, mostly occupied by the 
city, legally belongs to it, and cannot, 
therefore, be made part of the public lands 
of the United States. The decision held 
that the effect of the act of the congres of 
1860 was to divest the United States of 
title to the land, and to invest in the 
claimants under the grant from Mexico. 
Assistant Attorney General Brenton gave 
notice of an appeal to the court of appeals 
on behalf of the government. 


Fetters Unshackled. 

ATLANTA, Dec. 24.—Trone Wilson, an 
aged negro convict, who was pardoned 
from the Georgia penitentiary by Gov- 
ernor Atkinson yesterday, is probably the 
last slave to receive the benefits of Presi- 
dent Lincoln's emancipation proclama- 
tion. Wilson was in jail in Liberty 
county as accessory toa murder when the 
negro race was set free by the president. 
He was afterward sent to the penitentiary, 
and now enjoys the first breath of free air 
he has ever known. 


Clothing Contractors Yielding.

Al- 
though strong efforts were made to pre- 
serve secrecy concerning the details of the 
plan its features — obtained from 
unquestionable authority. 

The tariff bill will beentitled, ‘A bill to 
increase the revenues and to prevent de- 
ficits in the treasury;” will go into effect 
when signed by the president, if he signs 
it, and will remain in effect until Aug. 1, 
1898, when by its provisions its operation 
will cease. 

Its items follow: A duty on wool of 60 
per cent of the McKinley law rates. A 
compensatory duty on woolen goods of 
60 per cent of the McKinley act rates. A 
duty of 60 per cefit of the rate of 1890 on 
lumber, which will be from 10 to 15 per 
cent ad valorem. An increase of 25 per 
cent from the Wilson-Gorman act rates 
on cereal breadstuffs, dairy products and 
livestock, including poultry. A horizon- 
tal increase of 15 percent from the Wil- 
son-Gorman rates on all other schedules, 
with the provision that in no case shal) 
| the duty exceed the McKinley rates, ex- 
cept where the Wilson-Gorman rates ex- 
ceed those of the McKinley law. 

The second bill will provide for two 
issues of bonds. ‘The first will bean un- 
limited amount of 8 per cent five-year coin 
bonds to protect the gold reserve, with the 
provision that the currency, redeemed by 
the proceeds, shall not be paid out for 
current deficits in the reyenues, unless the 
expenses of the government are in excess 
of the revenues (which, it is expected, 
they will not be if the first bill is in op- 
eration). 

In addition the sacond bill will provide 
for only 2 per cent treasury certificates of 
indebtedness, not to exceed $50,000,000 in 
amount and to be disposed of at the dis- 
cretion of the secretary of the treasury, to 
meet current deficits in the revenue. 
| These are to be offered for sale at the sub- 
| treasuries and depositories of the govern- 
ment. Itis possible also that there may 
be added to this bill a plan to increase the 
currency by authorizing national banks to 
issue circulation to the par value of all the 
government bonds deposited by them with 
the government as security for their notes. 

Leaders Are Confident. 

The leaders are assured that both bills 
will pass the house without material op- 
position, and there are strong hopes that 
the senate will act upon them favorably. 
Saturday night’s meeting showed « gen- 
eral sentiment in favor of incorporating 
the whole plan into one bill, but reasons 
were advanced yesterday which led to the 
division of the tariff and bond schemes. 

Among the rank and file of house Re- 
publicans there is a movement to holda 
caucus Thursday morning to pass upon 
the bills, but the leaders look upo. the 
caucus with distrust, for there combina- 
tions may be formed to change the tariff 
features, and once the special interests find 
the doors to tariff changes open, much 
time is likely to be consumed. To all 
members who haye come to him to secure 
consideration for the particular interests 
of their constituents, Chairman Dingley 
has replied that the bill under considera- 
tion is not a tariff bill, but a temporary 
revenue bill. The same argument has 
been used in committee with the members 
who opposed the horizontal raise of 15 per 
cent, on the ground that it was opposed to 
the protection theory. 

How much debate will be allowed’ has 
not been decided, but not more than two 
days at most is planned. The bills will 
be laid before the Democratic members of 
the committee Thursday morning, and be 
introduced in the house that day with a 
rule to limit debate and to bring a vote 
not later than Friday night. On tis 
point the remark is attributed to Speak:

Tue Boston JOURNAL prints a dis- 
patch from Hagerstown, Md., which says 
that the Christmas sermon of Rey. H. 
Evan Cotton, formerly of Quincy, created 
a great stir in his congregation. People of 
this city know of Mr. Cotton’s admiration 
for President Cleveland for whom he voted 
twice when in Quincy, and his attack in 
this instance only illustrates further how 
the President has shattered the confidence 
of his supporters in his unwise course. 

“Hour by hour,’ he said, ‘the Presi- 
dent's utterance stands publicly impeached 
by the honest common sense of the people. 
Bitter disappointment has come to many 
who felt that, with his great gifts, he might 
bave lifted the nation to higher, surer 
planes of action ; but he has been dragged 
from his place as a statesman down to the 
level of the political leeches that surround 
him. By one breath of his mouth he threw 
millions of the people’s money in the mael- 
strom of ficancial ruin ; in another breath 
he piteousiy invokes his Congress to avert 
the crash he has calied down upon our 
heads, and millions of lives are disturbed 
by the horrible possibilities of cruel war.” 


COUNCILMAN BRYANT will probably be 
the next President of the City Council 
without a contest, as no one else seems to 
aspire to the position. Mr, Bryant has 
been among the most prominent members 
on the floor, and next year will be the 
longest in the term of service. Opposition 
in his own party because of his course in 
recent election seems to have subsided. 
As chairman of the Committee on Streets 
and a member of the Finance Committee, 
he has become familiar with the importaat 
departments of the city government, and 
his friendship for Mayor-elect Adams 
should result this year in harmony between 
the administrative and executive depart- 
ments of thecity and a business-like pro- 
gressive administration rather than a 
political one. 


AGAIN RUMOR connects Mr. George G. 
Saville with the appointment of Com- 
missioner of Public Works. His name has 
been mentioned in past years, but he has 
never entered the field as an aspirant for 
the office. With a Technology training, 
and practical experience as an engineer, he 
has many of the qualifications for the 
position. He is a Quincy boy, and in- 
terested in Quincy, and believes in pro- 
gress. Mr. W. W. Ewell remains the 
choice of many because of his experience 
and good record, but if Mayor Adams does 
not see his way clear to appoint him, they 
would be pleased to see it Commissioner 
Saville. 


THERE CAN be no doubt that the coun- 
try now has a hustling Congress, and it is a 
pleasure to see the promptness with which 
business is despatched. They did not dilly 
dally with the Venezuela matter, and now 
they propose to stop the depletion of the 
National treasury and stop the accumula- 
tion of debt. Only the veto of the Pres- 
ident can check the onward march to pros- 
perity, and upon him will then rest the re- 
sponsibility. 


Quincy Debating Club. 


The question at the next meeting of the

The object is not a discussion of Presi- 
dent Cleveland's policy, interesting as that 
might be, but a debate on the broader and 
more fundamental questions of—What is 
the Munroe Doctrine? What is the 
Venezuela Question? Is the Munroe 
Doctrine applicable ? 

The principal disputants will be: For 
the affirmative,—H. B. Faxon and E. VY. 
Fitts ; and for the negative,—A. R. Fitts 
and Fred Tupper. 

Several articles have already been re- 
served in the rooms of the Y. M.C. A., 
and others will be added. At present the 
list includes :—The full text of Munroe’s 
message, containing the famous doctrine. 
The Venezuela Question by W. L. Scruggs, 
a former U.S. minister to Venezuela in 
the December Review of Reviews, and also 
a general summary of the question in the 
same magazine.

In connection with the address to be 
given by the Rev. M. D. Kneeland, D. D., 
in the Centre Congregational church, next 
Monday evening, we print extracis from 
the Declaration of Principles of the League 
of which he is secretary: 

‘*The New Engiaud Sabbath Protective 
league is formed for the purpose of defend- 
ing the Sabbath against the persistent en- 
croachments upon its sacredness by busi- 
ness and pleasure, 

‘““While we recognize that the highest 
purposes for which the Sabbath institution 
exists can only be promoted by moral sua- 
sion, we hold tbat it is the duty of legis- 
latures, by securing, as far as possible, to 
all citizens a seventh day free from labor 
(except works generally acknowledged to 
be of ‘necessity and mercy’’), to protect 
men who would otherwise be oppressed and 
degraded by continuous and unremitting 
toil. 

“Leaving everything which belongs to 
personal conduct and responsibility, as to 
this great question, to individuals, * * * 

* this League aims to defend and se 
cure such legislation as will maintain a 
proper observance of the Lord’s Day and 
prevent the strong from oppressing the 
weak, and the immoral from corrupting the 
young and inexperienced.”

MARCH OF INSURGENTS 


Bringing Them Nearer and Nearer to 
the Capital of Cuba. 


Said to Be Fully Supplied 
With Ammunition. 


Both Sides Realize That the Crisis Is Now 
Close at Hand. 


HABANA, Dec. 27.—The last news of the 
movements of the Spanish columns was 
that they were heading for Guanabana, 
the last headquarters evacuated by Cam- 
pos, situated not far from Matanzas. 

The fact is that somany announcementé 
of the defeat and retreat of the insurgents 
have been made that it will require strong 


| confirmation to make anyone believe that 


such is an actual fact. When the insur 
gents first entered the province of Santa 
Clara, it was announced that they had 
been defeated with great loss and had re 
treated across the Lorder. But the next 
news received from the frontier was that 
the Cuban army were threatening Pla 
cetas, more than half way between the 
border and the capital of Santa Clara, and} 
since then they have apparently pushed | 
onward with little or no interruption. 

On the other hand, Campos has actually 
retreated from Santa Clara to Cienfuegos, 
Palmillas, Colon, Jovellanos, Limonare, | 
Matanzas, and, finally, te 
Habana. There is no denying this, for 
Campos is now in Habana. 

The absence of news of the movements 
of the insurgents is causing some anxiety} 
among their friends here, but they claim 
Gomez and Maceo are in possession of the 
railroad and telegraph wires, and that it 
was with difficulty that Campos succeeded 
in reaching Habana Christmas night. 
that as it may, the only news obtainable 
is that furnished by rumor, and if the 
authorities are in possession of any ad 


suppressed. 

In the meantime, active preparations 
are being made here for the defense of the 
city, and for forwarding to the front all| 
the troops which can be spared. It is un- 
derstood that the Spanish columns in the 
rear of the insurgent army have been or- 
dered to concentrate 

As Quickly as Possible 
about the frontier of Matanzas, and that 
every effort isto be made to prevent the 
retreat of the Cubans into Santa Clara. 

While these preparations are being made 
to apparently stop the insurgents from 
escaping back into Santa Clara, the land 
fortifications of Habana are receiving at- 
tentions day and night. A number of ad- 
ditional earthworks have been thrown up 
during the last month, also, and these are 
being hastily completed and supplied 
with guns as rapidly as possible. The 
magazines are being plentifully supplied 
with ammunition, and the outposts of the 
Spanish troops around Habana are being 
strengthened and more securely fortified. 

There is an alr of hurry and anxiety 
about the different headquarters here 
which does not seem to indicate that the 
supreme authorities are in any way sat- 
isfied that the insurgents are retreating, 
and if military activity goes for anything, 
the most determined efforts are being 
made to prevent a surprise. 

The insurgents, when last heard from, 
Were well to the westward of Matanzas, 
and threatening to capture the railroad 
lines. Shortly afterward, all news from 
the front was suddenly shut off, and a few 
hours later Campos arriyed here, after 
having been driven from town to town by 


The Victorious Insurgents. 

There is considerable speculation here 
as to the actual number of men under the 
command of Gomez and Maceo. The 
highest estimates have it that the Cuban 
army numbers 12,000 men, while the low- 
est number of followers of the insurgent 
leaders are credited with having under 
their command is 6000. 

It is to be presumed, however, that 
Gomez and Maceo may have 10,000 men 
with them, as they are known to have 
been joined by large numbers of adherenta 
since they entered the province of Matan- 
zas. The insurgents have also been plenti- 
fully supplied with ammunition, said to 
have been stored for their use at different 
points and accumulated and hidden for 
months past.

City Treasurer Burgin Elected to 
Succeed the Late George L. Gill. 


A Brilliant Career for Young Man 
Since He Came to Quincy. 


At a meeting of the trustees of the 
Quincy Saving Bank last evening Mr. 
Clarence Burgin, the City Treasurer of 
Quincy was elected treasurer to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of George L. 
Gill. 

A change in the office of treasurer of the 
Quincy Savings bank has not occurred since 
this institution and the National Granite 
bank became separate. In 1868 Mr. 
George L. Gill became an assistant to 
Cashier Horace B. Spear, and upon the 
separation in 1871 he became treasurer of 
the Savings bank and removed it to its 
present location. For a generation Mr. 
Gill faithfully conducted the institution 
and its growth has been almost phenome- 
nal, the 2175 depositors in 1871 having in- 
creased tu 7298 at the last report, and the

administration of the late treasurer, under 
whose directione the investments have 
largely been made. The depositors have 
had the greatest confideuce in bim, and the 
bank has been extremely fortunate in the 
periodical financial panics.

During the treasureship of Mr. Munroe 
the bank was at his store, now occupied by 
Sanborn & Damon in the Parrior build- 
ing. Under Mr. Randall and Mr. Spear it 
was in the old banking rooms of the Qnincy 
Stone Bank now occupied by Dr. Gilbert. 
In 1871 it was separated from the National 
bank and removed to rooms fitted up for 
it in its present_quarters. 

The bank is fortunate in having met 
with no losses from loans or investments, 
which is largely due to the fact that loans 
are made only on the best security. They 
are today well placed and strongly secured. 
Denosit book No.1 is still open, as are 
many of tho3e taken out in the early days 
of the institution. 

Miss Hattie L. Burrell, a niece of the 
late treasurer bas been his faithful and 
obliging assistant since 1879, and is ac- 
knowledged to be one of the best penmen 
and accountants in the city. Miss Mildred 
Estes recently entered the bank, and is a 
valuable assistant. 


For twelve years Mr. Burgin has been a 
resident of Quincy and his career among 
us has been a brilliant one, a series of ad- 
vancements in positions of trust. In Jan- 
uary, 1884, he came to Quincy and entered 
the employ of the granite firm of Frederick 
& Field as bookkeeper and draughtsman. 
Five years later be formed a partnership 
with Mr. R. D. Gordon of this city and en- 
tered into the wholesale and retail jewelry 
business in Boston, which partnership stil! 
continnes. During the vacations of Mr. 
Spear from 1892 to 1894 Mr. Burgin acted 
as cashier of the National Mount Wollas- 
ton bank, and conducted the affairs very

interest in matters of finance, and it was 
largely through his management that the 
Quincy Quarry Company and the Lyons 
Granite Company were successfully estab- 
lished. In August, 1894, he was appointed 
City Treasurer to succeed the late Bryant 
N. Adams and was reappointed by Mayor 
Hodges tbis year, and fills the office at the 
present time, The city finances were 
never more ably handled, or the business 
transacted with such promptness and sys- 
tem, as under Treasurer Burgin, and what 
is the Savings Bank’s gain will be the city’s 
loss. Mr. Burgin is also a director of the 
National Granite bank, treasurer and di- 
rector of the Lyons Granite Company, di- 
rector of the Quincy Quarry Company, @ 
member of Raral lodge, F. & A. M.; St. 
Stephen’s chapter, R. A. M.; South Shore 
commandery, K. T., and other organiza- 
tions. He is aiso prominent in the new 
movement to organiz2 a Board of Trade in 
this city, which promises to be successful 
and a boon to Quincy. 

Mr. Burgin was born Oct. 27, 1865, in 
Rutland, Vt., his parents being Mr. 
Thomas and Mrs. Jane (Scudder) Burgin, 
both from London, England. In 1870 the 
family moved to Springfield, Mass., where 
Clarence was educated and graduated from 
the High school. In the evening drawing 
schools he acquired a good knowledge of 
that art, and later in the employ of Charles 
Sidney, the architect and civil engineer; 
with John Lyman Faxon, the architect, 
and with Frederick & Fie!d of Quincy, he 
became an expert draughtsman,

‘Tis the Only Permanent) 


Remedy, Says Carlisle. 


The New Bond Bill Meets With Strong Opposi- 
tion In Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Secretary Car- 
lisle made the following statement last 
night in response te the question: ‘‘What, 


in your opinion, will be the effect upon the | 


financial situation of the tariff bill passed 

| by the house of representatives on Thurs- 
| day?” 

“I had,” said Mr. Carlisle, “supposed 

| that very few could now be found who 


| believe that our financial difficulties were | 


caused by the deficiency in the ordinary 
revenues of the government, or that they 
can be relieved by increasing taxes upon 
the commodities consumed by the people. 
These difficulties are the necessary results 
| of our financial legislation, and they can- 
‘not be removed, even temporarily, by 
tariff laws, nor by ,any other measures 
which do not directly enablemthe govern- 
ment to procure the means necessary for 
the maintenance of the gold payments.” 

“Do you think, then, that the bond bill 
presented in the house today will furnish 
any relief to the treasury?” 

“I am satisfled that there is but one 
permanent remedy for our financial em- 
barrassments, and that is legislation pro- 
viding for the retirement and cancellation 
of the legal tender notes; but, recognizing 
the fact that such a measure would re- 
quire time for its consideration, and for its 
complete execution, if adopted, I had hoped 
that congress would immediately take the 
nevessary Steps to assist the government 


| in its efforts to procure and maintain such 


move the distrust and apprehension which 
have precipitated the present emergency. 
Doesn't Go Far Enough, 

“The bill reported by the committee on 
ways and means falls very far short of the 
requirements of the situation, and its pas- 
sage will not beneficially affect the situa- 
tion with which we have now to deal. 
Our difficulties were produced and have 
been prolonged and aggravated by the 
fear that, notwithstanding all the efforts 
of the administration, we may ultimately 
be unable to procure gold for the purpose 
of redeeming our notes, and, conse- 
quently, be forced to a silver basis, and 
this fear cannot be wholly removed until 
some action is taken by congress clearly 
indicating a purpose to pay all our obliga- 
tions in gold when demanded by holders. 

“Although there is no substantial rea- 
son to distrust the character of our notes 
or other securities, or to doubt the pur- 
pose of the government to maintain gold 
payments, the facts that there has been 
no legislative declaration upon the subject, 
and that no legal authority exists to 
make them expressly payable in gold, not 
only prevent the sale of our bonds for the 
replenishment of the reserve upon the 
most advantageous terms, but increase 
the demands for gold by the presentation 
of notes at the very times when we are 
least able to meet them without injury to 
our credit. 

“If it was not generally expected that 
the three classes of bonds already author- 
ized by law will be paid in gold at ma- 
turity, they could not be sold, except at 
an enurmous sacrifice, but even this gen- 
eral expectation is not sufficient to al- 
together satisfy investors, and especially 

In Times of Financial Disturbances, 

“A bout $16,000,000 could have been saved 
to the people on the last issue of bonds if 
congress had consented to make them 
expressly payable in gold, instead of coin. 
This condition is not at all improved by 
the pending bill, which still requires all 
bonds to be payable ‘in coin,’ as heretofore, 
and confers no new authority, except the 
power toissue and sell 8 per cent bonds, 
also payable in coin, after five years, with 
interest payable in coin semi-annually. 

“Atthe present time, our 80-year 4 per 
cent bonds, with interest payable quar- 
terly, are sellingin the markets at rates 
which yield investors more than 8 per 
cent per annum, and this fact should not 
be overlooked in determining whether or 
not a 5-year 3 per cent bond could now be 
sold at par, as the pending bill requires.” 

“What will be the effect of the provision 
prohibiting the sale of bonds except after 
public advertisement?” 

“Assuming that asufficlent a:aount of 
gold could be procured in that way, any 
secretary of the treasury would prefer to 
| advertise for the bids, but it is evident 
that there may be circumstances when 
prompt action is required in order to pre- 
serve the credit of the government, and in 
such cases a peremptory provision requir- 
ingapublic advertisement might defeat 


the object of the law and prevent any | 


sale.” 
| Speaking of the second section of the 
| bill, which authorizes the issue of cer- 
tiflcates to meet deficiencies in the rey- 
enue, Secretary Carlisle said: 

“While there is no necessity at the pres- 
ent time for resorting to the exercises of 
the power which that section conférs, and 
may not be in the future, the secretary of 
the treasury ought always to have the au- 
thority to issue and sel! or use in the pay- 
ment of expenses short-time certificates 
or bonds of the character described in that 
bill. Such authority ought to have been 
conferred upon him long ag

limited to $50,000,000, as it is by the bill

for the reissue.of the greenbacks when re 
deemed; and the committee on rules ex- 
tended the limit to debate until today at 
8 o’clook, but declined to give the members 
of the house opportunity to offer amend- 
ments. These concessions probably 
brought a few of the fractious Republicans 
into line—how many the vote today will 
show. 

But 11 Republicans went over the party 
traces yesterday on the adoption of the 
rule. This, it is stated, does not represent 
more than one-fourth of the opposition to 
the measure itgelf. 

The feature of the day was a strong 
speech from Johnson (Rep., Cal.), appeal- 
ing to his Republican colleagues to vote 
against the bill. He scored the Republi- 
can leaders for bringing in the bill. He 
said he had voted for the revenue measure 
Thursday under protest, but he refused to 
follow them on the present bill. Political 
expediency which involved a surrender of 
principle, he declared, would, never suc- 
ceed. 


The debate ran far into the night... The | 
principal speeches were made by Messrs. 
Dingley (Me.) and Grosvenor (O.), Repub- 
licans, and Messrs. Turner (Ga.) and .Pat- 
terson (Tenn.), Democrats. 

Representative Barrett's impeachment 
resolution was quietly smothered by the 
house committee on foreign affairs. At 
the meeting of the committee yesterday it 
was yoted to report Representative Mc- 
Call’s resolution, which was much more 
conservative and simply called for ‘‘in- 
formation from the president’”’ as to Am- 
bassador Bayard’s speeches at Edinburgh 
and Boston, Eng. 

A Wordy War. 

The senate was enlivened, by a spirited 
and somewhat personal debate, in which , 
Mr. Hill (N. Y.) and Mr.’ Teller (Colo.) 
were the principal figures. 

Mr. Hill precipitated consideration of 
the bond question by offering a resolution 
declaring that future bond issues to re- 
new the gold reserve should bear a pro- 
vision that they would be payable in gold 
and silver at the option of the holder. In 
support of this, Hill made a speech setting 
forth the difficulties of negotiating bonds 
under the uncertainties of the present 
law, and he branched out ina general 
discussion of finance, and among other 
things urged the permanent retirement of 
the greenbacks in accordance with the 
recommendations of the president and 
secretary of the treasury. 

Teller’s reply to Hill was cutting, sar- 
castic and personal. He repudiated and 
protested against the efforts of the presi- 
dent and all his ‘tide waiters” to defame 
the credit of the United States. He spoke 
of the recent visit to Washington of a 
great New York banker, one of those who 
had participated in the ‘dishonorable or 
imbecile’ bond transaction of last year.

Allen (Pop., Neb.) added his protest to 
that of Teller against the defamation of 
our national credit. No final action on 
the Hill resolution was taken. 

Senators Quay and Burrows gave notice 
of amendments which they propose to 
offer to the house tariff bill when it shall 
reach the senate for consideration. Sena- 
tor Quay’s amendment provides for an in- 
crease of the duty on wrapper tobacco, 
making the duty on unstemmed tobacco 
imported in bulk $2 a pound, and on 
stemmed tobacco $2.50 a pound. 

Senator Burrows’ amendment provides 
for a duty equal to 60 per cent of the Mc- 
Kinley law duties on a large namber of 
articles of schedule A, concerning chem- 
icals, oils and paints; on manufactured 
burrstones and grindstones; on iron ores, 
cotton ties and copper and manufactures 
of; on & large number of agricultural 
products, including fresh milk, yields of 
eggs, plants, fresh fish and salt; on lemon- 
ade, soda water and other similar waters; 
or flax, hemp, straw and binding twine, 
and on feathers, paintings, statuary, hat- 
ters’ plush, coffee and hides. 

Demoeratic Senatorial Caucuses, 


The Democratic members of the senate 
held a caucus yesterday for the purpose of 
considering the committee assignments 
made by the steering committee. The 
caucus endorsed the work of the commit- 
tee, and authorized it to continue its work 
by making some minor assignments 
which had not been agreed upon before 
the caucus act, Owing to this state of 
affairs, the list was not in shape to be 
given to the public when the caucus ad- 
journed. It can be stated positively, how- 
ever, that there was no change in the as- 
signments to the more important commit- 
tees which have already been published. 

The list will be presented to the senate 
Monday next, in connection with the Re- 
publican assignments. Senator Mitchell 
(Or.), as chairman of the Republican cau- 
cus committee, will at that time present 
the list with a resolution, upon which a 
yea and nay vote will be taken, which 
will be a test of the Republican strength 
for organization. Itis not doubted that 
on this test the Republicans will secure a 
sufficient vote to insure the control of the 
committee and in accordance with the as- 
signments already made by them.

HE PAID HUSH MONEY, 


San Francisco Preacher Then Found 
He Had Been Duped. 


Charges That He Isa Victim 
of Blackmail. 


Woman Whom He Had Arrested Tells Quite a 
Different Story. 


San Francisco, Dec. 30.—Fashionable 
society in this city is stirred to its depths 
by the arrest of Mrs. Mary A. Davidson 
on a charge of extortion preferred by Rev. 


C. O. Brown, pastor of the First Congre- | 


gational church. 

Dr. Brown charges her with blackmail, 
and says that he paid her $500 to secure 
her silence in regard to his alleged rela- 
tions with Miss Overman, a young woman 
from Tacoma, who visited at his house. 

Mrs. Davidson, who is a woman about 
60 years of age, came here during the mid- 
winter fair as a representative of a Boston 
corset firm. She has attended Dr. Brown's 
church for about @ year, and has taken 
great interest in church matters. Miss 
Overman came here from Tacoma for her 
health aud visited at the house of Dr. 
Brown, whose family she knew in Tacoma. 
After a stay of several months, during 
which time she became acquainted with 
Mrs. Davidson, Miss Overman returned 
to Tacoma, but came back to San Fran- 
zisco, when Mrs. Davidson promised to 
secure employment for her. 

According to Dr. Brown, Mrs. David- 
son came to him last November, at the 
time when there was intense excitement 
in the city over the exposure of the double 


lives of several old men who had been | 


debauching young girls, and told him that 
she had been commi-sioned by Mrs. Jane 
Elizabeth Baddin, a lodging-house keeper, 
to demand $2000 down and $100 a month 
for 10 years if he did not want his inti- 
macy with Mise Overman exposed. Mrs. 
Davidson said that Miss Overman had 
confided in her and would testify against 
him, andthat Mrs. Baddin knew that he 
had occupied a room in a lodging house 
with an unknown woman. Mrs. David- 
son pointed out to him that owing to the 
state of public feeling almost anything 
that witnesses would swear to would be 
believed, and 
Advised Him to Settle at Once. 

Dr. Brown was horrified at the nature 
of the charges brought against him, and 
saw no means of escape. He succeeded, 
however, in reducing the figures to $500 
down and $35 a month for five years. He 
paid Mrs. Davidson $500, for which she 
signed a receipt. After paying over the 
money, Dr. Brown attempted to find Mrs. 
Baddin, but without success. Kinally he 
met Miss Overman, who was shopping 
with Mrs. Davidson, and reproached her 
with her perfidy. She indignantly denied 
that she had made any charges, and, when 
confronted with Mrs. Davidson, de- 
nounced the woman as infamous. 

Miss Overman immediately left Mrs. 
Davidson’s house, and went to the home | 
of Dr. Brown, where she is now under the | 
protection of his wife. Then the minister | 
consulted with the deacons of the church, 
and the result was the arrest of Mrs. 
Davidson. Both the minister and Miss 
Overman deny that there is the slightest 
foundation for the charges. 

Mrs. Vavid$on, when seen after her ar- 
rest, said Dr. Brown called on her several 
months ago and voluntarily confessed his 
love for Miss Overman. He asked her ad- 
vice, and she told him to sever his rela- 
tions with the girl at once. Miss Over- 
man, she says, confessed her love for Dr. 
Brown, and that he had promised to pay 
her 35a month. A few days after this 
Mrs. Davidson says Dr. Brown handed 
her $85 to give to Miss Overman, saying 
he had promised to pay her that amount 
for 10 months 

Some ti.ne ago a strange woman, whe 
called herself Mrs. Baddin, called on Mrs. 
Davidson and said she knew of Dr. 
Brown's 

Intimacy With Miss Overman 
and demanded $10,000 as the price of her 
silence. About six weeks ago she sent for 
Dr. Brown and told him of Mrs. Baddin’s 
demand. He said: “It is all true, and 
more, too.” 

Mrs. Davidson eontinued: ‘He refused 
to see the woman, and asked me to*handle 
the business for him. He said: ‘You 
bave our hearts’ secrets,’ and told me} 
everything. Dr. Brown said he could not 
pay her $10,000, but would pay $5000, with 
$500 down and the rest at the rate of $35 
amonth. Dr. Brown said he would leave 
San Francisco within three months, as he 
had calis from churches in Brooklyn and 


| Philadelphia 


Next day she paid the $500 to Mrs, Bad- 
din, who said she was going to leave town, 
but would return each month for the §35. 
Mrs. Davidson says Dr. Brown has paid | 
$85 for Miss Overman in August and Sep- 
tember, November and December. She 
concluded her statement by saying: ‘“I) 
have kept this secret for the sake of the! 
church; for the sake of Miss Overman and | 
Dr. Brown, but the truth must be told, | 
and I am sorry that I am obliged to 
divulge these things.”’ ‘ 

The First Congregational church was 
erowded yesterday morning as a result of 
the exposure of the alleged blackmailing 
attempt upon Dr. Brown. The minister 
appeared as usual, and in his sermon re-} 
ferred indirectly to the attack upon his 
reputation. One of the deacons also spoke, 
and corroborated Dr. Brown's statement 
that he had consulted with the officers of 
the church before causing the arrest of ; 
Mrs. Davidson. After the church services, 
a number of the congregation shook hands 
with Dr. Brown and expressed confidence

Ot Dividends Paid by the Leading Manufactur- 
ing Mills of Fall River. 


FALL EIvVER, Mass., Dec. 30.—The offi- 
cial report of the mill dividends for 1995 is 
issued today by G. M. Haffards & Co. The 
total of $1,221,425 in dividends is paid ona 
capital of $21,268,000, or slightly over 8.09 
percent. The total dividends include ex- 
tras of 10 per cent. 

The Border City Manufacturing com- 
pany paid 18; Sagamore Manufacturing 
company, 6; Troy Cotton and Woolen 
Manufacturing company, 22 per cent, all 
regular dividends. 

The Bourne company leads all the cor- 
porations with normal capital by paying 
19 per cent, while the Union company 
paid 11. Three corporations paid 8; two, 
734; seven paid 7 per sent, and the An- 
Rawan and Metacomet Manufacturing 
companies, the Fall River Manufacturing 
company, having old piants, renewed its 
equipment, together with the Barnaby 
Manufacturing company, making fine 
ginghams, passed their dividends. The 
Slade and Robeson mills, old plants, paid 
8 and 444, respectively; all others that 
did not pass, paid 5 per cent or better. 

The Durfee mills and Fall River Iron 
works, private corporations, were among 
the largest money makers, and the capital 
and dividends are not iucluded in the 
totals, as the earnings are not made public. 

The year has been very prosperous. 
Without including extra dividends paid 
from surplus earnings accumulated dur- 
ing’ previous years, the average regular 
dividend was nearly 6.78 percent. Last 
year the average regular dividend was only 
6.05 per cent.

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AWFUL WORK OF A MOB 

Kentucky Woman Burned Alive "by 
Friends of Murdered Husband, 


Her Paramour Suffered Death 
From Shotguns. 


Wretches’ Pleas For Mercy Fell Upon Ears 
Deafened by Vengeance. 


Dec. 80.—A mob Satur- 
fay night burned Mrs. T. J. West alive 
and killed W. Deveres, her paramour, at 
Mrs. West's house on Cartwright Creek, 
a short distance north of this city. The 
mob is said to have numbered about 75, 
and it was about 12 o'clock when they ap 
peared at Mrs. West's house. Mrs. West, 
Deveres and his little deughter were the 
only persons in the house. 

The tragedy was one of the most brutal 
ever enacted under gruesome sway of 
dread Judge Lynch. Despite the plead- | 
ings for her father’s life of a half-oli(, | 
frightened child, and the prayers and tears 
of the sick and helpless woman, the mob 
went through with its work with cold- 
blooded, cruel deliberation, and only left} 
when certain that both man and woman 
were dead. 

The affair was the outgfowth of the old 
story of a faithless wife and vengeful 
husband. Several months ago, Deveres, 4 | 
middle-aged widower, was accused by 
Thomas West, a prosperous farmer, of | 
intimacy with Mrs. West. A quarrel fol-| 
lowed, lasting until West instituted di- 
vorce proceedings and declared that De-| 
veres must die» The men met in Lebanon.

Mrs. West 
rushed to a darkened windowand began a 
wild, hysterical plea for mercy. A dozen} 
bullets answered her cries, and the de- | 
mand for immediate surrender was re- 
peated. Deveres, too, asked fora hearing, | 
but his request was greeted 

With a Shower of Shots 

“We'll give you 10 minutes to open up; | 
then you burn,” said the mob’s leader, | 
and his men quietly retired from the door. | 
A hurried consultation was held inside 
the house, and then, white and terror- 
stricken, the little girl of Deveres was! 
thrust out to plead with the mob. Clad | 
in her night robe, barefooted and unpro-/| 
tected, she bravely walked out into the 
moonlight and sobbed out a prayer for her 
white-haired father’s life. 

“Get out; you're liable to get shot your- 
self,” a ruffian said, and the panic-stricken | 
child fied to the cabin of a negro neigh- 
bor. Mrs. West then appeared at the} 
door, and referring to her condition, made 
a last appeal for mercy. It was unavail- | 
ing, and in another moment the house 
was fired. 

The shrieks of the imprisoned wretches 
failed to move their torturers, who, as the 
flames reached the room where the couple 
were living, could see man and woman in 
the agony of death by the fire. Just be- | 
fore the roof fell, the woman was seen to | 
reel across the room and plunge headlong 
into the fireplace among the burning coals, 
and there she died. Wild with pain, | 
Deveres at the last moment made a dash 
for liberty, but a score of bullets stopped 
him half a dozen steps from the door. 

Yesterday morning the little girl led her 
Degro protector to the scene, and there the 
bodies, scorched beyond recognition, were 
found, untouched by the lynchers. 

It is not improbable that the scenes of 
Saturday night will be re-enactedin the 
vicinity shortly, as the outrage has 
aroused the 

Most Intense Indignation 


among the people of the county. Because 
ef the fact that West’s relatives had 
threatened vengeance, there is a strong 
belief that they are responsible for the | 
crime. The uncertainty, however, as to 
just who was implicated has so far pre- 
vented further trouble. 

The child of Deveres, who was a witness 
to the tragedy, is dangerously sick as the | 
result of the fright and exposure, but upon | 


some of the lynchers. The night Wasa 
brilliant with moonlight. 

The scene of the horror was visited by 
crowds of curious people yesterday, and it 
was well toward noon before the bodies 
were cared for by an undertaker. 

Mrs. West's corpse was charred a]most 
beyond human semblance. Overcome by 
the flames, she had fallen into the large old- 
fashioned fire-place of the living room, 
and the head was almost burned from the

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APROPOS THE Brook street extension 
matter and the fact that the New Haven 
Road had made surveys for a bridge 
with a headway of but 12 feet the follow- 
ing dispatch from Bridgeport, Ct., where 
something of a similiar nature exists makes 
interesting reading. In the LEDGER of 
Dec, 14, Mr. Whiting, our Wollaston cor- 
respondent after a thorough investigation 
of the question, wrote an article stating 
that a bridge with a headway of less than 
15 feet would be practically useless for 
public traffic and that to obtain such a 
headway the grade of Newport avenue 
would have to be materially increased. 
This statement was immediately ques- 
tioned. It now looks as if the premises 
assumed by Mr. Whiting were correct. 
The dispatch referred to reads as follows: 

The agreement reached by the city’s com- 
mittee and the Consolidated road Satur- 
day evening, relative to the four-track- 
ing improvements and the elimination of 
grade crossings, does not please the tax- 
payers. The committee’s statement that 
the total cost to the city will hardly reach 
$250,000, is sternly offset by a provision in 
the agreement that the cost shall, under no 
circumstances exceed $400,000, and the fact 
that the railroad company refused flatly to 
reduce the limit to $300,000. A cause for 
great dissatisfaction is the provision which 
allows only a 12-foot headway for all streets 
crossing under this big structure, which 
passes right through the heart of the city 
and covers a distance of nearly four miles. 
A headway of 15 feet at least is demanded 
for public traffic. 


PROBABLY THE last meeting of the City 
Council of 1895 will be held this evening, 
although if there is any important measure 
requiring an interval between the readings 
there may be another meeting the last of 
the week. The present Council has been 
criticised for want of action, but these 
people have only in mind the failure to 
provide schoolhouses. They overlook the 
fact that the city has voted to go into the 
Metropolitan water system and passed a 
sewerage act. The former entitles the 
Council of 1895 to the distinction of having 
spent the most money, its obligations 
amounting to nearly a million and one- 
half dollars. Progress on the sewer system 
has been retarded by the failure to make 
an appropriation for expenses or salaries of 
commission.

Section 5 of Chapter 465 provides:

Await the Bond and Tariff Bills 
Should They Pass the Senate, 


The House Quickly Disposed 
of Both Measures. 


But Little Work Will Be Done in Congress 
This Week, 


W&ASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Speaker Reed 
put the bond and certificate bill through 
the house Saturday evening as it was re- 
ported by the ways and means committee 
and without giving opportunity for a vote 
on the amendments which the administra- 
tion desired. 

The attempt of the anti-bond Republi- 
cans to knock out the bond feature failed, 
for they could only muster 47 votes, in- 
cluding all the silver Republicans, al- 
though they did bring down the majority

construed to repeal the aot of 1878 for the 
reissue of the greenbacks, and that the 
bonds shall first be offered for subscrip- 
tion at the sub-treasuries and depositories 
of the United States. 

The second section of the bill provides 
for the issue of three-year debt certificates 
of denominations of $20 and multiples

000, to meet temporary deficiencies.

PERHAPS ‘TWAS THIEVES 


Who Were Primarily Responsible For the Balt 


more Theater Disaster. _ 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 80.—An inquest over 
the victims of the Front Street theater 
disaster was held yesterday, and the oor- 


oner’s jury found that no one was to 
blame except the people in the audience, 
who lost their heads and brought on the 
panic. 

The members of the jury viewed the 
body ef Jennie Henkle, and Dr. Kierle 


performed an autopsy in this case to de- 


termine the cause of death, which was 
shown to have resulted from suffocation. 
It was certified to the jury that the same 
cause held in all the other cases, and no 
other autopsies were made. 

Twenty witnesses were examined, and 


the incidents of the disaster were re- 


hearsed without material change being 
made in the facts as heretofore published. 


There was plenty of testimony to the 


effect that gas had been escaping in the 
Front Street theater for many months 
and that the monsgers of the house have 


| been repeatedly requested to remedy it. 


Two men also testifled that, in their | 


opinion, the cry of “Fire!” which brought 


| on the panic was raised by thieves for the 
| purpose of robbery. It was brought out 


that various articles were stolen during 


the frightful crush, including all or a 
great portion of the box office receipts 
for the night, a pair of diamond earrings, 
which were snatched from a woman’s 
ears, and a large number of overcoats, 
canes and umbrellas. 

Witnesses also swore they saw two men 
running away from the theater after the 


panic was under way, and that the fugi-| 


tives refused to stop when called upon to 
do so,

IN ARMENIA’S BEHALF, 


Boston Business Men Consider What 
Should Be Done, 


Is Estimated That $500,000 
Will Be Needed. 


Pertectly Willing to Place Funds in Hands of 
Red Cross Society. 


Boston, Dec. 31.—In response to the in- 
vitation issued by several prominent citi- 
gens for a meeting at which to organize in 
support of the American National Red 
Cross in its proposed work in behalf of the 
suffering Armenians in Asia Minor, a 
number of the business men of this city 
assembled yesterday at noonin the al@er- 
manic chamber at city hall. 

Mayor-elect Josiah Quincy acted as pre= 
siding officer. In opening the meeting 
he said, in part: “We have seen the 
great powers stand idly by and make no 
efforts thus far to put to an end the ex- 
traordinary conditions prevailing in Ar- 
menia. While people of the United States 
have no direct interest as European coun- 
tries have in the affairs of the Turkish 
empire, they have, nevertheless, been 
aroused to a sense of the necessity of some 
action toward alleviating the sufferings in 
Armenia.” 

Miss Clara Barton, who is at the head of 
the Red Cross organization, was then in- 
troduced. She said that three weeks ago 
she had never thought that she or the Red 
Cruss society would be called upon to aid 
the Armenians. It was not until a com- 
mittee fron. Boston solicited her aid that 
she had given it consideration. It was 
necessary that the Red Cross society 
should receive unanimous support, and 
that ample financial support should be 


of the government and American people. 

When the money asked for had been 
subscribed, the society had no alternative 
but to accept the mission. The society 
has been carried for 12 years, and had 
never appealed for money. It had always 
gone to a field of action with supplies 
sufficient to do some good when they got 
there. 

Miss Barton, in answer to a query, 
said if there was anybody in this country 
whom the Turkish government would be 
likely to allow to enter Armenia, it was 
the representatives of the Red Cross so- 
olety. 

Hon. Jonathan A. Lane moved the 
“4option of a set of resolutions that had 
been drawn up. They were read by Sccre- 
tary Guild, and passed, as follows: 

The Resolutions, 

Whereas, the appeal from the suffering Ar. 
menians in Asia Minor has stirred the hearts of 
our countrymen and led to organized efforts 
for relief; and 

Whereas, the American National Red Cross 
has announced its readiness to take the field 
as soon as adequate support is assured; and 

Whereas, Miss Barton, the president of the 
Red Cross (whom we gladly welcome as our 
guest today) is hopeful that the way will be 
open in Turkey for her and her staff to dis- 
tribute our gifts in the afflicted districts of 
theinterior; therefore, * 

Resolved, That the chairman of this meeting 
be authorized to appoint a committee of 30 
gentlemen, with power to add to their num- 
ber, to inaugurate a plan for obtaining sub 
scriptions throughout the city. 

Resolved, That in view of what has been 
done by the Boston committee of five in re 
ceiving and forwarding over $20,000 through 
trustworthy channels, we would ask their as- 
sistance in this larger movement of our citi- 
zens; 

Resolved, That in order to secure full co- 
operation in this work, the governors, mayors, 
boards of trade and citizens generally through- 
out New Engiand, be and hereby are requested 
to unite with us by effecting similar organiza- 
tions without delay. 

Resolved, That we recommend Messrs, 
Brown Bros. & Co., 3) State street, as the 
treasurers of our funds,

TROOPS ARE MARCHING 


But, It Is Believed, With Their Backs 
Toward the Insurgents, 


Reports of Spanish Victories 
Are Discredited. 


“Official” Reports Continue to Record the 
Winning of Many Battles. 


HABANA, Dec. 31.—In spite of official re- 
ports “he belief is entertained here that 
the Spanish forces have again sustained a 
serious reverse, and that instead of the in- 
surgents being repulsed and routed, the 
Spaniards are retiring before-their ad- 
vance. 

There are manifestations of grave un- 
easiness in official circles, and the belief is 
prevalent that the insurgents intend an- 
other extensive incursion into Matanzas 
province and westward toward Habana. 

Word has just been received that Gen- 
eral Valdez overtook the insurgent bands 
of Gomez and Maceo at the Maria planta- 
tion, where they were found stationed in 
an advantageous position. The engage- 
ment which followed was evidently a hot 
one, the insurgent cavalry making vigor- 
ous attacks upon the flanks of the Spanish 
forces. The artillery fire of the Spaniards 
proved effective, and the official report 
which is now received says that the in- 
surgents took flight in two directions, 
having been divided by the assault upon 
them. They left seven killed and many 
arms, and carried away many wounded. 

It is reported that the Spanish forces 
went in pursuit of the flying insurgents 
and overtook them at the Caney planta- 
tion. Here the enemy made a vigorous 
resistance for an hour, but were finally 
compelled to retreat, leaving eight killed 
and carrying away their wounded. The 
troops, it is said, lost 17 wounded. 

Itis further reported that an engage- 
mentis now in progress at a point be- 
tween the villages of Perico, Cuevitas 
and Jovellanos, between General Valdez 
and the insurgents. Cuevitas, Perico and 
Jovellanos are allto the west and north- 
west of Colon, and are from 12 to 20 miles 
nearer the city of Matanzas and that 
much more remote from the border of 
Santa Clara than is the village of Cali- 
mete, at which point the Spaniards were 
said to have first engaged Gomez Sunday 
evening. 

News has been received of movements 
by the insurgents which would indicate 
that their forces still overrun pretty much 


e 
Whole of the Province of Matanzas, 
and they seem to have an uninterrupted 
line of communication clear across the 
province and into the southern part of 
Santa Clara to the eastward of the city of 
Cienfuegos. They have burned the village 
of Gavilan, in the Cienfuegos district, 
southeast of Cienfuegos and near the coast 

Besides the serious fighting believed to 
have occurred near Calimete, there is a 
force of insurgents reported to number 
2000 moving in the neighborhood of 
Camarioca, a town only about 15 miles 
from the city of Matanzas and north of a 
line between Matanzas and Cardenas and 
very near the coast. 

The stations at Caobas and Cabazas, 
which are in the immediate neighborhood 


of Matanzas and to the south, have been | 
| burned, as well as the canefield of the 


Joaquin plantation. The stores in the 


| village of Pedroso, near to Macurijes 


(Corral Falso), have also been plundered. 
Camarioca is the farthest point north at 
which the insurgents have been reported, 
and Cabazas is almost on the line of the 
province of Habaua. 

No further reports can be had of the en- 
gagement near Calimete, as telegraphic 


communication is still much interrupted. |

Smith America Monument. 


A meeting was held in Boston Monday 
to take steps for the erection of a National 
Memoria!

He found these poles were used by 
the fire department and Electric Light Co., 
and to change the fire alarm wires now 
would incur a large expense, also it was 
quite a hardship on the Electric Light Co., 
who had been refused permission to go on 
the new poles and if the others were taken 
down it would leave Norfolk Downs and

COUNCILMAN SPEAR, 
He fires a parting shot at Councilman 
Bryant accusing him of getting the Com- 
mittee on Streets into many holes, 


Councilman Bryant said this was no 
hasty matter. The Committee on Streets 
had heard the Electric and Telephone com- 
panies and the Mayor has evidently heard 
only one side. When the order was passed 
granting the new location it was done at 
the suggestion of the Committee on Streets, 
The order provided for the removal of the 
old poles, He also stated that the 
Telephone Co. was willing for the Electric 
Light Co. to use its poles, That the 
latter were careless and bad cut fire alarm 
wire at Wollaston. 

Councilman Jobnson would like to have 
officials of Electric Light Co. state their 
case. 

W. G. A. Pattee of the Electric Light 
Co, came forward and said the Telephone 
Co. had refused them right on their new 
poles on Hancock street, or to that effect, 
and that no wire was cul at Wollaston. 

Chief Engineer Williams was called 
forward and in answer to questions by 
Councilman Bryant said: The wire was 
taken off and tied round a pole, Could 
not state that it was broken. Had informed 
Mr. Bryant that it was cut but afterward 
found that it was not. The Electric Light 
Co. had no right to touch fire alarm wires 
without notifying him. The Electric 
Light Co. had caused much trouble, but 
had rectified it as soon as notice was 
given. 

Mr. Pattee was then allowed to continue 
and said in stringing wires it was hard to 
do just what was right, The superintend- 
ent had received instructions not to inter- 
fere with other wires. Last spring the 
Committee on Streets recommended a new 
location for the Telephone Co, on 
Hancock street but no notice was given 
the Electric Light Co. It so happened 
that the Electric Light Co. used those old 
poles and he did not think that the Com- 
mittee on Streets or Mayor knew of the 

condition of affairs there. It wasa hard- 
ship to the Electric Light Co. If we take 
our wires down it cuts off Norfolk 
Downs, Wollaston and A'lantic from house 


and street lights, You also put the city to 
several hundred dollars expense to change 
the fire alarm wires. Next spring when 
the double track goes through probably 
some arrangement can be made to use those 
poles. 

In reply to Councilman Bryant, Mr. 
Pattee said the reason this company 
objected to changing wires now was that 
the Telephone Co, forbid it and then the 
great expense. 

The Chief Engineer was called forward 
again and Councilman Bryant attempted 
to question him as to the ability of the 
men employed by the Electric Light Co., 
but the chair ruled against him. 

In reply tc Councilman Phillips, Chief 
Williaras said the poles were not unsafe at 
present and in reply to Councilman Bige- 
low the chief said it would cost $700 to 
change the wires; the removal of the 
telephone wires was a help to the poles. 

Councilman Bryant said the city shoald 
be able to maintain equally as good a con- 
struction for its fire alarm wires as it 
wantei the Telephone Co. todo. Is it fair 
to reason that the Telephone Co, would 
not ask for a new location if they did not 
consider the old poles unsafe. Electric 
light wires are much more dangerous. Do 
we want poles that are unsafe ? 


CouNCILMAN BRYANT 


Denies the charges and says Councilman 
Spear has attended but few meetings. 
Accuses executive of being derelict of duty. 


Councilman Pinkham said Councilmap 
Bryant states that the Electric Light Co. 
have a right to go on these poles but they 
claim they can not do so without an order 
from the Council. Shall we order these 
poles down before we give the Electric 
Light Co, a right to the other poles ? 

Councilman Bryant said that the Tele- 
phone Co. do not dispute the-right of 
Electric Co. to go on the new poles but the 
Electric Co. will not stand the expense ac- 
cording to the agreement. The fire alarm 
wires have got to be moved sometime and 
why not now? 

Councilman Sprague believed in pro- 
tecting the home companies and that the 
Mayor's veto should be sustained. 

Councilman Nickerson hoped Mayor's 
veto would not be sustained. The Com- 
mittee on Streets had given this subject 
much time. It was no reason because 
Electric Co, were careless that they should 
be excused, 

Councilman Johnson thought Mr. Pattee 
was right,that this whole matter was caused 
by a misunderstanding of the contract. 
The question as to whether the contract 
bad been lived up to did not enter here 
Our first duty was to our citizens and he 
did not think Council wanted to impose 
any hardship, He thought Mayor's reasons 
were good, 

Councilman Rice asked, if we order these 
poles down have we got to give the Electric 
Light Co. a new location ? 

Councilman Bryant replied that the 
Telephone Co. is willing but they must 
come under the contract. The Electric 
Light Co. say we can not afford the ex- 
pense. 

Councilman Adams asked Mr. Pattee if 
be had any conversation with the Tele- 
phone Co. except the letter, 

Mr. Pattee,—Yes last October when they 
refused to allow us to use the poles, 

Councilman Adams then asked Council- 
man Bryant if he had received any direct 
statement from the Telephone Co, 

Councilman Bryant replied that he had 
last Friday, when they said they were will- 
ing if the contract was lived up to, 

Councilman Adams said, if we assame 
that Councilman Bryant tells the truth he 
has something later than the letter. We 
should discuss this question knowing that 
the Electric Light Co. can put its wires on 
these poles. We want the best, that is, 
one set of poles that are safe, and we 
must protect the rights of the city with 
the utmost care. The Mayor's objections 
are tothe expense, and that there is not 
time. To the first objection he thought 
the city should stand expense of moving its 
wires, and if there is not time he thonght 
the Council would give way for a few days. 
There would be nothing gained by putting 
it off. 

Councilman Spear said the whole thing 
originated with the chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Streets, and it is not the first 
time he has drawn the committee into a 
hole. He wants to freeze the Electric 
Light Company out. Some consideration 

should be shown them, 

Councilman Bigelow was glad to hear a 
little trath, He thought this one of those 
things that the chairman of committee on 
streets has forced onto the Council, He 
thought it wise to keep those wires on that 
side of the street for the present. 

Councilman Bryant replied that all he 
eould say was that Councilman Spear had 
not attended a sufficient number of meet- 
ings of the Committee on Streets to know 
what it hasdone. The original order says

POPULISTS HELD OFf. 


| Allowed Republicans to Take Control 
| of Senate Committees. 


| Vigorous Speech by Lodge on 
Monroe Doctrine. 


No More Tariff Legislation In the House Dur- 
ing This Session. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 81.—The committees 
of the senate yesterday passed into the 
control of the Republicans. The change 
in the politicai complexion of the com- 
mittees was effected by the adoption of a 

| resolution organizing the committees as 
agreed to by the Republican and Demo- 
cratic steering committees. 

The Populists, with the exception of 
Mr. Kyle (S. D.), declined to vote, and the 
Republicans, having a plurality of the 
senate, were thus enabled to adopt the 
resolution by a vote of 30to 28. Mr. Kyle 
voted with the Democrats against the re- 
organization, 

A two-hour-debate followed the adop- 
tion of the resolution, the purpose of 
which was mainly political. The Demo- 
crats, under the leadership of Senator 
Gorman, seconded by Senator Harris, at- 
tempted to show that the reorganization 
was effected by an alliance between the 
Republicans and Populists, contending 
that the silence of the latter, by making 
possible the reorganization, indicated ac- 
quiesence. They also insisted that the 

| Republican assumption of control saddled 
them with responsibility for legislation. 
The Populists, led by Senator Allen 
(Neb.) and Senator Butler (N. C.), denied 
that they were in any way responsible 
for the result. 

The Republicans, under the leadership 
of Senator Mitchell, chairman of the Re- 
publican steering committee, and assisted 
by Senators Hoar, Hale, Allison and 
Chandler, combatted the argument of the 
Democrats by asserting mostemphatically 
that the Populists had even refused to

Lodge's Logic. 

Before the reorganization, Senator 
Lodge, who has made a brilliant reputa- 
tion as an historical biographer, delivered 
He 
treated it from an historical standpoint, 
and gave an exhaustive sketch of the 
origin and progress of the dispute over the 
Venezuela boundary. 

Although temperate in language, he 
took the ground that unless we insist that 
Venezuela's dispute with Great Britain 
should be submitted to friendly arbitra- 
tion, we would surrender the essence, 
spiritand vital principle of the Monroe 
doctrine, which he contended was as es- 
sential to the safety and welfare of the 
Americans as the balance of power was to 
the safety and welfare of European na- 
tions. 

Mr. Lodge gave a very interesting sketch 
of the history of the Monroe doctrine, and 
told how it was vitally involved in t 


Venezuel

-oy ou LueD With a brief relation of the 
pending dispute between Great Britain 
and Venezuela, which, he said, had now 
reached a crisis affecting most gravely the 
honor, the interests, the rights and the 
well-settled policy of the United States. 

If England, with no authority but a dis- 
puted claim, seized territory and declined 
arbitration upon it, her action, he de- 
clared, did not differ from seizing and 
holding new territory in the Americas by 
right of conquest. Ifshe could seize ter- 
ritory under a claim which had grown 
larger with each succeeding year, there 
was nothing to prevent her taking indefi- 
nite regions in South America. The sena- 
tor referred to the claim made on Vene- 
suela by Great Britain for reparation 
on account of the arrest by the author! 
ties of the former country of British sub- 
jects on the disputed territory. But the 
question of reparation, he declared, must 
not be mixed up with the acquisition of 
territory. 

If Venezuela paid the indemnity fixed 
and demanded by Great Britain, she ac- 
knowledged in so doing that the disputed 
country is British territory and made the 
whole case vold. We had, he continued, 
neglected too long our foreign policy and 
the great interests of the United States 
which lay beyond her borders. He wanted 
the matter of the boundary dispute settled 
by arbitration, because if settled otherwise 
it was a blow to a vital principle to the 
welfare and dignity of the United States. 
He did not believe the people of England 
had the least desire to engage in hostilities 
avith the United States any more than we 
sought or desired hostilities with them. 
“We have,” said Senator Lodge, ‘‘seen 
British forces at Corinto. We know the 
attitude they assumed in Venezuela. They 
are attempting totake land on the Alaskan 
boundary. They have just denounced the 
modus vivendi and reopened in that way 
the perilous dispute of the seal fisheries. 
It is not by accident that those events 
have all occurred or all come to apn acute 
stage within the past year.” 

The senator closed by expressing the 
belief that the questions between Eng- 
land and the United States would be 
peaceably settled, but it was very clear 
that such settlement could only be reached 
by action on the part of congress and the 
president, which should be as firm as it 
Was temperate, and which should main- 
tain the Monroe doctrine absolutely and 
at all hazards wherever it justly applied.
